FROM THE EDITOR— 


EXAMINATION TIME 


HE SEAL shown in the center of this page can do more for your boating 
than any other addition you may make to your boat this year. Mounted 
on the windshield, it is a certificate that your craft should be able to 


provide the safety and performance which you and your passengers have 
a right to expect. 


Awarded after your boat has passed the courtesy examination of the U. S. 
Coast Guard Auxiliary, it indicates that you carry the equipment which 
meets certain wise minimum standards. The requirements made by law for 
power boat operation on Federal waters are, of course, inadequate. They 
allow you to cruise without anchors, lines, emergency signals, and other 
essential accessories. The intent of the law is to require the bare minimum— 
lights, horn, whistle, flame arrestors and fire extinguishers if necessary—with- 
out becoming too restrictive. Fortunately the Coast Guard Auxiliary is 
helping the boatman voluntarily fill that gap between least-possible-equip- 
ment and adequate basics. 


What many new boatmen, and too many older 
ones, seem to overlook, however, is that proper 
equipment provides much more than simply safe 
operation. Boating today means bringing family 
and friends along. Unless a skipper can answer 
their questions about what he does when travel- 
ing in a fog (sounds his fog horn), or how he 
attracts attention if disabled offshore (fires one 
of his signal flares), the cruise may be spoiled 
by the worry of his passengers. 


The equipment recommended by the U.S.C.G.A. examination adds to a 
family’s boating fun and cruising range as well. Pull into a secluded cove 
or fishing hole, sometime, where there is no place to tie up to the shore 
and, without anchors, the boat cannot stay. Decide to stop offshore for a 
swim, and with an onshore wind an anchor is the only answer again. A 
shortage of proper equipment can curtail both safety and boating enjoy- 
ment. The “fully found” craft, one completely and properly fitted out, is 
part of the pleasure, and boatmen passing up this ingredient are staying 
on the sidelines of the sport. 


Local C.G.A. units will again point out that the Courtesy Examination 
is entirely voluntary—a boatman must ask for it—and advice but no penalties 
are involved if a boat fails to pass. A boatman has nothing to lose and much 
to gain when taking part in this program, and the decal for his windshield 
can mean added assurance of a happy and successful season ahead on 
the water. —Wso. TayLor McKeown

READERS 
REPORT: 


AUSTRALIAN BOARD 

Hank Bowman’s recent test report 
of the Ventnor 28 was another of the 
fine reports on new boats you publish 
every month. 

You mentioned that at low speeds 
exhaust gases sometimes tend to roll 
up over the transom, and the aft sec- 
tion of the cockpit can be wet. My 
boat is a 1959 27’ Chris-Craft Constel- 
lation with 10’ beam, powered with 
twin 100 hp Hercules engines. I rem- 
edied this condition by installing an 
old feature, originally from Down Un- 
der, correctly known as an Australian 


Board. My board is of best grade Phil- 
ippine mahogany, 12” wide, a full 2” 
thick, and has a stainless steel combing. 
It is cut back to 5” where the ladder 
goes through. It is attached with eight 
3/16” bolts of Everdur bronze, 14” 
long, that go through a beefed up tran- 
som consisting of eight pieces of %” 
oak, 5” wide and 14” long. On either 
end of the board, additional stain- 
less steel tubing gives it additional 
strength, as shown in the photo I’m 
enclosing. 

I have installed a number of acces- 
sories and am testing some experimen- 
tal modifications. My Connie originally 
did 31 mph. At a cost of approximate- 
ly $3500 I had all the planking re- 
moved from the bottom up to a foot 
above the chine, installed new oak 
frames at sides and bottom in between 
the regular frames, new floors, 16 new 
butt blocks, and one or two gusset 
plates in each frame. All were put 
together with thru-bolts and Minne- 
sota Mining adhesive compound M3. 
Bottom was then double planked and 
sides single planked with mahogany. 
All this beefing up was done with se- 
lected white oak; gusset plates are ply- 
wood. 

A time speed run showed a drop 
from 31 to 29 mph. I still feel this is 
fast with the added weight of the re- 
building plus approximately $10,000 
worth of extra equipment I’ve had in- 
stalled. Some is shown in the other 
photo. I do not have radar on this 


boat, but have about everything else 
you can think of, including two heat- 
ing systems which are thermostatically 
controlled—even the flying bridge is 
heated; air conditioning with the con- 
denser water cooled; built-in TV. All 
this and much more in a 27’ boat.

Rules of the Road 


Now that the boating season is 
getting into full swing, it’s a good 
time for a quick review of rules 
governing the way boats should be 
piloted. These rules, as presented 
here by the Johnson Motors News 
Bureau, are in effect on Federal 
waterways and are observed on 
most other waterways too. 

1. Passing head on: keep to the 
right, but if you are so far to the 
left of the approaching boat as to 
make it impractical to swing to the 
right, hold your course. When in 
doubt, slow down or stop. 

2. Passing from the rear: you 
can pass on either side, but be sure 
to give the boat ahead plenty of 
leeway. He has the right of way. 
In a tight situation, don’t try to 
pass until it’s safe. 

3. Crossing at right angles: the 
boat on the right has the right of 
way and the boat on the left must 
respect that right. 

4. Anchoring in the channel: it’s 
against the law to block navigation 
channels. It’s a matter of courtesy 
too. 

5. Right of way: sailboats have 
the right of way in the majority of 
instances over power boats. Steer 
clear of them. 

6. Emergency: rules can be 
broken legally in the case of an ab- 
solute emergency if departure from 
the rules is needed to avert a col- 
lision. 

7. Distress signal: need help? 
Make any kind of signal that will 
attract attention. 

8. Signals: horn or whistle sig- 
nals signify to another boat your in- 
tentions. They are to be used only 
when necessary. One blast signifies 
your intention to go right (star- 
board), two to go left (port). When 
passing from behind, one blast 
means you want to pass on the 
right, two on the left. Five or more 
short rapid blasts is the danger sig- 
nal. When you answer a signal you 
signify you understand it. Always 
answer with the same signal given. 
In doubt give the danger signal. 

In fog, mist or snow, proceed 
slowly and give one long blast every 
minute.— G

OLY MPIC 
FORECAST 


By Bill Wallace 


ACHTING EVENTS of the forth- 

coming Olympic games will be 
sailed on Italy’s Bay of Naples in late 
summer. The specific dates for seven 
races are August 29, 30, 31, Septem- 
ber 1, 5, 6, 7 and the organizing com- 
mittee had the foresight to provide five 
spare days to re-sail incompleted 
events. It is almost certain that one 
or more of the spares will be used. 

Why? Because the Bay of Naples 
in late summer is akin to a bathtub of 
warm water with the lightest of breezes 
tracking across the Mediterranean. So 
these Olympics will offer a contrast to 
those of 1956 in Australia when on two 
occasions the wind blew between 35 
and 50 knots. The United States is 
cognizant of Naples’ weather reputa- 
tion and the selection of our team will 
definitely be keyed to light air condi- 
tions. 

Elimination trials to select the five 
crews have been scheduled at locations 
which more or less will produce light 
weather sailing, although there is no 
place in the New World that can offer 
an honest comparison to Naples, Italy, 
notwithstanding Naples, Florida. Mar- 
blehead, Mass., a New England com- 
munity founded by Puritans, will be 
the scene of two trials, for the Finn 
dinghy class and the 5.5 meters. The 
Five-Fives are talking about not count- 
ing trial races sailed in winds above 15 
knots, which is indicative of the more 
serious organizational tone that now 
infests our Olympic yachting program. 

History fails to reveal yachting as 
a part of the ancient Greek Olympic 
festivals, but it did join the modern 
games in 1908 when England was first 
host. Up to 1948, the United States had 
won only one gold medal, with the 8- 
meter Angelita in 1932. But in the past 
12 years we have done well with five 
golds, at least one at every post war 
Olympics, and if organization counts, 
as it must, we could win more at 
Naples. 

Until recent times, the first requisite 
for a U. S. Olympic yachtsman was 
ability to pay the full expenses of 
roundtrip travel for crew and boat. 
This resulted in a very narrow repre- 
sentation of those who could afford to 
be interested, namely East Coast 
yachtsmen of means. Since 1956 this 
has all been changed and those that 
effected the change were, creditably, 
East Coast yachtsmen of means. New 
York banker Henry Morgan, whose 
forebears bore the initials J. P., was 


instrumental in forming the U. S. In- 
ternational Sailing Association in 1958, 
an organization whose purpose is to 
raise funds for the Olympic sailors. 
‘Aorgan’s son Charles was the efficient 
assistant manager of our 1956 team. 

The association is hopeful of paying 
full expenses to Naples for everyone 
this year in addition to underwriting 
the trials. James M. Trenary, president 
of the U.S.LS.A., is currently conduct- 
ing a fund raising campaign and those 
who would like to contribute a tax-de- 
ductible sum will receive a warm 
thank-you note from him, care of U. S. 
Trust Company, Wall Street, New 
York. 

This is a most significant develop- 
ment because it opens up Olympic 
yachting to just about everyone who 
would like a crack at the competition. 

For the Finn class competition alone 
the U.S.1.S.A. has purchased a score 
of boats which are to be used in a 
variety of ways to stimulate competi- 
tion among those who cannot afford 
to buy their own craft. This subsidy is 
especially aimed at the growing reser- 
voir of intercollegiate dinghy sailors 
coast to coast, a group strong on ability 
but weak on finances. — G

DRY ROT 
HAVE A 16’ molded plywood hull. 


| have noticed just under the gun- 
wale molding, rotting about '4” to '/” 
down. Would you kindly recommend 
what | should do?

Dig out all of the rotted wood if it 


| is not too extensive and build up the 
| areas with an epoxy patching kit, such 
| as made by Fred H. B. Kuhls, Brook- 


lyn, N. Y. 
If rotting is extensive throughout the 


| length of the gunwale, remove the 
| molding and dig out all rotten wood 
| in both the molding and the topsides. 


Build up the topsides as mentioned 
above and build up or replace the 


| molding. When you replace the mold- 


ing, bed it with Thiokol compound. 
This is also available from Kuhls, 
among others. 


HULL AND ENGINE 
MODIFICATION 
HAVE A 1948 17’ Higgins inboard 
runabout powered by a 115 hp 
Chrysler M-27 engine. Performance is 
poor with five or more persons aboard. 
With four or less we plane nicely and 
do 30 plus. Would extension of the 
planing surface be of assistance? 
When I overhaul the engine would it 
be safe to raise the compression ratio 
from 6.8 to 7.8 by planing the head?

The modification of a boat hull 
should never be undertaken on the ad- 
vice of well meaning friends. A good 
boat hull is the result of extensive cal- 
culations and experience of a compe- 
tent naval architect. A change that 


| might correct one condition can easily 


be detrimental to other elements that 
affect the overall performance of a 
boat. The scheme you suggest would 
seriously affect the beam-to-length ra- 
tio of your boat. This is a rather crit- 
ical element in planing hull design. 
You can obtain some gain in wetted 
surface by placing more of your live 
load as far forward as possible. This, 
however, introduces another problem. 
Will your present power provide 
enough thrust to overcome the peak 


| or “hump” that occurs at the inception 


of planing action? It will cost you 
nothing to try. It might be well to 
write the maker of the boat for recom- 


| mendations, If there is a hull number 


on the boat, be sure to state this in 
your fetter to the manufacturer. 
As to modification to the compres- 


sion ratio of your engine, this is a 
matter that should not be undertaken 
without advice from the engine maker. 
Your present motor has been designed 
to withstand certain forces. The change 
you suggest would alter these consid- 
erably. It would also change oper- 
ating temperatures which in turn re- 
quire consideration of cooling system 
design.

Maximum speed is the manufactur- 
ers’ top rated speed. 

When operating at a speed of 2,600 
rpm the propeller slip will be some- 
what less with the 12” x 11” propeller 
than when running at 3,400 rpm with 
a 12”x9” propeller. Many internal 
combustion engines have the lowest 
specific fuel rate at the speed at which 
they develop maximum torque. It is 
therefore more economical to operate 
an engine at the speed at which it uses 
the least fuel per horsepower hour. In

Pleasure boatmen everywhere are becoming increas- 
ingly aware that an examination by the Auxiliary will 
be acceptable to both regular Coast Guard and State 
authorities. The effectiveness and growing popularity 
of the examination program is based upon persuasion 
and not upon authority. Coast Guard Auxiliarists have 
no police powers and the examination is given only upon 
the request of the boat owner. During 1959, more than 
100,000 Courtesy Examinations were made. A serious 
effort will be made, during 1960, to try and double this 
total. 

The states of Delaware, Oregon, Ohio, and North 
Carolina have accepted the Auxiliary decal awarded to 
boats passing the Courtesy Motorboat Examination as 
having complied with state numbering and equipment 
regulations. 

Boat owners may arrange for a qualified Examiner to 
give their boats a safety check by contacting the Com- 
mander of their local Coast Guard Auxiliary Flotilla or 
they may write or telephone the Director, Coast Guard 
Auxiliary at District Coast Guard Headquarters.

How plywood’s 
natural stamina licks 


One of the nation’s top authorities on 
small boat construction, George Calkins 
of Wecoma Beach, Oregon, is designer for 
Calkins Craft Boat Co., Delake, Oregon, 
manufacturers of the 22-foot all-plywood 
“Bartender” shown on the opposite page.

yer ase IS A BOAT KILLER. It’s caused by 
vibration and the constant shock and 
pound of rough water. Nothing big like 
running a deadhead or ramming a dock— 
that kind of damage is out in the open 
where you can see it. Fatigue is more like a 
series of body punches that sap a boxer’s 
strength until he’s just plain worn out or 
ready for the big one. 

That’s the insidious thing about fatigue. 
You can’t see it happen. It develops over a 
period of time. You must rely on how well 
your boat is put together and, importantly, 
what materials are used in its construction. 

In the past 30 years I’ve designed, built 
and run boats of every type and size, and 
I can assure you—despite claims to the 
contrary or pictures showing specially 
posed stunts—wood, the oldest boat build- 
ing material, is still the best and strongest. 
Pound for pound, modern marine plywood 
is stronger than steel. And it keeps its 
strength. It’s not affected by age, vibration, 
ultraviolet light, electrolysis or corrosion. 

In plywood, cross-lamination improves 
on wood’s natural strength, making it split- 
proof and remarkably impact-resistant. 
But basically it is the natural elasticity of 
the wood fibers which permits plywood 
to bend and rebend without fatiguing, 
cracking and ultimately breaking. 

Metal or plastic do not have this natural 
fatigue resistance. Vibration or repeated 
flexure may cause the crystals in metal to 
re-align, creating lines of shear which in- 
vite tears or breaks. Plastic turns brittle 
with age. Actually, it never stops curing. In 
time, this hardening renders plastic vulner- 
able to hidden fractures radiating out from 
points of vibration or impact. 

From my point of view, that’s the im- 
portant thing about plywood. It builds a 
strong, safe boat. Rather than remain rigid

and snap under stress, a plywood hull rolls 
with the punch. You can actually feel the 
difference. Plywood boats are quieter, 
more solid in every way. They ride better, 
look better and last longer. 

I’ve designed and built well over a thou- 
sand plywood boats—including the first one 
ever seen on the Oregon Coast back in 
1935—and I’ve never heard of one not per- 
forming well under all conditions. In fact, 
one of my boats—the 22-ft. plywood “Bar- 
tender,” a new type double ender with a 
planing hull, originally designed for sports 
fishing around the rough bars at harbor 
entrances along the Oregon Coast—was re- 
cently put through the toughest, meanest 
test I’ve ever heard of. 

The Coast Guard was looking for a boat 
of her size that could take the pounding of 
heavy seas and still be fast enough to 
answer distress calls. Before she was ap- 
proved, the Coast Guard put her through 
a year of testing that would have, I’m sure, 
shattered anything of her class built of 
other materials. They ran her full bore 
through six facing waves; bounced her off 
swells into troughs; swamped her; and put 
her through other tests calculated to bring 
out hull defects you might ordinarily take 
years to discover. The “Bartender’s” solid 
plywood hull came through with flying 
colors and the Coast Guard now has three 
in service. Over thirty more civilian models 
built for sportsmen are now challenging 
the wild waters along our Northwest Coast. 

The boat recently won the National 
Gold Cup Boating Safety Award pre- 
sented by the Kiekhaefer Corp. If you're 
interested in a rugged sports fisher that can 
get up to 30 mph, you might consider a 
“Bartender.” But whatever boat you buy, 
for whatever purpose, if you want a real 
man’s boat, be sure she’s built of plywood.

This 
harbor, the southernmost of the three, has a two hundred foot wide entrance between 
granite breakwaters which furnish good protection except in a northeaster. The 
channel, twelve feet deep and one to two hundred feet wide, leads to the T-wharf in 
the inner harbor. Moorings may be obtained from the Club Steward or Harbor 
Master at the public landing, or yacht club floats where there is a depth of seven feet. 
In this quaint New England seaport with its stone wharfs, old houses and winding 
streets, supplies, hardware and some repairs are available. This is Rockport, Massa- 
chusetts, part of Gloucester until 1840, where a cannon ball from a British man-of- 
war still can be seen in the church steeple.

HE COUNCIL BLUFFS BOAT 

CLUB lists 10 steps that should be 
avoided by all boat club members.

8. Do nothing more than is abso- 
lutely necessary, but when members 
roll up their sleeves and willingly and 
unselfishly pitch in and make things 
hum, complain that the club is run by 
a clique. 

9. Hold back dues as long as pos- 
sible or don’t pay at all. 

10. Don’t bother about new mem- 
bers, “Let George do it.” 


A MESSAGE FOR 
NEW YORK BOATMEN 


TATE SAFETY DIRECTOR 
Walter E. Bligh, in a recent state- 
ment to New York boatmen, reports 
that public ignorance of safe boating 
practices and lack of familiarity with 
State Boating Laws are the principal 
public safety problems facing law en- 
forcement officials concerned with pro- 
tecting the thousands of persons daily 
using the waters of New York State 
for recreation and travel. 

He noted that sections of the Navi- 
gation Law not commonly observed 
are: Life preservers for every person on 
board; a whistle, an anchor and appro- 
priate fire extinguishers carried on all 
mechanically propelled boats. Naviga- 
tion lights are required on all boats 
when moving or anchored at night. 
Speed must be careful and prudent 
and reduced to 5 miles per hour when 
within 100 feet of the shore, a dock, 
pier, raft, or float, or anchored or 
moored vessel. Accidents must be re- 
ported whenever a person is killed or 
injured, or whenever the property dam- 
age is in excess of twenty-five dollars. 
Water skiing shall be during daylight 


only and two persons must be in the 
towboat at all times. 


NAPA BOAT CLUB LOCATED 
ON MAN-MADE LAKE 


AKE BERRYESSA, a new body of 

water formed by the Monticello 
Dam, is the site of the reactivated 
Napa Boat Club, Napa, California. 
Although the club was formed back in 
1937, it lapsed into a period of inactiv- 
ity. In 1954, a group of enthusiastic 
members started a project to rejuve- 
nate the club. They were successful 
and today the club boasts a water- 
front area with docks and a modern 
clubhouse. Membership stands at 100.

through sloppy seas and 25 knot winds to win the 
fourth annual Miami-Nassau powerboat race. Sam Griffith, 
well-known hydroplane pilot, skippered with Dick Bertram, 
Miami yacht builder and broker, and Carleton Mitchell, sail 
racing expert, as crew. Moppie used twin 275 hp In- 
terceptors. Aquamatic Il, a Hunter 23 pushed by twin 
80 hp Volvo Aquamatics crossed the line behind Moppie 
in 10 hours and 25 minutes. She was skippered by Jim 
Wynne with Bill McKeown as crew member. Scout, a 22 
ft. Thunderbird, skippered by Bob Cox was third. She had 
twin 75 hp Johnsons. Only thirteen of the 27 starters fin- 
ished the race, which had its moment of disaster in the 
worst race weather in the contest’s history. The 23 ft. 
Flica exploded and burned 35 miles east of Miami. Charles 
Compton and Sally Real were rescued by Mary Jane Rauler- 
son in her 43 ft. Norseman cruiser. Eight boats experienced 
mechanical difficulties and dropped out of the race, with 
one of the boats sinking while under tow. Boats that com- 
pleted the race in order of their finish behind Scout were, 
Robert Collin’s Black Caesar, Forest Johnson’s Tooky, 
George Peroni’s Aqua Sonic, Mrs. Raulerson’s Merry 
Jane, Charles Boswell’s Little Squirt, Howard Weiler’s Wild 
Cat, Fred Ayres’ Glass Magic, Al Martin’s Marliner, Ed 
Stanton’s Estreature, and Bob Sales’ Bahamas Sea Star.

How to Teach Newcomers 


Here's how boat and yacht clubs, marine dealers 


or other local groups can organize and conduct 


successful boating education programs

LMOST 2,000,000 PERSONS—men, women and 

children of all ages—are taking to the water in 

boats of every description for the first time each 
year, recent statistics indicate. 

Unfortunately, many of these newcomers to boating 
know little or nothing about the fundamentals of the sport. 
Although there is nothing complicated or particularly dif- 
ficult about operating a boat, it is necessary to master a 
few basic skills and to acquire some specialized knowledge 
to insure maximum enjoyment and safety. Such knowledge 
and skill, backed by a generous amount of common sense 
and courtesy afloat, will mean more fun for all hands! 

An outstanding job of educating new boat owners is be-

ing done by such organizations as the U. S. Coast Guard 
Auxiliary, U. S. Power Squadrons, American Red Cross, 
and various youth, outdoor, service and sportsmen’s organ- 
izations. However, they cannot be expected to do the 
whole job. They simply do not have the facilities or the 
personnel to reach and teach every new boating enthusiast. 

Moreover, studies show that a substantial number of new 
boat owners have the impression there is nothing more to 
boating than pushing a starter button. It takes an average 
of several months to two years for many of them to become 
interested in attending formal courses of boating instruc- 
tion offered by the groups mentioned above. And while they 
are coming to this realization, they violate almost every

Boating Fundamentals 


“common sense afloat” rule in the book, irritating their 
fellow boatmen, and missing most of the fun and enjoy- 
ment that boating has to offer. 

All this indicates a widespread need for more boating 
education—courses designed to teach the fundamentals of 
safe and sane boating to newcomers, and to serve as a “re- 
fresher” for experienced boatmen. 

Educating newcomers is a responsibility shared by every 
experienced skipper and boating organization. In fact, 
thousands of boat owners already are receiving informal 
instruction through programs being sponsored by boat and 
yacht clubs, marine dealers, physical education teachers. 
No special talent or expensive equipment is needed to or- 
ganize and conduct a successful boating education program. 
All it takes is a little nautical know-how, some advance 
planning and preparation, and a sincere interest in helping 
others to get the most fun out of boating. 

A good point at which to begin is the well-known news- 
paper formula for writing a news story—‘who, what, when,

where, why and how.” After you have answered these six 
points, you’re well on your way to a successful program. 

WHO: Which segment of the boating public are you 
primarily interested in—men, women or children, or all 
three—newcomers or experienced skippers? It’s important 
to tailor your entire program to suit your “audience.” 

WHAT: What major subjects will your course cover? 
A logical starting point is selection of a well-matched rig 
and equipping it properly. The course can then go on to 
treat with such important topics as going aboard and getting 
underway, stowage of equipment to provide good trim, 
“rules of the road,” navigational aids and “seamanship”— 
anchors and anchoring, knot tying, docking and mooring. 

“Operator negligence” is the major cause of boating mis- 
haps. Therefore, your course should include discussions of 
“common sense afloat” to emphasize the importance of not 
overloading or overpowering, avoiding high speed turns, 
keeping a sharp lookout at all times, not going out in bad 
weather and similar activities which lead to accidents. 

WHEN: To insure maximum attendance, it is important 
that your course be held on a day and at a time most con- 
venient to your students. Weekends or evenings are usual- 
ly most popular. 

WHERE: Instruction outdoors—at a dock or launching 
site—is preferable since this provides students an oppor- 
tunity actually to operate boating equipment. However, 
if necessary, the course can be conducted indoors, in yacht 
or boat clubs, schoolrooms, dealers’ showrooms, even in a 
private home. 

WHY: Ask yourself, “What specific goal are we trying 
to achieve?” After you've established a major objective, 
such as “to teach newcomers the fundamentals of boating 
and create in them an awareness of the importance of using 
common sense and courtesy afloat,” you'll find it much 
easier to work out other details of your project. 

HOW: The course should be presented by a qualified, 
experienced boat owner. However, most successful instruc- 
tors are adults who have at least two or three years of 
boating experience and who have taken one or more 
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courses offered by the USPS, USCGA or similar organiza- 
tions. 

Classes should be limited to about 25 students, and each 
lesson should not last more than 1% to 2 hours. Try to 
use as much “showmanship” as you can by developing cer- 
tain “props” to help illustrate the lessons. For example, 
you can buy or build scale models of boats, use a display of 
outboard motor parts, different types of compasses, elec- 
tronic equipment for boats, or types of anchors. Give your 
students an opportunity to look over your “props,” to han- 
dle them and to ask questions about them. 

As stated earlier, no special equipment is needed. But 
you should have on hand a properly matched and fully 
equipped boat, motor and trailer rig. A selection of re- 
quired and recommended accessories should also be avail- 
able at all times, including USCG approved life jackets and 
buoyant cushions, whistle and/or horn for Class 1 vessels, 
an approved fire extinguisher, marine compass, several dif- 
ferent types of anchors, line (at least 50 feet), bilge pump, 
paddle, flashlight, approved gas can, first aid kit, and a 
tool kit with spare shear pins, spark plugs and propeller. 

You can supplement your program by obtaining for each 
member of your class a supply of booklets, brochures and 
other helpful literature on subjects covered during the 
course. Such material (most of it free) is available from 
many different sources—boat, motor, trailer and accessory 
manufacturers, U. S. Coast Guard (ask for their pamphlet 
“Pleasure Boating”), and Outboard Boating Club of Amer- 
ica (OBC). 

Incidentally, OBC has developed and distributes free of 
charge an “Outboard Seamanship Course Kit.” It includes 
an Instructor’s Manual, a three-lesson course outline and 
script, information on how to obtain booklets and films, 
digests of boating laws, and related materials. Hundreds of 
clubs and dealers, teachers and other interested persons are 
finding the OBC course kit extremely helpful in launching 
an educational program.

BOATING 


OUTHEAST of New York City about 750 miles—or 
to be more exact, at longitude 64°40’ and latitude 
32°20’—lies Bermuda, a cluster of islands wedded to 

the sea. Not one square foot of this British Crown Colony 
is more than a mile from the water, and the semi-tropical 
climate is suitable for year-round sailing and cruising. As 
a result, there are over 3,000 pleasure boats of all types in 
Bermuda’s waters, one for approximately every 15 perma- 
nent residents. 

Boating, however, is not limited to Bermudians. Sail- 
boats, inboard cruisers, and outboard runabouts of every 
description are available on this 22-mile-long island. Most 
of the island’s hotels and larger guest houses maintain fleets 
of their own, providing holiday sport for their nautical- 
minded guest. 

When arriving in Bermuda by cruise ship, stop by the 
Visitor’s Service Bureau located at the ferry landing on 
Front Street in Hamilton Harbor. They can supply you

with complete information on where to rent boats. An office 
is located at the airport also. 

Bermuda’s Great Sound, stretching inland to the front 
door of Hamilton itself, provides a sheltered anchorage for 
pleasure boats possibly unsurpassed anywhere in the world. 
Sailing and racing conditions are near-perfect. There are 
no fogs and no troublesome currents. It is here, on these 
island-dotted waters of the Great Sound, that most of Ber- 
muda’s classic international yachting competitions are held. 

The highpoint in Bermuda yacht racing, however, oc- 
curs in June across the open Atlantic, with the 660-mile 
ocean race from Newport, Rhode Island to the Colony. 
The blue-water classic dates back to 1906, when the famed 
British yachtsman, Sir Thomas Lipton, donated a trophy 
for the first United States to Bermuda contest. Since then, 
except during the two great wars, this ocean race has been 
held regularly. 

After passing the British destroyer positioned off St. 
David’s Head which marks the finish line, the competitors 
enter Hamilton Harbor itself and anchor off the Royal 
Bermuda Yacht Club. The race-weary crews then spend a 
few days rejuvenating themselves at Elbow Beach, the 
Princess Hotel, or at the Swizzle Inn before spreading their 
sails again for homeward voyages.

The Royal Bermuda Yacht Club is also headquarters for 
Bermuda’s annual International Race Week held each 
Spring, attracting leading 5.5 meter, One Design, Luders, 
Snipe, International 14, and Firefly skippers from the 
United States, Canada and Bermuda. 

While visiting yachtsmen are traditionally welcomed at 
the Royal Bermuda Yacht Club when they come to Ber- 
muda for competitions, neither fame nor fortune necessarily 
qualifies anyone for membership in this world-known club. 
The coral-pink clubhouse, with its white-washed roof, is 
on Albuoy’s Point, which juts out into Hamilton Harbor 
just ahead of the Front Street wharfs. Of the 516 members 
on the books, only 338 are residents of Bermuda. The club 
was organized in 1844 at Walsingham, now better known 
to the 100,000 and more tourists a year who visit Bermuda 
as Tom Moore’s Tavern. There, under the old calabash 
tree where the Irish poet used to sit and pen his lyrics, 30 
Bermudians formed the Bermuda Yacht Club. First Com- 
modore was Lord Mark Kerr, a British Army officer sta- 
tioned in the Colony. The following year Queen Victoria 
granted permission for the club to call itself “Royal.” 
Albert, the Prince Consort, was given an honorable mem- 
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Charter boat, with outriggers spread, heads 
offshore for the big ones. Each carries a wide range of 
tackle to conform with International Game Fish Asso- 
ciation Rules, for those who fish for records. 
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bership, as have been the Duke of Edinburgh and the late 
King George V. 

The club has no ladies section, and all efforts over its 
more than century-long history to produce a change of 
policy have been defeated. It remains, today as when it was 
founded, an inviolable sanctuary against womenfolk. 

One of the longest races on the yachting scene, 3500 
miles from Bermuda to Marstrand, Sweden, will get under- 
way June 30 as a follow-up to this year’s Newport-to- 
Bermuda classic. What promises to be the largest fleet ever 
to sail in a trans-Atlantic race, 19 entries so far, will com- 
pete for a cup given by the King of Sweden in commemora- 
tion of the founding of the Goteburg Royal Yacht Club. 
All the yachts belong to the still larger Newport-to-Bermuda 
fleet. 

In addition to these races, highlights of Bermuda’s inter- 
national boating competition are the Luders International

Tucker’s Town Bay, part of which is pictured above, is 
a picturesque sheltered anchorage which opens into Castle 
Harbor.

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Championships, the Norwegian Trophy Race, the Bermuda- 
vs-Long Island Sound Race, and the All-Bermuda-vs-Indian 
Harbor Yacht Club competition. The Luders International, 
won last year by Bermuda, will be held in August at the 
Indian Harbor Yacht Club, Greenwich, Connecticut. The 
Norwegian Trophy Race also alternates on a home-and- 
home basis, with the 1960 contest slated for Norway. This 
is the sixth year for this International One Design team race. 

The long-standing rivalry between Bermuda and an all- 
star team from Long Island Sound is also for International 
One Design boats. It is usually a twice-a-year race, sched- 
uled for Bermuda in the Spring and the United States in 
the Fall. The 1960 Spring competition was just held during 
the last week of April. The Bermuda-vs-Indian Harbor 
Yacht Club of Greenwich, Connecticut contest has been 
an annual affair since 1946 for Luders 16’s and was also 
completed in April. 

While these are the major international competitions 
held on a regular schedule, each year sees Bermuda yacht 
teams going abroad for special competitions, or interna- 
tional boatmen coming to Bermuda for similar contests. 

One of the unique and utterly different types of race to 
be found only in Bermuda waters is sailed with the famed 
Bermuda-fitted dinghy—a class regarded with a combina- 
tion of awe and delight by yachtsmen everywhere. This 
deckless craft often carries as much as 1,000 square feet 
of canvas, and its bowsprit is sometimes longer than the 
boat itself. These 14-foot 1-inch overall hulls, with their 
38-foot spars, are raced over three mile courses of two legs 
—one to windward and one to leeward—in the Great 
Sound. It’s like no yacht racing anywhere else in the world, 
and Bermudians call it “acrobatic sailing.” 

There’s no limitation to the number of men in a crew, 
with anywhere from two to seven, depending on the strength 
of the breeze. It is not uncommon to see a crew of seven 
reduce itself to two or three if the wind drops sharply during 
a race. The crew members jump overboard off the stern 
one by one, giving the dinghy an extra push forward as they 
leap into the water and swim away. 

Because the dinghies are so greatly overcanvased, ballast 
or the weight on the gunwale, is vitally important. They 
need a 70 Ib. steel keel to keep them upright plus 1,000 Ibs. 
of live ballast. 

This class of boat was born about three-quarters of a 
century ago in Hamilton Harbor. Fleets of rowboat ferries 
shuttled back and forth across the harbor carrying passen- 
gers, bicycles, livestock, and other cargo between Hamilton 
and the shores of Paget and Warwick Parishes. 

Today, there is so much canvas on a fully-rigged dinghy 
that with her main and jib sails hoisted, one will not stay 
upright unless there is a crew member aboard as ballast to 
counteract the top-heaviness. Each of these class boats has 
three sets of spars and sails, used according to the strength 
of the wind. With their huge spinnakers drawing in a lively 
breeze, the dinghies have attained speeds up to 10 knots, 
which is faster than many yachts twice and three times their 
size can boast. 

One of the interesting racing rules of the dinghy class 
pertains to right-of-way. It is universal for a boat on the 
starboard tack to have the right-of-way, but not so with 
Bermuda dinghies. In 1870, when the dinghies first started 
organized racing, the rule was, and still is today, that two 
boats meeting on opposite tacks must both tack. 
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as the ‘Onion Patch,’ this speck in the broad Atlantic is 


Settings such as this small fishing cove are typical of 
seascaped charm of this Crown Colony’s country- 
side, noted for its peace and tranquillity. 
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The most important dinghy race of the year in Bermuda 
takes place each September for the Jubilee Cup, which was 
first put into competition on the year of Queen Victoria’s 
Jubilee in 1897. This race—sort of the Grand National of 
yachting in Bermuda—brings together two boats, one repre- 
senting the Hamilton Dinghy Club and the other the St. 
George’s Dinghy and Sports Club. It is sailed alternately 
in St. George’s Harbor, on the eastern end of the island, and 
in Hamilton Harbor. 

Bermuda’s great interest in boating is only nautically 
natural. A shipwreck in 1609 resulted in the founding of 
the Colony and boats have been a part of the island’s 
heritage ever since. 

While the big emphasis in Bermuda boating is on sail, 
outboards are becoming increasingly popular. Once a year, 
outboard skippers engage in an “Around-Bermuda” race, 
zipping their craft through both ocean waters and the 
sheltered sounds at both ends of the island. Now in its 
sixth year, this contest has been described as “the most 
rugged outboard race in the world.” 

Visitors who wish to go boating, rather than be a spec- 
tator to the many races, may hire small sailboats or power 
boats at a nominal fee. Special arrangements can also be 
made to charter large cabin cruisers. Your hotel or travel 
agent can advise you. 

The protected waters of Great Sound, Little Sound, 
Hamilton Harbor, Harrington Sound, Castle Harbor, and 
St. George’s Harbor offer the boatman who rents a boat for 
his own use unlimited pleasure. Sight-seeing cruises on 
power or sailboats are available to the boatman who just 
wants to relax. An enjoyable cruise is one from Hamilton 
Harbor to Hawkins Island, where a barbecue lunch is 
served. 

Closely related to boating is fishing; off Bermuda it is 
truly great. There is shore, reef and deep sea fishing avail-

able with hundreds of species to fish for in addition to 
fighting gamefish, particularly the Wahoo. 

Tackle, boats and guides are all available to visiting 
anglers for all types of fishing. 

The boatman who decides to fly to Bermuda will find the 
flights are speedy and convenient. Five airlines have regu- 
larly scheduled flights from the United States and Canada. 
Bermuda’s own airline, Eagle Airways, has special flights 
from New York, Montreal and Washington, D. C. 

Price can be an important consideration when planning 
a vacation. Here are a list of costs for various sporting 
activities, though prices are subject to slight variations. 


BOATING 
Sail-yourself-boats about 16’ long are for hire at 
$6-$7.00 for a half day, $9-$10.00 for a full day. 
Larger boats with licensed skippers are $5.00 per 
hour, $12.00 a half day and $24.00 a day. 


FISHING 
Year-round tournaments are held for visitors. Your 
hotel or guest house can arrange for chartering a boat 
for up to 6 people for deep sea fishing at $40.00 a 
half day or $60.00 for a full day. Light tackle for 
shore and reef fishing can be rented at $2.50 a day or 
$10.00 a week. No fishing license is required.

American waters. Here, in question and answer 
form, is what you should know about this electronic 
miracle and what it can do for you. 

Question: What is Consolan? 

Answer: It’s a kind of poor man’s Loran. 

Q: Try again. You haven't told me a thing. 

A: Well, Loran is a system that uses radio signals for 
helping boats and aircraft to figure out where they are. The 
trouble with Loran is that it takes some pretty fancy elec- 
tronic equipment to receive and interpret the signals. 

Consolan is another system that uses radio signals to 
provide position information, but the equipment you need 
to use Consolan is really pretty simple. All you need is a 
64 


CC avercan IS A Radio Navigational Aid new to 


radio receiver that will pick up the signal. It doesn’t even 
have to have a loop antenna, although most of the receivers 
that cover Consolan frequencies are sold as radio direction 
finders. 

Q: If you practically have to have an R.D.F. anyway, 
what is the advantage of Consolan? 

A: Greater accuracy and greater range. With a radio 
direction finder the opportunities for error are many: error 
of the ships compass, error due to the presence of closed 
electrical loops such as lifelines and shrouds, and personal 
error in marking the ship’s heading at the same moment as 
the bearing is noted. Under ideal conditions with a smooth 
sea, an accurate helmsman, a compass that has been prop- 
erly compensated, and an R.D.F. that has been carefully 
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calibrated and provided with a table of bearing errors, you 
might be able to get bearings within +2°. Under more 
typical conditions, (with a compass that was properly com- 
pensated until someone hung a camera with a built-in expo- 
sure meter on the binnacle, an R.D.F. that no-one ever 
bothered to calibrate in its present location, and with 
enough sea running to cause the helmsman to yaw 10° 
either side of course) you have to be extraordinarily lucky 
to get radio bearings with an accuracy closer than +5°. 

By way of contrast, a Consolan bearing is independent 
of your compass, your steering and your radio antenna. 
Under the worst conditions it is accurate within 142° and 
under good daytime conditions it can be trusted within 0.3°. 

As for range: on the average, medium-priced R.D.F. you 
are lucky if you can pick up any but a few exceptionally 
strong radiobeacons at more than about 80 miles. Using 
the same receiver, you should have no trouble picking up 
a Consolan signal 800 miles from the station. 

Q: If Consolan is such hot stuff, why haven't I heard 
about it before? 

A: Because the first U.S. Consolan station went into 
routine operation (at Nantucket, Mass.) only about two 
years ago, in March of 1958. There is a splendid chain of 
stations in Europe (under the name Consol) that has been 
in use for several years now. It runs from Stravanger, Nor- 
way to Sevilla, Spain. These five stations enable a ship or 
plane anywhere in the eastern third of the Atlantic Ocean 
to get a position independent of sun, stars, time, or the 
compass. 

The Federal Aviation Agency has plans for more stations 
on this side of the water, though. The Atlantic City Con- 
solan has been run experimentally on 526 kc., but is cur- 
rently off the air pending the selection of a new frequency. 
A Consolan at San Francisco was to be on the air in April, 
1959, on a frequency of 192 kc. And a station is planned 
for Miami to serve the Gulf and the Caribbean on a fre- 
quency of 190 kc starting about December 1960. 

Q: How can I find out more about these new stations 
when they go into operation? 

A: The Airman’s Guide has the most up to date infor- 
mation. Hydrographic Office publication H.O. 205 Radio 
Navigational Aids also has the tables and instructions for 


use of Consolan. The Airman’s Guide is a weekly publica- 
tion. You can probably get a chance to look at a file of 
them if you inquire around at the nearest large airport, or 
the nearest office of the U.S. Coast and Geodetic Survey. 
H.O. 205 is obtainable wherever you buy charts. 

Q: How about the station at Nantucket? 

A: That’s station TUK. It transmits on a frequency of 
194 ke. That’s pretty close to the bottom of the dial for 
most marine radio direction finders. It may give you some 
idea of the accuracy and range of this particular station if 
I tell you that in 1958 a number of us in the Bermuda Race 
used it all the way to the “Onion Patch,” and we were still 
picking it up loud and clear and getting bearing lines plotted 
with a maximum error of about seven miles as we were 
approaching our destination some 650 miles from Nan- 
tucket. 

There is a race run in Massachusetts Bay called the 
Jeffries Ledge. It goes around an unlighted whistling buoy 
out in the middle of nowhere about 30 miles offshore. 
Last year, for the first time, none of the racers had much 
trouble finding the buoy because they all either used Con- 
solan or followed someone who was using it. The Jeffries 
Ledge buoy is about 100 miles from Nantucket, so their 
bearings were accurate within about a mile, and all they had 
to do was “fly the beam” until they sighted it. In the past 
there has always been a wild search for the buoy, with the 
first to find it having a good chance of winning the race. 

Q: Alright, I’m convinced that there must be something 
to this Consolan gadget. Can you explain how I go about 
using it? 

A: First get out your radio receiver and see whether it 
will tune in the station frequency (194 kc. for Nantucket). 
Many of the R.D.F. sets now on the market are designed 
to reach down only as far as 200 kc., but even if yours is 
one of these, try it anyway as you may be lucky in having 
a set that goes a bit beyond its calibrated range. If your set 
has an Automatic Volume Control (AVC) switch, turn it 
to the “off” position. If your set has a beat frequency 
oscillator (labeled “BFO” or “CW”), turn it on. For best 
results a BFO is essential, but you may be able to get some 
sort of a bearing without it at locations near the station.

When you get tuned in you will hear a sequence of signal 
as indicated in Figure 2. 

The precise pattern of signals that you receive will de- 
pend on your bearing from the station. Let’s suppose that 
you are in a “dot” sector. Immediately following one of 
the 2.5 second silent periods start counting the dots that 
you hear (Figure 3). After a while you will hear a back- 
ground note which is actually a series of dashes filling in 
the intervals between the dots. A little later the dots will 
have faded to the same intensity as the dashes, and you 
will hear a continuous tone for a few seconds, then, finally, 
the dashes will sing out above the dots, and you will be able 
to count dashes, until finally the series ends. In a typical 
case you might get a dot-count of 33 before the dots and 
dashes become mingled in the “equisignal,” and then a 
dash-count of 21. The station actually sends out a total 
of 60 dots and dashes, so you must have missed six. You 
assume that half were dots and half were dashes, and add 
the 3 lost dots to your count of 33 to get a true dot-count 
of 36, a dot-count because you heard dots first. 

With a little practice you will be able to get counts that 
are consistent within one or two units. Once you have your 
count, you look in the table to find your true bearing from 
the station (Table 1). 

Q: But that table shows a dozen different bearings for 
each count, how do I know which to take? 

A: It’s not as bad as it looks at first. Ordinarily you have 
a rough idea of your bearing from the station, and you can 
easily pick the right column by inspection. Failing that, 
take a radio bearing (a rough one will do) to settle the 
point. 

Q: What’s Table 2 all about? 

A: Table 2 is a table of corrections that you have to use 
if you are a long way from the station when you take a 
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dot count heard in dot sectors. As 
several bearings are indicated for 
each dot count, you must have a 
rough idea of your position first. 


reading. It enables you to compensate for the fact that 
radio waves travel by the shortest (Great Circle) path, while 
you will be plotting the bearing on a Mercator Chart. You 
don’t have to worry about Table 2 unless you are more than 
a couple of hundred miles East or West of the station. 

Q: What are the limitations on the use of Consolan? 

A: Three of them. First, as you can see by looking close- 
ly at table one, the bearings near to the axis of the trans- 
mission (which runs 115°-295° for the Nantucket station) 
are liable to large error and ambiguity. It is recommended 
that you refrain from trying to use Consolan within 20° of 
the axis. Second, at night, at distances of about 500 to 
800 miles, the bearings may be unreliable because of “night 
effect,” crooked reflection of the signal by shifting layers 
in the ionosphere. You can tell when this is happening, 
though, because successive counts will not be the same, 
but may vary as much as ten. Third, if you are right in the 
boundary between a dot sector and a dash sector you may 
find it difficult to tell what the count should be. The best 
thing to do is probably to wait until you have travelled into 
one sector or the other before trying to get a reading. 

Q: You talk as if Consolan were only for off-shore use. 
Is that so? 

A: The greatest usefulness of Consolan is certainly off- 
shore where there are no radiobeacons. But its great ac- 
curacy makes it useful for coastwise navigation within about 
200 miles of the station. For navigation between New York 
and Penobscot Bay it might be well worth while to get a 
copy of chart number 70 and pre-plot Consolan lines of 
position on it so that you don’t have to use the tables when 
you actually decide to use Consolan. Once you have given 
it a try, | am sure you will be sold on it. To quote a friend 
of mine on the subject of navigation to Bermuda in the 
Race: “Just run down the dot-count 41 line until you reach 
the islands. You'll know when you get there because 
there'll be a big party going on!”— G

BERMUDA 


HOSE HAD BEEN WONDERFUL days, those June 
days in 1958, as the pitch of excitement began to rise 
in preparation for the Bermuda Race. Throughout 
Newport there was an undercurrent of speculation, of 
weather forecasting, of friendly rivalry. Gradually the town 
had filled; first with racing yachts and sailors with sun and 
salt bleached clothes, and later with the cars and power- 
boats of the visitors, the well-wishers, and the spectators. 
Oh, there had been some fine parties, and a lot of hard 
work, and many interesting people to see again; but all of 
that, even the hours at the masthead in a bos’n’s chair, were 
behind now, as we dropped the tow line from the Navy 
launch and fell off under working sails for the starting line.

of Fearless, one of six 44-foot Luders yawls entered by the 
Naval Academy Sailing Squadron, I took a quick turn 
around the boat. Everything had been done; the last line 
was coiled, the last can of beans stowed in the bilges, and 
I had time to think back over the months of sailing and 
planning we all had been through together. Dan Bickford, 
our skipper, had done a fine job of training this crew, and 
everyone felt good about our prospects for the race. 

We eased out past Castle Hill Lighthouse, passing Rob 
Roy and Ticonderoga for the first and last time, and very 
soon time for reverie was gone and preparations for the 
start got underway. There were many things to consider; 
the number of boats on the starting line, and the fact that

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half of them would be gone when our gun went; the 
possibility of a wind shift, though it didn’t seem too 
likely; but above all, the fact that we had 635 miles of 
hard racing ahead of us, and that with that in store it 
wouldn’t pay to take chances at the start. We waved at the 
girls on the U.S.S. Darby, which was serving as committee 
boat, and then turned to the task of selecting sails. 

As the Class A yachts approached their start, the wind 
velocity began to take on a pattern. It was gusty, but it 
seemed predictably gusty, with the cycles running about 
every 15 minutes. My timing was right to the extent that 
Class A went across the line with about 15 knots of wind. 
Their big masthead spinnakers were breaking out nicely 
and seemed to be filling with no trouble. Now, with our 
start 30 minutes away, the decision was going to have to be 
made as to which headsail we should carry. Soon the Class 
B Boats turned downwind and ran for the line, having 
considerably more trouble with their spinnakers than did 
the “A” boats, as the wind continued to increase. 

We started our upwind leg, towards Castle Hill, after 
carefully noting our time across the extension of the start- 
ing line. We had two spinnakers on deck; the storm spin- 
naker, a sail that none of us had had too much luck with in 
the past, which looked like a handkerchief compared to the 
big blue and white cross-cut chute. The wind continued 
to pick up, but perhaps we all thought back two months to 
the day we had carried the big one before 25 knots across 
Chesapeake Bay in the McMillan Trophy Races, and had 
no trouble at all. 

The decision was made, and 1080 square feet of nylon 
were bent on the spinnaker halyard. Dan brought Fearless 
about, and then fell off towards the line. There were ten 
minutes to go. Around us other boats had tacked or gybed 
towards the line, and their forecastles were as busy as ours 
with crews setting headsails. Some were setting Genoas, 
with an eye peeled towards the whitecaps that were begin- 
ning to boil in the wind. Some were setting spinnakers, 
either large or small, and some set no headsails at all. But 
now was the time for the wind to begin to ease off, and we 
approached the line. The mizzenstaysail, a yawl’s real 
money-making sail, went up in stops with the intention of 
breaking it out after the start. The spinnaker was broken 
out, filled, and Fearless fairly flew through the water. This 
was it—we were off for Bermuda, and with one eye on 
our recently repaired masthead fittings, I crawled up to the 
windward rail for the start. 

It was apparent that we were going to be a little late at 
the line—but all of a sudden that didn’t seem too important, 
not nearly as important as it had five minutes earlier. Our 
main boom was guyed forward with eighth inch wire rope, 
through a snatchblock in the forecastle chain-stopper, and 
back to a windward forestaysail sheet winch. The boom was 
also vanged down to the lee rail with a heavy shock-cord 
arrangement that had proven itself in the past. The wind, 
the fresh breeze of earlier in the day, now felt like a small 
gale, and Dan was beginning to have trouble holding Fear- 
less off the wind. Once, then twice, the big spinnaker took 
charge and drove the main boom first deep into the water, 
then high in the air as the windward spreaders sagged fear- 
fully close to Block Island Sound water. The gun went off 
with us still short of the line, but no one seemed to notice. 

With the Committee Boat abeam, a gust hit Fearless 
again, and she rolled hard to weather, putting her windward 
rail underwater, and then quite rapidly righted herself be- 
fore driving the main boom deeper than ever before. I used 
to pride myself on a fairly scientific approach to sailing: 
figuring centers of effort and lateral resistance, and trim- 
ming sheets for best speed with the least rudder; that sort 
of thing, but to this day I do not understand why our large 
yacht, normally well balanced, carrying a full spinnaker 
with the rudder holding her off and the main boom dragging 
in the water, drove up across the wind on several occasions.

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There was no time for slide rules on this last yaw though. 
Green water was boiling into the cockpit, and suddenly 
the stops on the mizzenstaysail broke out adding that hun- 
dred square feet of sail area to the forces driving the lee 
rail under. 

Two things happened fast, almost instantaneously as far 
as I was concerned. The force of the main boom dragging 
in the water against the strain of the foreguy proved too 
much, and the chain stopper on the forecastle pulled up a 
section of decking and framing, through-bolts and all, with 
a loud “Crack.” Or maybe the noise was from the outboard 
end of the spinnaker pole as it snapped off. This was bad, 
but we weren’t in any danger, and we had another spin- 
naker pole. Quickly casting off the main sheet, we freed the 
vang to prevent breaking the boom. At the same time, we 
started to free the windward spinnaker guy, as it was sawing 
across the headstay. It was new Dacron line, and had 
stretched and shrunk in diameter considerably, causing it to 
jam on the cleat. Just as it was coming free things began to 
get serious. 

There we were, with reefed main and full mizzen, and a 
billowing spinnaker hauling away on the masthead, when 
suddenly the windward running backstay pulled its padeye 
bolts through frames and decking and whistled up into the 
mainsail. I hollered at Spinney Leech to cut the spinnaker 
guy, and grabbed the end of a free sheet to jury-rig the 
backstay. Reaching the foot of the mast at the same time 
that Spinney cut the guy, I took a fleeting glance skyward 
to see the masthead spring back from an impossible position 
to leeward. Why it didn’t go all the way over the side I'll 
never know. Everyone did a fine job though, with no panic 
—Dan drove off straight downwind to take the strain on the 
standing backstay, while Charlie Ulmer (jr.) caught the 
free end of the sheet and set up hard on the broken back- 
stay through a snatchblock on the #6 jib sheet winch. Our 
spinnaker? Oh yes, it was shaking off to leeward, and two of 
us eased it down as the rest of the crew gathered it in under 
the main boom. 

It didn’t take long to assess the damages. Two holes in the 
deck, one on the forecastle and one on the starboard quar- 
ter—but a two by four foot piece of plywood and some 
seam compound made short of that; one cut spinnaker 
sheet—but that could be spliced; a running backstay that 
wouldn’t run anymore—which was okay, unless we got into 
a tacking duel; a little water down below, and that was it. 
We checked the masthead fittings and the steering gear, 
but they showed no signs of undue strain. We were still 
headed for Bermuda, under slightly shorter sail. 

It was quite a race, but events from the start on south- 
eastward didn’t quite compare with those first few mo- 
ments. A broken Kenyon log sword, a spinnaker wrapped 
around the headstay, hard, driving squalls near Bermuda, 
and a rail-down, overlapped finish in the middle of the night 
were all exciting, but could never erase those frantic min- 
utes on the starting line. 

Why tell this story of an over-canvassed yacht and fouled 
rigging? There is a lot to be learned from it I think. 
Granted, this was a poor way to start an ocean race, and 
I felt like burning a few dozen newsreels and photographs 
of the event at the time, but there is more to it than that. 
When a team of guys takes a yacht to sea they should be 
ready to handle anything, both in teamwork, and in equip- 
ment preparedness. Although I wasn’t proud of the news- 
paper pictures, I certainly was proud to be a member of 
that crew, because the teamwork was marvelous, and we 
had the equipment to effect repairs and continue on to finish 
the race in the middle of the class. This means to me that 
the training paid off—that the attention to minute detail 
in preparation for the race had been worth the time, and 
most important, we had been given a second chance in the 
judgment department. We all learned enough about boating 
that day to never make the same mistake again. — L

PHILIP WYLIE

THIN AND RATHER ASCETIC-looking gent 

named Philip Wylie has very likely transported more 

people onto the Gulf Stream’s blue waters in search 
of finny monsters than any other man alive today. 

Wylie takes them vicariously, through the medium of a 
typewriter. He is the author of the famed “Crunch and Des” 
series of charterboat fishing stories familiar to millions in 
the Saturday Evening Post. The 58-year-old Wylie is noth- 
ing if not prolific so his pieces about matters piscatorial, and 
otherwise, also pop up a host of other publications. 

With all this word-spinning about blue water, Wylie 
might be expected to be as salty a character as ever strode 
a teak deck. 

Brace yourself—he isn’t. 

Not that Wylie doesn’t know his subject from personal 
experience. He’s undoubtedly put more hours afloat on the 
Gulf Stream, rod in hand, than any but a small handful of 
fellow afficionados of the sport. 


In fact, for some years he averaged 100 days per annum 
trolling blue water in search of marlin, sailfish, dolphin, 
tuna and similar quarry. 

But in all his life, Wylie has owned but one “boat” and 
that was as odd a craft as ever raised eyebrows at any wharf. 
This non-ownership is quite deliberate. Its object, he says, 
is to save both his sanity and his pocketbook. 

For, in Wylie’s opinion, all boat-owners are slightly 
touched by the sun. 

To him, a boat is something that gets you out where the 
fish are and, with luck, brings you back. He feels no more 
craving personally to own and pilot a seagoing chunk of 
mahogany than he does to acquire and check out in a DC-7B 
jetliner. 

“I hate driving a car—or a boat,” states Wylie. “And, 
in particular, I hate sailing. 

“You can’t fish out of a sailboat. You have to tack all 
over the place to get where you're going. Sailing, in my 
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opinion, is undoubtedly the most obsolescent method of 
locomotion still in use. 

“Because I write about salt water I am always running 
into some sailboat guy who wants to talk shop. They’re 
always thoroughly outraged when they find I am a seagoing 
ignoramus who can’t tell a schooner from a yawl.” 

Wylie doesn’t mind other people owning boats, if they 
can afford it. Personally, he figures that even when he was 
paying a charterboatman $35 a day for 100 days out of the 
year, he still was 50 per cent better off financially than if 
he had owned the boat. 

And he figures it’s still true in this era at $65 a day for 
a jaunt on the briny. He points out he expressed his position 
on the matter quite exactly in the preface to one of his 
books, “Denizens of the Deep.” Wrote Wylie: 

“I will not argue with a person who ‘loves’ boats and buys 
a boat because he loves boats, any more than I would argue 
with a man about the cost of a bracelet he gives to a girl 
because he likes blondes. People are entitled to such whims. 

“But the men who buy boats because ‘they want to save 
money when fishing’ are marrying their blondes. You have 
to buy a dock. Or rent one. Then you have to hire a full- 
time skipper for your yacht unless you are willing to give 
up fishing and become a seagoing chauffeur for your pals. 

“You also need a mate to bait and to boat fish while your 
captain steers. You think this is something. You aren't 
even in the water yet. There is no substance in or around 
a boat on which boatbuilders have learned to do a good job. 
Every metal part reacts to sun, salt water and air. 

“Here the phrase ‘reacts to’ means ‘falls apart in.” Wood 
in sea water is just borer bait and sea-garden soil. Zillions 
of plants and animals take up residence on and in your hull 
and unless you are a marine biologist this booteth you 
naught.” 

Yet for a man who can take boats or leave them alone, 
author Wylie spends a great deal of time afloat. 


across the Gulf Stream from Miami in the British Bahamas, 
to fish with the Mike Lerners. 

Lerner, part-owner of the dress chain known as Lerner’s 
Shops, is founder of the Lerner Marine Lab at Bimini. 
Wylie is a director and dead serious backer of the lab. As a 
result, many of their fishing jaunts resemble a trip to the 
feed store. That is, they load the fish box—usually employ- 
ing spinning rods—with snapper and grouper to be fed on 
return to the voracious sharks, rays or tuna in the lab’s 
“pens.” 

Wylie may not want one himself, but he admits admiring 
Lerner’s new $30,000 Forrest Johnson 30-foot “Prowler” 
fishing cruiser. Equipped with two 325 hp Cadillac engines, 
it’s capable of a remarkable 50 miles per hour—land miles, 
not nautical. 

“We went in about four-and-a-half minutes from the dock 
to a coral ledge off North Bimini, a trip that used to take 
the better part of an hour,” Wylie vouchsafed, showing a 
touch of respect for the accomplishment. 

Phil goes fishing nowadays mostly for relaxation—a break 
from his writing. Years ago, when he was turning out a Post 
fishing story every few weeks, the trips were a virtual neces- 
sity to provide material and inspiration. 

Today he’s more apt to be working on a novel, a phil- 
osophical piece, or an article on the hydrogen bomb. 

Author of more than 40 books, Wylie startled Americans 
back in 1942 with a corrosively humorous denunciation of 
their worship of “Momism,” along with other failings, in 
his “Generation of Vipers.” 

A relentless critic of U. S. morals, dogma and sex 
prudery, he’s always in a high dudgeon about something. 
One such literary explosion, published in a Miami news- 
paper, failed to endear him to local yachtsmen. 

Wells in Wylie’s pleasant South Miami neighborhood 
were being “salted out” by an infiltration of bay water from 
a nearby canal. Returning home that summer, Wylie found

On a recent weekend he went cruising down Biscayne 
Bay with a friend who owns a chain of drug stores. The 
craft was no overgrown rowboat, even Wylie will admit. It 
was a 90-foot motor yacht equipped with every luxury 
known to boatdom. The cockpit, with a load of the most 
modern electronic navigational gear, even fascinated Phil. 

It was Ricky, Wylie’s delightful wife, who noticed some- 
thing impractical. 

“It was so full of elegant things,” she comments, “with 
none of them fastened down—crystal ware on dressing 
tables and so on—that I wondered what would happen in 
rough weather.” 

Ricky, whose full name is Frederica, knows a thing or two 
about rough water. She’s been going along for a score of 
years when Phil goes fishing. Ricky never gets seasick but 
she admits there have been times when she was ready to 
come in. 

The Wylies make frequent trips to Bimini, a tiny islet 
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many of his tree-hung orchids and favorite shrubs turning 
yellow-brown from the salt in the yard sprayers. 

Hundreds of home-owners had to be so afflicted, Wylie 
thereupon wrote, because “a few rich bastards with yachts” 
wouldn’t let a salt dam be put in the adjoining Coral Gables 
canal. 

However, yachtsmen have Wylie to thank, in large meas- 
ure, for the fact that the waters of Biscayne Bay are regain- 
ing some of their onetime pristine beauty. Some years ago 
in a choleric Look magazine article, Wylie blasted Miamians 
for allowing raw sewers to turn the bay into an open cess- 
pool. The city subsequently floated a $27,000,000 bond 
issue and built a sewage plant. 

At the time, Wylie had just given up a bayfront residence 
on an island of the Venetian Causeway because he couldn’t 
take the sights and odors of the bay waters any longer. 
When he first built this house in 1938, he was able to enjoy 
casting for ladyfish, snook and jack right off the seawall.

But he denies ever tying up a boat of any kind beside his 
house—as virtually everyone else on the islands did. 

It was back in the 30’s that he owned the one queer craft 
already mentioned. This contraption measured about 10 x 
12 feet and consisted of a plywood deck over two pontoons. 
A pipe railing kept passengers from falling overboard and 
an auto battery and headlamp were mounted on its square 
bow. 

Wylie called it a “prog” boat. A small outboard pushed 
it at five knots across the shallow flats of the Florida Keys. 
It set sail solely at night when the headlamp would reveal 
sharks, rays and other sea-beasts in which Wylie could stick 
a harpoon or gig. 

Phil would never have “owned” this boat—but he 
couldn’t rent one. A friend, Dave Curtis, who operated a 
lodge on Key Largo, improvised their first prog boat out of 
a small barge. Wylie got a bang out of cruising the flats in 
the dark, playing tag with a barracuda or stingray, and 
wanted a better version of the craft. So, that once, he 
became a boat-owner. 

Actually, Wylie knows a great deal more about boats, big 
and little, than he willingly admits. 

For instance, he’s an expert on the life raft, USN. Dur- 
ing World War II, he was called in by the Navy Office Of 
Survival to help work out life raft fishing kits. For weeks 
he and friends designed “foolproof” lures and rigs, then had 
themselves dumped overboard in a raft off the Keys for a 
day of realistic testing. 

“We found you could keep yourself alive indefinitely if 
you caught fish and pressed out the juice to drink as the 
Polynesians did,” Wylie recalls. 

Wylie wrote other service manuals, including one that 
required him to learn more about the B-29 bomber than 
the average man who served in it. 

The wartime survival work reminded Wylie of some brisk 
outdoor training he got as a lad. A famous explorer named 
Fred F. K. Vreeland was Wylie’s Scoutleader in Montclair, 
N. J. Vreeland pounded home forestry survival techniques 
in his boys, and finally took him and another boy on a four- 
month trip by canoe into then unexplored territory of 
Quebec north of St. James Bay. 

“That was the life for a boy. There were moose and lynx 
all around, and most of that country hadn’t even been flown 
over by a white man,” Wylie recalls. 

Wylie became an expert canoeist and still brags on his 
prowess, although he owns up to a mishap or two. One of 
these occurred while he was courting Ricky. With both 
dressed in their best for a dance, Wylie tried to put the 
canoe alongside the dock with a single dextrous stroke. The 
canoe overturned. ; 

One summer at the age of 19, Wylie shipped out as a 
deckhand on a freighter bound for the west coast via the 
Panama Canal. The ship was the Katrina of the Luchen- 
back Line. Phil spent most of his time chipping rust and 
painting, possibly an experience that prejudiced him against 
sea-going craft thereafter. 

“One of my little duties was to oil the thrust bearings in 
the propeller shaft, a great dark tunnel with the temperature 
at about 140 degrees,” Wylie recalls. 

Today, Phil and Ricky live in a pleasant brick, block, and 
cypress home tucked away from prying eyes on four acres 
of native pine and palmetto in South Miami. 

Every weekday morning about 9, as a rule, Wylie drives 
a few blocks into Coral Gables where he maintains a small 
private office. There, in seclusion, he writes until about 4 
pm, when he returns home to take a swim or do a little yard 
work for relaxation. 

Apart from the spacious wildness of his acres, there’s 
only one thing that really distinguishes Wylie’s home from 
that of most of his neighbors. 

There’s no boat in the car port. — G

HUNTER 23 
and 
HUNTER 19 


These rugged, fiberglass craft 
are built in New England 


tradition of practicality

Twin Volvo Aquamatics of 80 hp each have been 
installed recently in several Hunter 23’s. Author 
Jim Wynne checks the performance of the Morse 
single lever control.

the only one which I think describes performance of 

Hunter boats selected for this month’s test. Built by the 
Marscot Plastics division of George O’Day Associates of 
Boston, Mass., the Hunter 19 and Hunter 23 truly must be 
run to be appreciated. 

Chief danger in demonstrating a Hunter is that a driver 
familiar with its capabilities will inevitably frighten the new- 
comer by doing things, in perfect safety, which would be 
foolhardy or reckless in most other boats. This includes 
running full speed in a four foot following sea in an inlet 
with hands off the wheel; turning around on wave crests; 
and jumping from crest to crest with a total absence of bone- 
jarring pounding and with complete control. This treatment 
isn’t recommended as a steady diet, but it’s only when 
pushed into situations where most boats would become 
dangerous or at least uncomfortable that the Hunters show 
their true potential. 

Marscot Plastics was one of the early pioneers in the field 
of glass reinforced plastics laminates for boat construction. 
Back in 1947 the firm, then Palmer Scott Boat Co., built a 
22-foot molded fiberglass cruiser, one of the largest under- 
taken at that time. All of their boats were, and still are, built 
in the New England Coast tradition of “honest craft,” free 
of frills and practical in the extreme. They reflect the per- 
sonality of the firm’s founder and present general manager, 
Palmer Scott, who with his son Duncan, runs Marscot with 
an emphasis on quality and craftsmanship rarely found 
today. 

Several years ago the firm became a part of George O’Day 
Associates, a young and dynamic group which has done 
much to popularize imported one-design sail boats. Marscot 
is now the manufacturing division, and builds a variety of 
fiberglass dinghies and sail craft up to 24-feet, as well as the 
Hunter boats in both inboard and outboard versions. 

Design of the Hunter comes from C. Raymond Hunt of 
Boston, wh» has a long record of interesting and unusual 
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The Hunter 19 test boat, with a single 80 hp Volvo Aquamatic, was clocked at 39.2 mph in a two-way run over a measured 


mile. The four cycle, four-cylinder inboard mounted engine turned up 4900 rpm during the speed check. 


ideas in boats. He is perhaps best known for his design of 
Easterner, one of the contenders for America’s Cup de- 
fender in 1958. The Hunter is the result of several years 
experimentation with high-speed sea-going power boats. 
Through the efforts of George O’Day, a license on the de- 
sign, which has several patented features, was obtained and 
the O’Day-Marscot Hunter came into being. 

The most unusual feature of the Hunter bottom is the 
very sharp “V” which carries all the way aft. It is this 
extreme deadrise angle that gives the Hunter its soft ride; 
the boat simply cannot pound because there is no relatively 
flat area in contact with the water. While it has always been 
assumed that high-deadrise hulls cannot be fast, as planing 
hulls go, the Hunter breaks the rules. They may not be 
faster than conventional boats of similar size, but they are 
not much slower and their sea-keeping ability at high speed 
will leave the conventional boat far behind in anything other 
than smooth water. 

Appearance of the Hunter bottom is made even more 
odd by three flat sections, or runners, which break the “V” 
on either side of the keel. These start at the bow; the pair 
nearest the keel stop about a third of the way aft, the next 
pair extend two thirds of the way aft, and the outer pair run 
all the way to the transom. The exact function of these 
runners has never been satisfactorily explained and I am not 
sure that anyone really does know what they do. Possibly 
they stabilize the hull and overcome any tendency to lay over 
on one half of the bottom when on a plane; the Hunter is 
remarkably free from list when running in a beam or 
quartering wind or with weight distributed unevenly. 

HUNTER 19 

The term “19” is somewhat misleading, since the boat 
measures 15’10” centerline length; extreme beam is 77”. 
Our test boat was powered with an 80 hp Volvo Aquamatic, 
a four-cycle, four-cylinder inboard mounted engine with an 
outboard drive. This combination of boat and engine is a

happy union, as each suits the other as if it were specifically 
designed for it. The boat is also built in a model with a 
cut-down transom and motor well for outboard power. 

We gave the Hunter 19 an excellent rating for safety. It 
is difficult to see how anyone could get into trouble with 
this craft. It is possible to turn the wheel full hard right or 
left as quickly as possible while running at full speed in even 
choppy water and experience a tight but pleasantly banked 
turn without skidding or cavitation. Its performance in 
rough water can best be summarized by reporting a trip I 
made across the south end of Biscayne Bay, a distance of 
about six miles, on a day when small craft warnings were 
flying and the wind blowing about 25 mph from the south- 
west. Racing at full speed straight into the seas, a nasty 
three-foot chop, I crossed the bay in exactly 10 minutes,

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1960 Miami Boat Show, and as such, probably had as much 
use in that one week as the average boat gets in a season. 
It showed absolutely no signs of structural damage or weak- 
ness, hence deserves an excellent rating for durability. Two 
of the bolts securing the windshield to its mounting brackets 
had broken, but this was probably due to the many pairs of 
hands which had grasped the windshield for support during 
the demonstrations. 

Space between the boat’s bottom and inner floor is filled 
with plastic foam to insure flotation and rigidity. This par- 
ticular foam has been carefully tested by Marscot to insure 
that it will not absorb water, which has happened with some 
types of this material. 

The philosophy of the Marscot organization has already 
been mentioned. This is an honest boat and looks like one, 
rating only average in the styling department. Additional 
Storage space, such as glove compartments, would be most

PAINT PROTECTION welcome. Certainly no tail fins or chrome slashes should 


be found on this type boat, but its appeal would undoubt- 
edly be wider if the deck molding were dressed up somewhat 
to convey a more modern and sleek appearance, while re- 
taining the functional advantages which this layout offers. 

Performance of the Hunter 19 is excellent. Fitted with a 
134%” x 17” Michigan wheel, the boat averaged 39.2 mph 
at 4900 rpm in a two-way run over a measured mile. While 
no speed checks were conducted with a load, the Hunter 
moved onto plane easily with six persons aboard, and 
showed itself to be remarkably unsensitive to weight dis- 
tribution. Steering is effortless; one hand on the wheel is 
all that is needed for any maneuver. The boat was fitted 
with a Morse Model M1 control which combined shift and 
throttle into a single lever. This worked smoothly and 
facilitated rapid maneuvering in close quarters. 

All in all, the spirited performance of the Hunter-Volvo 
and its amazing handling and riding characteristics make 
it an excellent craft for a wide variety of water activities. 
One would have to look very far to find a more versatile and 
satisfactory combination.

The cabin is water-tight and free from annoying leaks, 
even in heavy weather. Instead of a cabin windshield, a 
pair of 4” x 8” ports are fitted which can be dogged down 
on rubber gaskets to achieve a complete seal. Additional 
ventilation by side windows which open would be a welcome 
feature. Marscot’s reason for not doing this is simply that 
such windows invariably leak, and it must be admitted that 
many of them do. 

At the rear of the cockpit, the engine box forms an 
excellent large seat or lounging area, and is covered with a 
wide cushion. The ample room in both cabin and cockpit 
is amazing for a 23-footer, and is due to the combination of

the deep “V” hull which allows 5’10” headroom in the cabin, 
and the engine location at the rear of the boat. Cockpit 
layout is characteristic of a large open sports cruiser, while 
the cabin is an added dividend. 

Steering and controls are well-positioned, and on this 
boat a pair of Monroe hydraulic suspension seats had been 
fitted for added comfort. Also, height of the windshield is 
such that it is below the line of vision when the operator is 
standing, and still acts as a wind deflector. 

For adaptability, the Hunter 23 again rates an excellent 
with ease. It can be used for just about any type of water 
sports activity, and provides enough accommodations for

two persons to live aboard for several days or more in com- 
plete comfort. Power is ample for towing water skiers, and 
the boat handles like a large runabout rather than a 23-foot 
cruiser. Height of the cockpit floor and the low stern engine 
box make an ideal combination for any type of fishing. 

Our test boat had been planned for an extended cruise 
through the Bahama Islands, and was equipped with two 
40-gallon fuel tanks located under the cockpit floor. These 
fiberglass tanks are heavily constructed with all corners 
well rounded; they should provide trouble-free service for 
years to come. Both fillers are located on the starboard 
decks, a feature which eliminates dragging a gasoline hose 
across the cockpit when both tanks are filled. A heavy-duty 
fuel filter is provided, as well as values which permit both 
engines to be run off either tank. At a cruising speed of 25 
mph at 3700 rpm, fuel consumption is 3.5 gallons per hour 
per engine. This gives a cruising radius of 270 miles, ample 
for trips through the Out Islands where fuel facilities may 
be far apart. 





The “23” has an enclosed toilet and washbasin and 
a built-in sink and ice box in the galley. 


Cruising these islands in a boat such as this can be a 
unique experience since the ability to run in shallow water 
permits visits to places seldom seen otherwise. The out- 
board drive unit adds considerable peace of mind; there is 
no danger in trying to get across a particularly “thin” piece 
of water, as the worst that can happen is that you'll have 
to tilt up the units and push the boat off. 

For durability the 23 again rates excellent. Fiberglass 
layup is extremely solid, and there is no sign of skin flexing. 
Two stringers, approximately 2” x 12”, run the full length 
of the hull; these support the engine on inboard versions 
and provide extreme rigidity. Space between the bottom 
and the floor from these stringers outward toward the sides 
is filled with foam. On this twin Volvo installation, space 
between stringers was utilized for the fuel tanks. The rear 
of the cabin forms a solid, water-tight bulkhead, which 
together with the full-length stringers, results in an extremely 
rugged stiffening structure for the hull. 

Color is impregnated in the hull, cockpit floor and cabin 
top. Cabin sides, bulkheads and interior are varnished ma- 
hogany. Hardware and fittings are of top quality chromed 
brass or bronze, and are adequately secured. Cleats, for 
example, are through-bolted with 5/16” bronze bolts 
against generous butt blocks under the deck. The boat is 
heavy—weight is estimated at approximately 4000 Ibs.— 
but built to take a beating and come back for more. 

The matter of styling of the 23 is open to considerable 
discussion. It is undoubtedly appealing to some and not to 
others, the former group generally boatmen of the “blue 
water” variety. The Hunter looks like the rugged, sea-

TEST continued going craft it is, and within that definition its styling is 
excellent; however, it is classic rather than modern in its 
appearance and in deference to the “chrome and plate glass” 
school it is rated as above-average in this test. 

Performance of the Hunter 23 is above-average. It has 
ample speed, though built more for comfort and sea-keeping 
ability than all-out speed. On a measured course it clocked 
32.1 mph with 13 x 15 two-blade propellers and the engines 
turning at 4700 rpm. This was with full equipment, approx- 
imately 40 gallons of fuel, 15 gallons of water, and two 
persons aboard. 

This boat was fitted with a new type of Morse single lever 
control, a top-mounted unit which allows both engines to be 
operated with one hand. This simplifies maneuvering of a 
twin engine boat greatly. 

One of the interesting characteristics of the Hunter is the 
ease with which it comes onto plane. Even with a heavy 
load, there is no feeling of “breaking over the hump.” As 
speed is increased, the boat remains relatively level and rises 
gradually until it is planing cleanly. The 23-footer reached 
full plane at approximately 18 mph and an engine speed 
of 3000 rpm. 

Both Hunters are exhilarating to drive, and they seem to 
delight in being driven hard under adverse conditions. Yet 
they are docile, and practical in layout and appearance to 
the point of being deceiving. — G

HE VARIOUS LAWS and regulations governing the 
Tevet of pleasure boats would fill a book, and at 
the present time it could not possibly be kept up to 
date because of developments taking place from time to 
time in different parts of the country. However, there are 
a few basic rules which appiy almost universally. If you 
know about these and keep yourself informed of local 

legislation, you can keep your boating legal. 


REGISTRATION 

For practical purposes, the best starting place is the 
natural requirement that the identity and ownership of a 
vessel be a matter of public record. Large yachts of over 
five net tons can be documented by the district Collector of 
Customs, upon proof of citizenship and clear ownership. 
One hundred cubic feet of enclosed carrying space, exclu- 
sive of machinery and its enclosures, tanks, etc., constitutes 
a net ton. If the boat is new and located in the confines of 
the Collector’s port where it can conveniently be measured, 
there is no charge for documentation, and the process 
should take very little longer than an exchange of corre- 
spondence with Washington, where document numbers are 
issued. An owner wishing to pay for telephone or tele- 
graph tolls involved may be able to obtain his document 
within a shorter period of time. 

If the vessel cannot be brought to the port covered by 
the Collector of Customs, a bond must be deposited upon 
application for documenting a boat, from which transpor-

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tation costs of the measurer are deducted. In the case of a 
used boat that was previously documented, there is a little 
delay and a small fee for obtaining an abstract of owner- 
ship from the boat’s old home port; and if it were previously 
numbered by the Coast Guard a small delay would likewise 
be incurred to obtain an abstract of ownership from the 
Coast Guard. For documentation, it must be shown that 
there are no liens or judgments against the boat—that she 
has a clean bill of health financially. A docurnent is good 
for one year, and there is no charge for renewal. Docu- 
mented yachts are not subject to the other numbering laws 
(and fees and reciprocity requirements) stemming from 
the Federal Boating Act of 1958. The number of the 
document must be carved in the main beam of the yacht, 
and the name and home port painted on the stern. 

The registration of undocumented pleasure boats is in a 
state of flux since passage of the Boating Act of 1958, 
which applies to every vessel on U. S. Federal waters or 
the high seas. This includes inboards, outboards, and auxil- 
iaries (even those using detachable motors) over ten horse- 
power. The reason is that this act provides for the states 
to assume all duties connected with boat numbering, once 
they pass a law conforming to the Federal standards and 
have it approved by the Coast Guard. Until this is done, 
boats must be numbered by the Coast Guard. Coast Guard 
fees are $3.00 for original numbering. 

Thus, at the present writing, motorboats in the following 
states must obtain numbers from the U. S. Coast Guard: 
Alaska, Connecticut, Hawaii, Idaho, lowa, Maine, Massa- 
chusetts, New Hampshire, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ten- 
nessee, Washington, Wyoming, and the District of Colum- 
bia. Certificates of registration are available at local post 
Offices. 

Also, at the present writing, the following states have 
laws on their books for boat numbering, which have not yet 
been approved by the Coast Guard: Georgia, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Maryland, Mississippi, Missouri, Nevada, New 
Mexico, and Virginia. Boats in these states are exempt from 
numbering until July 1, 1960, by which time Coast Guard 
approval of the laws is expected.

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Pleasure boats in all other localities must conform to the 
numbering requirements of their own states. The fees and 
other technicalities vary. Now, here is an important point: 
the number must be obtained from the state in which the 
boat will be principally used. For example, if you live in 
New York City, but keep your boat at Brielle, New Jersey, 
and do your operating in the latter area, you must obtain 
numbers from the Coast Guard (requirement for New 
Jersey), rather than your home state of New York. And if 
your boat is moved to waters of another state for more 
than three months, new numbers must be obtained for the 
new state. However, under reciprocity stipulations in the 
Boating Act, boats do not have to obtain new numbers if 
they are in another state for less than 90 days. Boats oper- 
ating mostly on the high seas are numbered according to 
the rules for the location of their home port. 

Another important point is that while Coast Guard num- 
bering has been limited to motorboats, or mechanically 
propelled vessels of over 10 hp, some of the states which 
now have jurisdiction require registration or licensing of 
watercraft of any kind and regardless of horsepower. 

Boats operating on waters other than those of the United 
States or the high seas must obtain numbers or permits 
from whichever agency has jurisdiction, and must abide by 
their particular rules, 


ACCIDENTS 


The Boating Act prohibits the operation of a motorboat 
or vessel in a reckless or negligent manner which would 
endanger life, limb, or property. Even so, it recognizes the 
fact that accidents can happen. 

In care of collision or accident, a boat operator must 
render assistance to other persons affected to save them 
from danger caused by the collision or accident insofar as 
he can without serious danger to his own vessel or people. 
Then, he must give his name, address, and identification of 
his vessel to any person injured and to the owner of any

A report must be filed with the Coast Guard or the state, 
if it has jurisdiction, when an accident results in loss of life, 
an injury causing a person to be incapacitated for more than 
72 hours, or property damage (including vessels) of more 
than $100.00. In case of death resulting from the accident, 
the report must be written and submitted within 48 hours. 
Reports of other accidents must be made within five days. 
Boating Accident Report forms are available from the 
Coast Guard for this purpose. 


INSPECTION 

Teeth are put in the Act in a paragraph stating that Coast 
Guard officers may board any vessel required to be num- 
bered under the Boating Act, on U. S. waters or the high 
‘seas, to question occupants, inspect the boat’s papers, and 
examine the vessel for compliance with this act or the 
previous one of 1940. Officers of States and municipalities 
likewise have the right to enforce their statutes.

EQUIPMENT REQUIREMENTS 


The Motor Boat Act of 1940 sets forth the equipment a 
motorboat must carry for safety. These items consist of 
lights, whistle, bell, life preservers, fire extinguishers and 
flame arrestors. The matter of lights will be taken up next 
month. 


Outboard motorboats must conform to safety equipment 
requirements the same as inboards, except that the flame 
arrestor and engine and fuel-tank ventilation requirements 
do not apply. Technically, outboard motorboats of less 
than 26 ft. long of open construction and not carrying pas- 
sengers for hire are not required to carry fire extinguishers. 
However, the presence of any closed space or compartment 
voids this exception; and common sense dictates that ex- 
tinguishers be carried whether required by law or not.

FIRE EXTINGUISHERS 

There are several types of fire-extinguishing equipment, 
but only those approved by the Coast Guard for oil or 
gasoline fires satisfy the regulations. These are the foam, 
carbon dioxide (CO.) and dry chemical types. Because 
the different types have different sizes for equivalent fire- 
extinguishing capacity, they are classified by size as follows: 

B-I: 1% gal. foam; 4 Ib. CO,; 4 Ib. dry chemical. 

B-Il: 2% gal. foam; 15 lb. CO,; 12 Ib. dry chemical. 

There are also fixed fire extinguishing systems which may 
be installed in the engine compartment. 

Class A and Class | boats having fixed fire-extinguishing 
systems are not required to carry any other. Otherwise, 
these classes of vessel must carry one B-I extinguisher. 
Class 2 boats should carry two B-I extinguishers, or one if 
they have a fixed system. Class 3 boats need three B-I 
extinguishers, or two if they have a fixed system. If de- 
sired, one B-II extinguisher may be used instead of two 
B-I types. Aside from regulations, it is common sense to 
have an extinguisher readily available any place on the boat 
where inflammable material or possible danger exists. The 
galley and other compartments, as well as the engine space, 
deserve protection. 


LIFESAVING DEVICES 

These must be approved by the Coast Guard, and so 
labelled. There are several types. Most common is the 
buoyant cushion with the flotation material sealed in plastic 
compartments. Next is the buoyant vest, a compact vest- 
like preserver which can be worn without inconvenience or 
discomfort while operating the boat or working. The regu-

Ring buoys are made of cork, balsa, or 
foamed plastic, covered with canvas or plastic and fitted 
with grab ropes. Lifesaving devices must be in good service- 
able condition and should be stowed so they are readily 
available. There must be one for every person on board. 

Class A, 1, and 2 boats may carry the regular life pre- 
servers, buoyant vests, ring buoys, or buoyant cushions. 
On Class 3 boats, ring buoys or Coast Guard approved life 
preservers must be used. 


FLAME ARRESTOR 
Inboard engines must have an approved flame arrestor 
on the carburetor intake to prevent backfire flame from 
flashing outside. Outboards do not require one. 


VENTILATION 

Fuel tank and engine compartments must have two or 
more ventilators with cowls, or their equivalent, to remove 
gasoline fumes. However, this is not required if the greater 
portion of the bilges under the fuel tanks and engine are 
open and exposed to the natural atmosphere at all times. 
Outboard motorboats having tanks permanently installed 
should have the tank compartment ventilated. 


SOUND SIGNALS 
Sound Signals consist of bells, whistles, and horns. The 
bell must produce a clear bell-like tone of full round char- 
acteristics. The simplest whistles and horns are mouth- 
powered, while other types are sounded by hand (pump or 
lever), or power. The small horns operated by canned 
compressed gas may serve as power-operated devices as 
long as a sufficient reserve supply of gas containers is 
carried. Horns and whistles must be capable of producing 

a blast of at least two seconds duration.

While these regulations appear not to require bells, horns, 
or whistles on Class A motorboats or other kinds of boats 
not propelled by power, boats of all types are required to 
obey the Rules of the Road. These Rules call for whistle 
or horn signals in passing and other situations; and in fog, 
whistle signals are required while a boat is underway and 
bell signals when it is anchored. Thus, in actual practice 
all vessels of whatever class or method of propulsion should 
carry equipment for making the necessary sound signals.

A NEW LOOK AT 


Corrosion-resistant, lightweight alloys combine strength 
and versatility with low maintenance, good looks 


By Charles R. Meyer 


N AN EFFORT TO DISPEL a few misconceptions re- 
' garding the use of lightweight metal alloys for smallboat 
construction, this POPULAR BOATING reporter recently 
embarked on a survey that started afloat and worked back- 
wards to the fabricators and aluminum manufacturers. We 
interviewed venerable old salts along the seacoast, fresh 
water skippers inland, shipyard people, naval architects, 
and technical representatives from Alcoa, Kaiser, and 
Reynolds Metals. Here are the results, the aluminum story 
for pleasure boatmen—with brickbats as well as bouquets 
included. 

Aluminum was discovered in 1825 by Hans Christian 
Oerstad, a professor of physics at the University of Copen- 
hagen in Denmark. It was produced in a gray powder that 
could be melted and shaped into a solid metal by the Ger- 
man scientist, Frederick Woehler, some twenty odd years 
later. It was expensive stuff in those days, selling for $545 
a pound, making the metal considerably more precious than 
either silver or gold. The laboratory researchers found pro- 
duction shortcuts that brought the price down to 57 cents a 
pound by the end of the 1800's, and it became feasible for 
industrial and commercial applications. Aluminum has 
been going to sea—with varying success— since Messrs. 
Esscher, Wyss & Company of Zurich, Switzerland, turned 
out a thousand pound hull that carried eight people as she

chugged down Lake Zurich at six miles per hour (pushed 
by a two horsepower naphtha engine) in 1891. 

And there are a number of excellent reasons why alumi- 
num is still going to sea in pleasure boats today. It’s a ver- 
satile metal, particularly in a number of corrosion resistant, 
lightweight alloys that combine low maintenance with good 
looks and a fantastic degree of impact strength. You can 
make some disastrous mistakes by using the wrong alumi- 
num alloys or incorrectly bonding with dissimilar metals— 
problems we'll discuss later in this article—but for now let’s 
investigate the fundamental structure that pays dividends 
afloat. 

As far as we know, there’s nothing used in boatbuilding 
that requires no maintenance but there are a few materials 
requiring a minimum of preventive maintenance. Alumi- 
num can inherently withstand a great deal of punishment, 
painted or unpainted, and is impervious to rot, either wet 
or dry, as well as unaffected by worms or fungus growth. 
With a few basic sensible precautions such as periodic in- 
spections on the ways and retouching scratched or scraped 
surfaces, there is no reason why a hull exposed and afloat 
the year round won't remain in shape for several decades. 
As an example, the British motor yacht Diana IJ, built of an 
aluminum-magnesium-manganese alloy in 1931, is still in

running order despite Admiralty duties during 1939-45 and 
periods of neglect and poor maintenance during the first 
15 years of her private and governmental use. 

A thin but dense oxide layer forms naturally on the sur- 
face of unpainted aluminum but, unlike the oxidation of 
iron or steel which causes destructive rusting, this coating 
helps protect the metal. You'll notice this chemical reaction 
in a grayish white powder deposited on the surface of an 
unpainted aluminum hull in the form of shallow pitting. 
According to extensive tests conducted on pitting corrosion 
by M. J. Pryor and T. J. Summerson—including a series 
totally immersed in sea-water at the mouth of the Halifax 





River near Daytona Beach, Florida, for extended time 
periods—pitting of the new marine aluminum alloys begins 
at a large number of sites and extends into the metal to a 
depth of two or three mils within a one-year period. The 
subsequent rate of pitting decreases very markedly because 
of the self-stopping nature of the corrosion of aluminum. 
Protective corrosion products form over the small pits and 
they extend themselves laterally instead of continuing to 
penetrate into the metal. As far as a boatman is concerned, 
this means that the new marine alloys will outlast the aver- 
age sailor. So pitting should not cause worry about a de- 
crease in your boat’s strength—and you can prevent it by 
painting. The choice is yours. 

If you do spray or brush paint an aluminum hull, don’t 
use antifouling paints that contain mercury or any that are 
lead-based. The contact of the two metals causes a gal- 
vanic action that destroys rather than preserves. Copper 
antifouling paints are excellent if coatings of anticorrosives 
are applied first. Aluminum should be degreased and 
cleaned by solvent wash and inhibited mild alkaline solu- 
tions, then treated again to remove the oxide coating before 
the application of anticorrosive paint. Sand or shot blasting 
as well as wire brushing are not recommended on alumi- 
num. The manufacturers of aluminum boats know their 
business from practical experience that you may lack; for

The smallboat skipper must bear in mind that alloys and 
tempers of aluminum are available to meet most any 
strength requirement, and that the favorable strength-weight 
ratio (a cubic inch of aluminum weighs approximately one 
tenth of a pound or about one third the equal volume of 
iron or steel) means a savings in handling, shipping, and as- 
sembly that is reflected in the price of a boat. Lightness

lesser gas consumption than other designs. Since alumi- 
num is highly reflective to such forms of radiant energy as 
light, and both short and long wave heat, you won’t have 
trouble broiling under a hot summer sun. It will either 
bounce off as a reflection or—because of the characteristic 
of thermal conductivity which makes the metal so widely 
used in cooking utensils—the warmth will conduct quickly 
through the ‘hull and pass into the water under your keel.

smallboat, no dry or wet rot, no rust, no absorption of water, 
no caulking or puttying necessary. You have high dent re- 
sistance plus the choice of spot, seam, or flash butt welding, 
fusion welding, brazing, riveting, and adhesion bonding 
with heat and pressure to work or join the metal to other 
materials either by way of repairs or altering some portion 
of your boat. You can supply a solid base for protective 
and decorative finishes on aluminum chemically by etching 
or oxidizing, mechanically by buffing, or electrolytically by 
annodizing. There are many things you can do and many 
mistakes you can make if you don’t have the “technical 
know-how” to work correctly. This question of “technical 
know-how” explains why a portion of the American cruis- 
ing public swears by aluminum while others swear at it. 

Boatbuilding with wood originated when the cavemen 
started fiddling with fire, the bow, and the fish hook. You 
can visit your neighborhood library and find a deluge of 
information on shipbuilding; such subjects as less timber 
for greater strength, laminated keels and frames, molded 
hulls of multi-layer veneer, clinker built vs. smooth, double 
and single planking, fiberglassing—practically every phase 
of pleasure boating and maintenance except the aluminum 
story. Owners and builders have botched construction and 
upkeep on aluminum hulls in the past simply because they 
didn’t understand the special properties of the alloys they 
used. Shortly after World War II, when a great deal of 
surplus aircraft aluminum was available at economy prices, 
neophytes put boats together out of material that functioned 
beautifully in the air but disintegrated once it hit salt water. 
It can’t be blamed on the aluminum alloy since the metal 
wasn’t built for seagoing use. 

Nobody in their right mind would try to build an off- 
shore cruiser out of coconut husks, but a few amateurs did 
put hulls together out of aluminum-copper alloys that were 
available at bargain prices. Riding in an airboat hull con- 
structed of this “soft” mixture not too long ago, this re- 
porter felt the skipper hit a mangrove snag and saw the 
bottom ripped halfway out of the boat. It developed that 
the aluminum sheeting had been purchased from a surplus 
source and that it was entirely unsuitable for boating in 
either fresh or salt water. The blame lay in the man, not 
the metal. 

“During the beginnings of the boating boom about ten 
years ago,” explained Wilford G. Sowa, Kaiser Aluminum 
Sales Division, “many experiments were made with the 
limited number of aluminum alloys available. Boatmen

used what they had, and sometimes the sheeting lacked 
strength or the proper corrosion resistance. Nowadays, 
with marine aluminum alloys made for the job, you follow 
directions and just can’t go wrong. That’s the reason for 
the tremendous upsurge in the production of aluminum 
boats.” 

Copper-aluminum alloys aren’t a good seagoing metal 
choice but magnesium-aluminum—and the various mag- 
nesium-manganese-chromium-aluminum sheetings currently 
designed specifically for marine use—are excellent. When

you buy an aluminum boat from a reputable manufacturer, 
both his trademark and reputation attest to the fact that 
you'll be getting marine aluminum and “technical know- 
how” construction. You won’t find brass screws used, for 
they cause galvanic action between the dissimilar metals. 
You will find neoprene gaskets employed to insulate the 
aluminum from bronze or brass fittings. You will discover 
that wash primers and zinc chromate coats have been ap- 
plied before antifouling paints. Today’s aluminum boat 
manufacturers are style conscious regarding your boat’s 
lines, color conscious regarding her paint job, alloy con- 
scious regarding the quality and durability of the materials 
used, and economy conscious regarding her price tag since 
they have plenty of competition. 

To summarize, here are answers to the most commonly 
asked questions by skippers considering an aluminum boat: 
Question: Can aluminum boats be used in salt water? 

Answer: They are eminently usable in salt water and 
they will resist corrosion for several decades. 

Q.: What happens when an aluminum boat is dented or 
holed? 

A.: Aluminum boats don’t dent easily, and you can use 
a rubber mallet and utilize rivet patching for minor repairs. 

Q.: Because of their thin, smooth “skin,” aren't alumi- 
num boats noisy in operation? 

A.: Modern styling and design have made them quiet. 

Q.: How are aluminum boats rated for safety? 

A.: They are as safe as anything on the market, par- 
ticularly when built-in flotation devices are incorporated in 
the hull. 

There isn’t enough information around regarding the “do- 
it-yourself” aspect of working with aluminum, so your best 
bet is to write directly to the fabricator or manufacturer on 
a big job, and match metals. Dissimilar metals or even 
alloys may cause galvanic corrosion when brought together. 
The incorrect use of dissimilar fasteners, or paints contain- 
ing lead or mercury can do the same. 

According to our research, aluminum boat sales are 
rising, particulary in the outboard and other smaller classifi- 
cations. We suggest a recognized brand name if you buy 
an aluminum boat with the expectation that you'll enjoy 
years of trouble-free sailing and cruising on a low-main- 
tenance budget. — G

NEW HATTERAS 41 FOOT CRUISER 


NE OF THE FirsT large cruisers to be 
built completely of fiberglass is the 
new Hatteras 41, which was recently 

given her trials at the plant in High Point, 
North Carolina. She was designed by the 
noted marine architect, J. B. Hargrave, for 
all-around use as either a family cruiser or a 
fast sports fisherman. The hull is made from 
one-piece molded fiberglass with a completely 
bonded superstructure. All strength members 
such as longitudinals and athwartship beams 
are also fiberglass, which should make for 
minimum maintenance and maximum strength. 
Watertight compartments are molded into the 
hull for positive flotation in the event of col- 
lision. Within the cabin, sleeping accommo- 
dations are provided for six persons in three 
private compartments. A full size shower, hot 
and cold water systems, electric refrigerator, 
and a full 6'4” of headroom throughout are 
features of the new craft. The builders claim 
exceptional stability in even the roughest seas, 
and a series of scale models were tested to 
choose the most efficient and sea-kindly hull 
with a minimum of yawing in following seas. 
Speeds are in excess of 36 mph with twin 
Chris Craft 275 hp V8 engines. Since the 
craft is turned out with production methods, 
she is claimed to be competitively priced.

Fiberglass Auxiliaries 


By John R. Whiting

HAVE SEEN THE FUTURE and it works,” was the 

famous comment of reporter Lincoln Steffens after 

observing a new form of economics in action. “I have 
seen the future and it works” seems to me an even better 
comment to make about auxiliary sailboats made of the 
revolutionary materials of the 1950’s and °60’s. 

For the modern cruising sailboat—for racing and for 
family recreation—suddenly finds herself in the most dra- 
matic spot of her history. She is in a great new glass 
show-case. 

“Fiber glass reinforced plastic” is the correct technical 
name for the material that dominates this new trend. But it 
happens that there are « dozen other new materials, and 
that much more is involved than hull construction. When 
we speak here of the whole trend, we will use general terms 
—plastic boats, glass boats, “the new materials,” and so 
on. Referring to exact materials and their specific uses and 
property, we will employ more specific words. 

Let's look first at the specific causes of ‘this revolution 
in boating, this amazing development in which the oldest 
kind of pleasure boat in the world—the sailing yacht, de- 
veloped gradually over the centuries—has suddenly become 
the leader in the use of new materials. 

First, the new leisure and the new prosperity of Amer- 
icans has brought to auxiliary sailboats a new burst in 
popularity. Make no mistake about it, the big boom in 
boating is more than outboards, more than power cruisers; 
it is a tremendous boom in that dream which has gripped 
thousands of men: “a sailboat of my own.” 

Second, a rapidly expanding technical development has 
now, in the 1960's, brought all of boatbuilding to a new 
fork in the channel. Chemical Week, leading industrial 
paper, says, speaking of all types of boats, “This year an 
estimated 150,000 plastics boats will be built, nearly 40 
per cent of new U.S. boats.” Conservatively, a majority 
of the cruising auxiliaries being sold in the U.S. in 1960 
are of fiberglass construction. (Many of them are being 
built wholly or partly abroad.) 

One needs only to look at these one-design boats adver- 
tised or announced in recent months to see that a race is 
on—a sales race. Here are the names, including boats that 
have set pioneering sales marks already, and some that 
have not yet been built: Bounty, Triton, New Horizons, 
Creekmore 36, Swiftsure, Electra, Galaxy, Block Island 
40, Vitesse, Tripp 30, Javelin, Bahama, Newporter (fiber- 
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Carl A. Alberg-designed 28-foot 
Triton can be sloop or yawl rigged. 
Pearson Corporation is the builder. 


Bounty II, a 40-footer, is available 
also in “Aeromarine 40” kit for 
amateur or professional assembly. 


glass covered), Marlin, Schock 22, Alden Zephyr, Alden 
Challenger, Dolphin, Traylcruiser, Tripp Victory, Sou’- 
wester jr., Chesapeake 32, Arco 33, Bermuda 40, Melody 
32, Holiday 32... . 

These range from 40-footers sleeping six or more that 
have been doing well (very well) in distance races, down 
through family cruisers with low maintenance and great 
convenience, to beautiful little gems in the Midget Ocean 
Racing Class. One can spend $3,500 or more than ten 
times that amount. One can buy a hull and do-it-yourself 
instructions and add the cabin interior, the engine installa- 
tion, and the rigging to end up with an extremely modern 
boat. 

Now hear this: some of these boats, in production less 
than two years, have sold more than a hundred of their 
kind. On both coasts of the U.S., in Holland, Denmark 
and England, hull molds are in use to build hulls of fiber- 
glass reinforced plastic at a rate of one a week. Some boats 
have teak or mahogany trim. Some have duraluminum 
masts. Some are so completely functional that even hatches, 
grab rails, or toe rails are made of new materials. Other 
designers, distributors and owners feel the wood trim makes 
a boat feel warm and right. Fred Coleman, whose Bounty 
I was the pioneer in big cruising sailboats, is selling Bounty 
II as an optional hull-and-kit, finished with dural masts, 
plastic hatches, and a special plastic rub rail, or finished 
with deluxe wood trim. “The wood trim is just transitional. 
In a few years people will prefer the honesty of construction 
with the new materials,” he says. If one thinks of the time 
when whip-sockets were put onto the dashboards of 1903 
automobiles, or the way the very word dashboard persists, 
one wonders . . . while agreeing with Coleman’s logic. But 
if one thinks of the beauty and warmth of a wood piano, 
coffee table, or—on a boat—tiller or wheel, one may con- 
clude that at some point Coleman’s logic must stop, and 
tradition take over. 

And so it is as the art of boat-building divides into two 
channels. A logical alternate development is taking place: 
wooden hulls are being improved with fiberglass-coated 
decks; new synthetic glues are being used for strip-built 
boats, for plywood construction, for masts. Actually, there- 
fore, the improved form of traditional construction is quite 
revolutionary in itself. Marine plywood, plastic deck cover- 
ings, epoxy paints (such as were used on Columbia, the

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America’s Cup defender), chemical preservatives, improved 
varnishes and bottom paints, laminated hull parts, Formica 
counters, stainless steel and Monel tanks and fittings, plastic 
covered lifelines, nylon anchor lines, and of course dacron 
sails are all extremely modern developments that are being 
used along with wooden hulls. 

Here, however, we are taking a special look at the new 
channel. A cursory look at the plans of a plastic hull boat 
would show little difference. But if we look closer, we will 
find these characteristics: 

1. The naval architect gains a little interior room here, a 
little there—and the total is impressive. A plastic hull easily 
gains half a foot in beam, as far as interior accommodations

are concerned. Three inches of framing, ceiling, and other 
wooden members on each side comes to a lot. Under the 
bunks the designer can usually put storage space 

can make the water tanks integral with the hull under the 
cabin sole. 

2. At least one side of every plastic part can be remark- 
ably smooth, and shaped as it should be with great ease. 
Compound curves in the hull are no problem, nor are 
rounded corners for easy cleaning of the cockpit. Channels 
for rainwater can be put under the cockpit seat with great 
ease. A sink and counter-top can be molded in one piece. 

3. The problems of repair and maintenance are greatly 
simplified. Do-it-yourself kits, reading simple instructions, 
and a smattering of handiness are all that are required for 
small repairs. As far as permanent strength goes, fiberglass 
hulls do not need to be painted. But the bottom will need 
anti-fouling paint every year, and every few years the deck 
and topsides will need to have the surface appearance smart- 
ened up—probably with one of the new epoxy paints. Seam-

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filling, caulking, and burning off thick paint are chores that 
only wooden boat owners will worry about. 

4. Hulls of glass-reinforced polyester resins are not 
necessarily less expensive than wooden hulls. As of today, 
a good generalization might be that the less expensive hulls 
are still built of wood—and the most expensive custom-built 
yachts are still built of wood. For tomorrow, it can be pre- 
dicted that some of the economies of mass production— 
the continued use of hull, cabin top, deck, and other forms, 
for fabricating plastic parts, will bring costs down some- 
what. Do not forget that the hundreds of details—plumb- 
ing, rigging, hardware, engine—that go into a boat are a 
major part of the cost. True, integral fiberglass tanks have 
advantages over tinned copper or monel metal tanks. True, 
a Dorade-type ventilator is fairly inexpensively made of 
plastic—and if it is integral with the cabin top many people 
would prefer it to a mahogany, bronze and plexiglass ven- 

tilator. But many of the costs in a boat are labor, and it is 
<8 unrealistic to expect boat prices to come down. Rather, 
boat values will go up, with no more price increases than 
are built in by inflation. 

5. A saving in weight is not always among the advantages 
of fiberglass reinforced polyesters. The material, however, 
lends itself to integral, monocoque construction that has 
the rigidity of more traditional construction of light plank- 
ing over ribs. Perhaps this sort of heavy strength accounts 
for the growth in “glass” auxiliary construction. Most keel 
sailboats carry lead keels, after all. The slight loss in light- 
weight qualities at deck level is offset by the ability of the 
designer to put his tanks down low. If he uses duralumi- 
num for the spars, he saves a little more weight high up—

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perience with the engineering of plastic boats, they may 
find they have made them over-strong and so somewhat 
heavy. In the last 20 years engineering of wooden hulls 
has lightened them considerably—while actually making 
them stronger. 

6. The present development of fiberglass boats is not the 
last word. This does not mean that they are still experi- 
mental. In truth, present materials and methods have been 
standardized enough so that people in the business of pre- 
dicting the future say these current forms will be used in 
85% of all plastic boats after five years. Aluminum, epoxy 
resins, even other reinforcements than glass, new develop- 
ments in marine plywood, and certain parts made of special

plastics may grow somewhat in relative importance, even 
though they do not overtake the present materials. 

Let us look a little closer at a typical boat made of fiber- 
glass woven cloth and polyester resins. One side of all 
surfaces is exceedingly smooth. The other side shows the 
roughness of the glass cloth. It may be painted; it may 
have a second layer of plastic. Many boats now have decks 
of sandwich construction. The inner material, or filler, 
may be microbaloons of plastic, balsa wood, or other stiffen- 
ing material. This not only reduces bending when the 
deck is walked on; it enables the builder to use a smooth 
finish for the interior at this point. The qualities of fiber- 
glass show up best in these details—smooth, easily washed 
surfaces, rounded corners, a general lack of intricate wood- 
work to clean, sand and paint. On the other hand, almost 
any fiberglass boat has some places—perhaps only the in- 
terior of the head and the hanging lockers—where the rough 
finish, or the joints between a bulkhead and a structural 
member, are a little hard to get used to. Some builders do

a special job of power sanding to smooth these places out. 
In time these small loose ends will be eliminated. 

A question that comes to many is this: what do you do 
about adding a fixture to fiberglass, or making an alteration 
in the interior? The answer is encouraging. Fiberglass 
plastic can be drilled for bolting, or tapped for screws. 
A fiberglass kit will enable one to add a shelf—say of 
plywood—inside a locker with great ease. 

7. As for the claims beyond all this that some proponents 
of fiberglass boats have made, one must remember that the 
words can be almost truthful, yet still go too far. A fiber- 
glass boat will not be damaged by teredos drilling holes into 
the hull, as a wooden boat in southern waters may be— 
but a barnacle can still attach itself to fiberglass and slow 
the boat down. A deck leak is unlikely, easy to repair— 
and if it should go undetected it will not lead to rot of the 
main structure. But if water gets under the wooden trim 
on the cabin top, or the toe rail, the wood can still rot. For- 
tunately it is no harder to replace than on any other boat, 
and this kind of rot doesn’t spread to the main structure. 
“Never needs painting?” That depends. It doesn’t need 
painting to protect the surface, but it will need it for looks 
after a few years. “Unbreakable?” Like anything else, fiber- 
glass can be gouged, cracked, broken. It is tremendously 
strong. It bends, it resists abrasion. It is easy to repair. 

So you must put your own interpretation on phrases like 
“Permanent, maintenance-free.” 

But can an owner really take care of a fiberglass boat 
himself? This question is easy to answer. As most boating 
people know, an owner can take care of a 35-foot wooden 
sloop by himself—but most owners would want to have two 
strong sons, or a couple of husky friends to help. And they

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stalling new rigging, for example—at which most boating 
enthusiasts can’t become skillful. 

But a modern fiberglass sloop? Let’s look at Swiftsure, 
33 feet over-all and about as roomy as a 35-foot or 38-foot 
wooden boat. On the Rhodes-designed, Dutch-built Swift- 
sure there is a fair amount of exterior brightwork to be 
varnished each year: mast, boom, toe rail and taff-rail, 
hatches, cockpit coaming, cockpit seats, tiller, grab rails and 
a small bit of trim on the deckhouse. This will take most 
families several weekends—but it is still about half the 
varnished area of an average wooden sloop of a few years 
ago. The deck and cabin top will not need sanding and two 
coats of paint every year. The hull will not need seam- 
filling, sanding, and two coats of topside paint. But the 
bottom and the boot-topping will need anti-fouling paint. 
The plastic covered lifelines will look better if one of the 
youngsters cleans them with stove alcohol each spring. The 
engine will need to be laid up in the fall and put in com- 
mission in the spring. Sea-cocks will need lubrication. To- 
tal: perhaps a quarter of the man-hours required on an 
equally good-looking sloop of wooden construction. Even 
with a coat of epoxy paint every three years there is a great 
deal less work. An owner who let his boatyard take care 
of the engine, the anti-fouling bottom paint and the spars 
would be able to do all the rest without even worrying about 
fair weather weekends in spring. 

One man who owns a Marlin, a 23-footer originally de- 
signed by Herreshoff, trails it home to his backyard. But 
since even the spinnaker pole and boat hook are duralumi- 
num, his main work is in cleaning, polishing, and perfecting. 
The only paint-brush he uses is for the bottom paint. Be- 
cause of the maintenance time saved, this man, John Van 
Sant of a Philadelphia suburb, is able to sail Poisson in Long 
Island Sound. In his first summer with Poisson he won 
two first places in hard-fought races. One reason may be 
that he can be sharpening his sailing while his wooden com- 
petitors are still at work in the boatyards. 

Perhaps an imaginary boat-yard, filled with the score or 
more of plastic boats now or soon available, would be an 
interesting place to visit. Here are some of the boats that 
might be seen: 

Bounty, the pioneer of the larger boats, has two naval 
architects’ names in her literature: Philip L. Rhodes and 
William Garden. She is 40/10” over all, and 28’ on the 
waterline. Beam: 10’3”. Draft: 5’9”. Sail area: 661 sq. ft. 
Her hull form was first seen in a pre-war wooden prototype. 
Then, built by Coleman, she was brought out in plastic 
construction, and began to stir the boat-building industry 
up. Today she is available as either Bounty II or Bounty- 
yawl. The sloop costs $27,500, with a fairly large number 
of deluxe features. A hull and kit cost much less, or a 
Bounty with many racing extras would cost a lot more. 
If one steps aboard, one must look closely at the fine detail 
in the finish, in the rigging fittings—for this is one of the 
qualities to admire most in a good boat. Below, the bulk- 
heads, table, galley counters and similar surfaces are all 
of Formica—some in color, some in wood-grain. The cabin 
sole has a special carpet on it——actually a pebbly rubber 
material. The water tanks, deep in what would be the bilges 
and other wasted space of an older boat, turn out to hold 
173 gallons. The motor is under the doghouse sole, but 
amazingly accessible. 

Other de luxe boats in the same class—they would have 
been called gold-platers in the days of wooden boats—are 
the Vitesse 40 foot yawls, the Block Island 40 (almost the 
same boat), the Bermuda 40. In these boats William Tripp 
has designed cruising comfort, racing speed, and a good 
rating. The number built, by several different builders in 
the U. S. and abroad, has not put them into any mass 
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For sheer thrills, excitement and pleasure, nothing 
compares with the fun you'll have with the jet-powered

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production price class yet, but for $36,000 and up one 
can be afloat. 

Turning toward a much smaller boat, we do find an ad- 
vantage in modern manufacturing and marketing in Triton. 
Carl Alberg designed this boat, of less than 29 feet over-all 
length, for the Pearson Corporation of Bristol, Rhode Is- 
land. Triton sleeps 4, with room to crowd 2 extra if you 
must, sails well, and can be bought equipped for less than 
$10,000. Since she has been well advertised, demonstrated, 
and sold, it is not surprising that more than a hundred 
families have bought Tritons in only two years. She can 
be bought as a sloop or a yawl. 

Perhaps one amazing measure of the roominess in fiber- 
glass boats is to be found in the headroom of Triton. In a 
boat with an over-all length of 28’6”. a water-line of 20'6”, 
a beam of 83”, that looks sleek and trim, designer Alberg 
has a full 6’2” headroom in the main part of the cabin. 

As we have noted, Bounty was the pioneer and helped 
develop improvements. The Vitesse yawls Seal, Rhubarb, 
Southern Star, Wahini and Aura made some headlines in 
distance racing, and Triton set the first record for sales. 
Now Triton and Bounty are also winning races. 

Meanwhile James Northrop and George Johnson, vet- 
erans of yacht brokerage and sailing as well, were organiz- 
ing their firm for a slightly different attack on the problem. 
They arranged to have Phil Rhodes design a 33 footer, they 
named it Swiftsure, they arranged for a top-quality yard in 
the Netherlands to build it. In so doing, they scored strong- 
ly in the next size larger boat. Swiftsure is a centerboarder 
—you wouldn't call her fat today, after Finisterre and 
others have shown they can move 
In a plastic boat this means she can have a really wide, 
room cabin, and wide decks. Her sail area, around 500 








square feet, is easily handled by a couple, a man with a 
couple of children along, or even two experienced girls. 
This is partly a question of size, but more a question of rig, 
proper winches and fittings, and a boat that is herself easily 
handled and stiff. 

Swiftsure sleeps four on made-up berths, and can find 
room for two more on extension transoms. As in any boat 
as well designed of modern materials, she has tremendous 
storage space. Hers is especially conveniently located. Her 
water tanks are larger than wooden boats of her size used 
to have in the good old days—60 gallons. She is now off 
to a good start in sales, and can be expected to be a domi- 
nant part of the medium-size sailboat market for five or six 
or more years to come. (Plastic boats have already evolved 
to a point where they can be manufactured; the proven 
additional trick is to bring out a Model II when a number 
of design changes and improvements have come along.) 

At the other end of the sailboat spectrum, Northrop and 
Johnson have brought out a 22-footer. Her name is Electra, 
she was designed by Carl Alberg, and is being built by 
Pearson. With a stern like the much bigger Columbia, an 
extremely fast rig, and a really smooth hull of fiberglass, 
she should be a hot little racing boat. The Midget Ocean 
Racing Class will undoubtedly see a lot of Electras. She 
has two or four berths, room for a head, and could be used 
for weekend cruising. 

A slightly different approach to the minimum cruising 
boat for a small family is to be found in New Horizons, 
built in Toledo, Ohio, from designs by Sparkman and 
Stephens, the Schock 22, a West Coast boat, and the 24 foot 
Dolphin, a copy of the notable Trina, built by Marscot for 
distribution by O’Day of Boston. All of these utilize the 
roominess of fiberglass to the last inch, and manage to crowd

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in enough cooking, washing and toilet facilities, as well as a 
little more headroom than the purely racing small sailers. 
In any case, for $4,000 to $8,000 you can take your family 
cruising or racing in a brand new boat—as long as you 
don’t insist on standing up in the cabin. 

As for maintenance of these smaller boats, even your aunt 
could do all the work. She’d probably enjoy it, too. 

Several of these boats have had trailers especially de- 
signed for them. Cost: about $600. One, the Traylcruiser, 
is intended to be just the thing for travel-minded boatmen. 

Moving upwards in size, we can find several other new 
boats in our display boatyard. The famous Sou’wester, Jr., 
built by Henry R. Hinckley in Maine, is now available in 
plastic. She’s a 30-footer sleeping four, with a much-talked 
about combination of raceability and livability. The Tripp 
30, under order for construction in Holland, will be an 
unusually complete four-berth boat, with full headroom and 
the name of a top racing designer on her. Tripp’s slightly 
larger Galaxy has been tried out for a couple of years. 

The Chesapeake 32 is a Danish-built boat of Rhodes 
design, distributed by George B. Walton, Inc., of An- 
napolis. She is a keel boat, and has entirely conventional 
lines and proportions. Yet Rhodes has managed to get into 
her very beautiful lines about as complete a five-berth lay- 
out as any family could ask for. Plastic construction, and a 
full knowledge from experience of its many subtleties, 
makes this possible. Two-burner stove, sink, insulated ice- 
box, hanging locker, bureau, and extra stowage space in 
places where one can get at it—all of these Rhodes man- 
aged to do, and still keep the bunks wide and the appearance 
graceful. Like most boats of her type, she has a bow pul- 
pit, lifelines, and her own assortment of “extras.” 

Rhodes has also designed the Bahama motor sailer, soon 
to be built, which is a 34-footer with extra room for cruis- 
ing. Other new boats are the Tripp Javelin, a 37-footer, 
the Alden Challenger and Zephyr (with English-built Hall- 
matic hulls of fiberglass and a choice of Dutch or American 
wood finish); in the roomier six-berth sizes, the Vitesse 35, 
the Melody 32 and the Holiday 32. Melody achieved some 
fame in a wooden prototype. 

Two older, well tested and popular boats are also to be 
seen in our imaginary display boatyard. One is the Creek- 
more 36, from Miami, and the other is the Newporter— 
certainly the most interesting exception to a lot of rules 
to ever come along. Newporter is of wood construction— 
but sheathed in fiberglass. She has modern hull lines— 
but also a beautiful high dog-house, a stern to remind one 
of the early nineteenth century, and many details like 
turned wooden stanchions to give her a character-boat look. 
She is forty-footer, costs a thousand dollars a foot, and 
just when one is about to say “Why she is a typical West 
Coast pirate ship, with everything but gun ports and a 
barkentine rig,” it turns out that in 1960 Newporters are 
being built on the East Coast. 

Some of the new ones go in for much more revolution 
in ideas than Newporter, you may be sure. Arco 33 has a 
dinette type of cabin arrangement, aluminum spars, and 
racing ability too. Pearson is building the Victory class, 
a de luxe six-berth boat, 37’6” over-all, designed by Tripp, 
that may well set records for them in the bigger boat field 
to match the Triton sales. And Aeromarine Plastics Cor- 
poration (builders of the Bounty) are just coming out with 
a small sail boat of advanced looks and design. “Imagine 
a movable Thunderbird type cabin top—for a big cockpit 
or a big cabin!” exclaimed one enthusiast. 

In any case, as we stand looking around us, there are 
now enough choices in low-maintenance, smooth-bottomed 
fiberglass boats to suit most sailing enthusiasts. If one 
is not sure that this is the shape of the future, perhaps the 
thing to look back on is the ten year history of dacron 
sails. There’s a synthetic material that took over every last 
diehard! — G

The ice Man Goeth 


By J. Kenneth Whitteker 


water becomes an increasingly acute problem with 
each passing year. Ice, once a plentiful commodity 

in every town, is now as scarce as the proverbial ‘hen’s 
teeth’. It was but three or four decades ago that every farm 
had its ice house; stores and homes received a daily ice 
delivery 

Now the various accouterments of the “Ice Age” are 
gone. The cost of operating a home type electric refrigera- 
tor is far less than the expense of supplying the older type 
with ice. Inconveniences due to the use of ice have been 
eliminated. With two great factors, convenience and econ- 
omy, working against him it is little wonder that the ice 
man has joined the ranks of “Vanishing Americans.” Be- 
cause of these changes, the pleasure boat owner has two 
alternatives; either to spread his butter with a paint brush 
and swear off cold drinks, or consider other means of keep- 
ing things cold aboard the family dream ship. 

Refrigeration has assumed increasing importance as boats 
are used more and more as a means of pleasure for the 
entire family. As a rule, the family outing involves the 
serving of food; either aboard in the case of cruisers, or 
on the beach where smaller craft are employed. To meet 
the diverse needs of boating fans, a wide variety of refrig- 
eration units are now available. These range from ice type 
units of both portable and fixed installation types to a wide 
selection of iceless units employing either absorption or

mechanical means of refrigeration. The iceless units are 
also made in portable as well as fixed installation types. 
There are also marine refrigerators with frozen food com- 
partments as well as frozen food chests. 


KEEP SIZE SMALL 


In selecting a refrigerator for boat use, remember that 
no one expects a 12 course dinner to be produced with the 
limited facilities available on a small craft. Boat meals 
should be kept simple. One dish dinners are preferable. 
There is a sufficient variety of simple, easily prepared dishes 
to prevent the diet from becoming tiresome. 

Canned goods may be substituted for many of the foods 
that are normally purchased in a frozen state for home use. 
Canned foods are usually somewhat cheaper, have just as 
high a nutritive value, and reduce the amount of refriger- 
ated space required. They also have another advantage. 
They can be kept on the boat indefinitely without danger of 
spoilage. Frozen foods, on the other hand, must be removed 
and taken home when the boat is not in use to prevent 
spoilage. Otherwise the refrigerator must be kept in opera- 
tion at all times, which is rather senseless if one’s boating is 
restricted to week ends and holidays. 

By a little forethought, refrigerator requirements can be 
kept to a relatively small unit. Of course if the boat is to 
be used as a floating tap room, ice capacity, either as a block 
or in cube making capacity, becomes the controlling factor.

REFRIGERATOR FUNCTION 


The purpose of a refrigerator is to provide a space that 
is maintained at a lower temperature than the surrounding 
air. This may be accomplished in one of two ways. A box is 
constructed to retard the flow of heat from the outside to 
the inside. Then by precooling the interior and precooling 
the items to be placed within the box, the contents may be 
kept cool for considerable lengths of time. Many containers 
of this type are on the market and include boxes, jugs and 
bottles. A box and jug of this type especially designed for 
boat use are shown in Figures ] and 2 respectively. A cut- 
away view showing details of the box is shown in Figure 3. 
The base of the box is covered with Royalite and therefore 
will not rust, scuff, leak or stain. It is unaffected by salt 
water, or damp ground. It is ribbed for added strength and 
has a textured finish that wipes clean instantly. All sides, 
top and bottom are insulated Therma-Lock insulation to 
reduce heat transmission to a minimum. A leakproof plastic 
drain is provided that has quick positive action and can’t 
be lost. It is mounted flush with the body of the cooler. 
The interior is a one piece Royalite liner devoid of sharp 
corners and is easily cleaned. 

Another method of keeping food and beverages cold 
aboard a boat is to provide a means of removing heat as 
fast as it enters the container. This may be accomplished 
either by the melting of ice or the use of mechanical, or 
absorption refrigeration. 

A transfer of heat always takes place between adjacent 
surfaces that are at different temperatures. The heat moves 
from the high temperature surface to that of the lower 
temperature. Various materials and arrangements have 
been devised to retard this flow but none completely stop 
the exchange. The rate at which heat flows through the 
walls depends on the material used and the type of wall

construction, its thickness, and the temperature difference 
between the two wall surfaces. For a given construction and 
temperature difference, the total amount of heat that will 
pass through the wall depends on the total area of wall 
exposed to the higher temperature. Thus the smaller the 
wall area the smaller the amount of heat that will enter the 
box and thus require removal by some means. 

In actual refrigerator operation another factor is the 
frequency with which the box is opened, and the length of 
time it remains open. This may amount to a major portion 
of the total heat load. Therefore to keep the overall refrig- 
eration load as low as possible, the refrigerator box should 
be kept as small as practicable, and opened as infrequently 
as operation will allow. By using a minimum number of 
foods requiring refrigeration, the door need be opened but 
a few times daily. Care should also be exercised to precool 
hot foods before placing them in the refrigerator, so they 
will not add unduly to the heat load. 


BOX CONSTRUCTION 


Refrigerator cabinets consist of an outer shell, insulating 
material, and an inner shell or liner. The inner shell is some- 
times referred to as the tank. Materials used in the construc- 
tion of boat refrigerators should be of a kind that are not 
subject to rot, rust, or corrosion. Insulating materials 
should have an extremely low rate of water absorption, and 
not be subject to fungus attack; or provide food for rodents, 
vermin or insects. Materials should be odorless and not 
affect the taste of food. Fiberglass reinforced plastic. Monel 
metal, 18-8 stainless steel, enameled steel and wood are 
suitable materials for outer shell construction. Where metal 
is used, all joints should be carefully welded. With the 
exception of wood all of these materials are equally suitable 
for construction of the inner shell or liner. Prefabricated 
angles made of fiberglass reinforced plastic are now avail- 
able for use as shelf brackets with fiberglass liners. They 
can be cemented to the liner with epoxy resin or similar 
high strength adhesives. 

Since all of the desirable materials suitable for inner and 
outer shell construction are good conductors of heat, it is 
necessary to prevent any connection between them. Other- 
wise heat gathered by the outer shell would flow readily to 
the inner shell and greatly increase the heat load. The rapid 
removal of heat from the outer shell would also cause severe 
sweating of the box exterior. This unwanted heat flow is 
prevented by the use of breaker strips made of some low 
heat conducting material. A soft rubber material is fre- 
quently used for this purpose and also serves as a door 
seal. 

Insulation of the box is one of the most important details. 
The more commonly used materials are corkboard, fiber- 
glass, mineral wool and Styrofoam. Insulation should be in 
the form of bats, or planks. Under no circumstances should 
loose fill be employed. Vibration will cause loose fill to settle 
and leave voids without insulation. Any insulation used 
should have all of the qualities previously listed for box 
construction materials. 

Those building their own boxes will find construction 
greatly simplified by using Styrofoam planks for insulation. 
It has an excellent insulation value, extremely low rate of 
water absorption, and sufficient structural strength to sup- 
port the inner liner and its contents without resorting to any 
reinforcement. 

A vapor seal is necessary to prevent moisture from enter- 
ing the insulation. Wet insulation is ineffective and greatly 
increases the rate of heat transmission. The vapor seal is 
formed of special refrigerator paper with all joints sealed 
with a mastic. It is placed between the insulation and the 
outer shell in iceless refrigerators, and between the inner 
shell and insulation on ice type units. If Styrofoam insula- 
tion is used, and the box is not operated below 27 degrees

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Fahrenheit, no vapor seal is necessary since Styrofoam is a 
vapor barrier within itself. This is another advantage to the 
use of this material for the home constructor. 

For temperatures above 48 degrees, two inches of insula- 
tion is sufficient. Two and one-half inches should be used 
for temperatures of 41 to 47 degrees and three inches for 
34 to 40 degrees. At box temperatures of 27 to 33 degrees 
insulation should be three and one-half inches. Boxes to be 
used for frozen food storage are best supplied with four 
to five inches of insulation. 


HEAT TRANSMISSION 


Heat is usually measured in British Thermal Units

(B.T.U.), the quantity of heat required to cause a tempera- 
ture rise of one degree F., in one pound of water. Insulating 
materials are rated according to the amount of heat that will 
be transmitted through one square foot of surface of one 
inch thickness in one hour, for each degree Fahrenheit of 
temperature difference. This is usually written B.T.U./sq. 
ft./in./°F., and is known as the “K” factor of the insulating 
material. All of the previously mentioned insulating mate- 
rials have a K factor of about 0.25 at normal refrigerator 
operating temperatures. 

Doubling the thickness of insulation reduces the rates of 
heat transmission by 50%. Using a three inch thickness of 
insulation having a K factor of 0.25 would result in a heat 
transmission rate of 0.083. A box three feet high, two feet 
deep, and two feet wide, would have a total exposed surface 
of 32 square feet for the six faces. If the interior of the 
box is maintained at 40°F., and the temperature of the 
surrounding air is 90°F., the temperature difference is 
50°F. Using three inches of insulation with a K factor of 
0.25, the total heat leakage through the walls of the box is: 

0.25 
32 sq. ft X 50° F., x = 132.8 B.T.U. per hour. 
3 

This is only the heat load resulting from heat leakage 
through the walls. The other loads less readily determined 
are due to placing food in the box that must be reduced in 
temperature, freshly filled ice trays, and heat gained by 
opening and closing the door. These may easily amount to 
several times the wall leakage gain. 


HEAT REMOVAL WITH ICE 


Since the heat gains of a refrigerator are expressed in 
B.T.U., it is logical that equipment for its removal should 
be rated in similar terms. However, practice does not always 
follow logic. Equipment for cooling is rated in tons of 
refrigeration capacity. This is because the first cooling 
equipment employed ice as the cooling medium. An equip- 
ment that should produce the same cooling effect as the 
melting of one ton of ice in 24 hours was called a one ton 
apparatus. This is readily translated into B.T.U. since it 
would require 12,000 B.T.U. per hour to melt a ton of ice 
in a 24 hour period. Each pound of ice melted in an ice type 
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refrigerator absorbs 144 B.T.U. Thus the refrigerator box 
mentioned in the preceding example would use nearly 24 
pounds of ice each 24 hours to compensate for wall leakage 
of the box, under the given conditions 

Ice, because it was readily obtained from natural sources, 
was for many years the principal means of heat removal, 
and where readily available is still the most economical

method for small craft. Portable units such as those illus- 
trated in Figures 1 and 2 may be used with a small block 
of ice and thus greatly extend the period during which the 
contents will remain cool. If the formation of ice water in 
the box is objectionable, sealed cans of water that can be 
chilled or frozen in the home refrigerator are available. 


These are excellent for small portable boxes and eliminate 
the ice procurement problem. 
As populations increased and the demand for ice grew,

it became impractical to meet the demand with a product 
formed by nature. Besides, industrial expansion and popula- 
tion concentration was causing so much stream pollution 
that nature’s product became unfit for use. Ice plants were 
established in larger urban areas to provide ice made 
from pure water, and with refrigeration machinery. Al- 
though this manufactured ice was still frozen water, for 
want of a better name it became known as artificial ice. Ice 
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dealers bought their ice at such plants for delivery to their 
customers.

NEW ERA IN REFRIGERATION

Improve- 
ments in small refrigeration units came fast. It was not long 

before the refrigeration machine became an integral part 
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of the refrigerator box and requiring no more room than 
that formerly occupied by the block of ice. 

The mechanical home refrigerator had arrived. No more 
putting off the morning shopping until the ice man arrived. 
No more emptying of pans placed to catch the drip from 
the melting ice, and which were usually forgotten until 
they ran over on the kitchen floor. No more drain connec- 
tions for refrigerators. No more wet footprints and drips on

the freshly scrubbed floor as the ice man made his delivery. 
It was the housewife’s dream come true. Those who had 
invested their money in ice company stocks saw their divi- 
dends melt before their very eyes. 

Also among those to suffer from this change in the 
American way of life was the small boat owner. Refrig- 
erators on boats had always been of the ice type. For some 
reason they still are except in cases where an iceless type is

offered as an optional extra. However, ice is no longer to be 
found at every boat service dock. This has created a demand 
for iceless refrigeration equipment suitable for boat use. 
Those purchasing such equipment have a choice of two 
types—mechanical and absorption. 


MECHANICAL REFRIGERATION 
Mechanical refrigeration depends for its operation on a

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liquid having a low boiling point. While there are several 
liquids having this characteristic, there are other qualities 
that are also essential. First and foremost of these other 
features is that the liquid be non-toxic so that any liquid 
escaping from the system will not be harmful to persons

in the area. It must also be non-inflammable to eliminate 
danger of fire or explosion. Other desirable characteristics 
are: mix well with oil; easy to liquefy at moderate pressure 
and temperature; operate at a positive pressure. 

All of these requirements are satisfactorily met by a 
liquid known as Dichlorodifluormethane (CC1.F,) generally 
known as Freon 12. Freon 12, atmospheric pressure, boils 
at a temperature of -21°F. It can be changed back to a 
liquid under a pressure of 75 pounds at ordinary tempera- 
tures. The vapor is heavier than air and any that leaks out 
of the system will seek the low point in the boat. However 
since it is noninflammable there is no danger of fire or 
explosion. It represents no health hazard since the vapor 
will not irritate the skin, eyes, or throat. Both the liquid 
and the vapor are transparent and colorless. When the 
concentration of Freon is greater than 20%, its presence 
may be detected by an odor similar to ether. 

Referring to Figures 4 and 5, a mechanical refrigeration 
system includes the following basic parts: Receiver (1); 
Condenser (2); Compressor (3); Expansion Valve (6, not 
shown in Figure 5); Evaporator (8); and Connecting Pip- 
ing (4, 5, and 7, not shown in Figure 5). 


MECHANICAL REFRIGERATION CYCLE 


Heat is absorbed from the interior of the refrigerator by 
the refrigerant (Freon 12), causing the liquid to boil and 
thus changing it from a liquid to a vapor. The vapor is then 
compressed and forced into the condenser where the heat 
is absorbed by air or water. The removal of heat from the 
hot gas changes it back to a high pressure liquid, thus 
completing the cycle. 

Vaporization or change from liquid to vapor takes place

in the evaporator, item 8, Figure 5. Heat is absorbed from 
the cabinet interior and its contents by the refrigerant. 
Eventually the refrigerant is incapable of absorbing more 
heat and the temperature of the cabinet interior begins to 
rise. At a present point, contacts of an electric thermostat 
close, starting the compressor. 

The compressor, item 3, Figure 5, sucks the heat laden 
vapor from the evaporator and compresses it. Compression 
raises the temperature of the vapor 15 to 25 degrees above 
that of the condensing medium, which may be either air or 
water. 

High pressure gas is discharged by the compressor 
through discharge line 4 into condenser 2. Here the heat of 
vaporization is transferred to the cooling medium, causing 
the vapor to change to a high pressure liquid and return to 
receiver 1. 

Vapor removed from the evaporator must be replaced by 
more liquid at low pressure and low temperature. This is 
accomplished by expansion valve 8, which is supplied with 
high pressure liquid from receiver 1 through liquid line 7. 
The expansion valve changes the liquid pressure from high 
to low and admits the liquid to the evaporator as a wet 
vapor. When the pressure requirements within the evap- 
orator have been satisfied the valve closes stopping the flow. 


STANDARD REFRIGERATION UNITS 


Mechanical refrigeration systems for boat use are avail- 
able either as kits for installation in existing cold boxes or 
as complete cabinets with integral refrigeration units. The 
unit shown in Figure 5 is typical of a kit employing air 
cooling of the condenser. The compressor is of the open air 
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cooled type and is belt driven by an electric motor. A fan 
to increase air circulation through the condenser is mounted 
on an extension of the motor shaft. The unit, a product of 
the Electro Marine Products Inc., Royal Oak., Mich., is 
supplied for operation on 12, 24, or 32 volts direct current 
or 110 volts alternating current. The unit imposes a starting 
load of 40-45 amperes on a 12 volt system and a running 
load of 22 amperes. Prices for the complete refrigeration 
kit, including evaporator but excluding ice trays, start at 
$280. 

A water cooled unit as made by The Grunert Company, 
Osbornville, N. J. is illustrated in Figure 6. This unit em- 
ploys a water cooled condenser that is supplied by a water 
pump driven by the compressor motor. A strainer is also 
mounted on the equipment base to exclude foreign particles 
from the pump and condenser. 

The Grunert air cooled unit is shown in Figure 7. The 
kits include evaporator, condensing unit charged with 
Freon, refrigeration fittings, fuse block, switch, mounting 
parts and ice cube trays. 

Prices for units suitable for a six cubic foot box are $450 
for the water cooled type and $340 for the air cooled. 
Motor voltages available are 12, 24, 32, 110 D.C. and 
115 A.C. Water cooled units for a six cubic foot box are 
rated at 160 watts power consumption and for the air 
cooled units 190 watts. 

A refrigeration unit designed to operate from a 12, or 
32 volt battery supply when under way and from 120 volt 
A.C. shore supply is shown in Figure 8. Made by Aerosonic 
Marine Inc., Clearwater, Fla., the unit employs a hermet- 
ically sealed compressor directly driven by a D.C. motor of 
either 12, or 32 volts, for operation directly from the ship's 
storage battery. A rectifier is supplied that reduces shore 
power to the proper voltage and converts the A.C. to D.C. 
when shore power is used. The Aerosonic kit including 
compressor unit, evaporator, ice cube trays, rectifier, and all 
controls sells for $299 in the 12 volt model, and $310 in the 
32 volt model. All units carry a 5-year warranty. 

In addition to refrigeration kits for conversion from ice 
to iceless refrigeration, Aerosonic also makes a complete 
line of marine refrigerators in sizes from 2 cubic feet to 
12 cubic feet. There is also a 6 cubic foot deep freeze. All 
refrigerator cabinets have a molded fiberglass reinforced 
plastic liner and Freon-blown polyurethane insulation. 
Buyer has a choice of stainless steel door or any type of 
Formica finish. Complete refrigerator units range in price 
from $395.00 for the 2 cubic foot size to $1,000 for special 
two door combination refrigerator and deep freeze unit. 
The 2 cubic foot model is shown in Figure 9. 

A hermetically sealed unit for 12, or 32 volt power sup- 
ply is also made by Magna-Kold Co., P.O. Box 2385, Los 
Angeles, Calif. The Magna-Kold compressor unit is coupled 
to the motor magnetically, ‘eliminating shaft seals and pos- 
sible leakage of refrigerant. Weighing but 20 pounds, the 
unit is only 14%” long, 744” wide, and 8%” high. Appear- 
ance of the unit is similar to Figure 8. 

Another hermetically sealed compressor unit similar to 
Figure 8, is made by Marine Electronics-Refrigeration 
Corp., 3409 N. Halsted, Chicago 13, Ill. The 12 volt unit 
is priced at $219.50. Marine Electronics also makes a com- 
plete portable electric refrigerator, especially designed for 
outboards. The entire chest of 3 cubic feet capacity weighs 
but 35 pounds including the refrigeration unit. It is priced 
at $279.50 complete and ready to run. Operating from a 
12 volt battery, it imposes a load of 2.3 amperes. 

The Meco marine refrigeration unit employs a hermet- 
ically sealed compressor driven by an A.C. motor that is 
operated while the boat is connected to a dock power sup- 
ply. It employs a large evaporator filled with ice cube trays. 
The cubes are frozen while at the dock and are used to sup- 
ply refrigeration while the boat is under way. The complete 
kit less ice cube trays sells for $149.50. The unit is illus- 
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trated in Figure 10. Capacity of the evaporator when filled 
with trays is about equal to a 25 pound block of ice. Meco 
refrigeration units are made by Marine Equipment Co., 
1575 South Division Ave., Grand Rapids, Mich. 

With the exception of the last mentioned unit, all of the 
others discussed are designed for direct current operation 
from the boat’s storage battery. Overall power requirements 
have not been discussed because of the many factors affect- 
ing refrigerator operation. As indicated in the example 
given at the beginning of the article size, construction and 
insulation of the cabinet will affect the load. Location of 
the condensing unit is of extreme importance. If placed 
in a hot engine room condensing temperatures and 
pressures will be high. The increase in power requirements 
per ton of refrigeration as condensing temperature increases 
is shown by the curve, Figure 1]. These are theoretical 
values and do not include compressor efficiency, motor 
efficiency or friction losses. The curve presents a strong 
argument for water cooled condensers unless the unit can 
be placed in a well ventilated location with an ample supply 
of cool air. 

Use of the box is also an important factor in determining 
the total load. If there is an extensive use of ice cubes the 
continual loading of the trays represents a sizable load. 
The amount of food items stored and their temperature 
when placed in the box must also be considered. 

The temperature at which the box is operated affects 
the load on the compressor and its driving motor. The 
decrease in motor horsepower requirements per ton of 
refrigeration is shown by the graph, Figure 12. Again these 
values are theoretical and do not include efficiencies or 
losses. 

Because of these many unknown factors it is considered 
impractical to estimate the overall power requirements of 
a refrigeration system. 

Refrigeration units for operation from standard home 
power service, because of their large production, are much 
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bulkhead mounting easy.

less costly than D. C. powered units. However, their use 
aboard a boat has required a method of converting the 
available D. C. power supplied by the batteries to A. C. 
of the proper frequency and voltage. 

Until recently such converters have been rather ineffi- 
cient—50 to 60 per cent. They have also added to the 
number of moving parts requiring attention and which 
were subject to wear, thus increasing maintenance work of 
the electrical system. The introduction of transistorized 
power supplies has completely changed this situation. 
Transistorized power supplies have no moving parts and 
operate at efficiencies as high as 90%. Although their cost 
is rather high at the present time, it is quite probable they 
will become cheaper as the demand for such units increases. 
It may be possible in the future to purchase a low priced 
A. C. refrigeration unit complete with D. C.- to A. C. con- 
verter for less than the present cost of D. C. units. 

There is another type of mechanical refrigeration system 
that has considerable merit and which should have many 
applications in small boat operation. This involves the use of 
Dole cold plates made by the Dole Refrigerating Co., 5910 
North Pulaski Road, Chicago 30, Ill. The plates may be 
installed as shelves in the refrigerator cabinet, and are filled 
with a eutectic fluid that is chilled by a refrigeration com- 
pressor unit. The plates take the place of the normal evap- 
orator and can be designed to hold a given box temper- 
ature for any reasonable length of time such as 20 or 30 
hours. An automotive type compressor belt driven from 
the propelling engine can be used to charge the plates at 
proper intervals. Such a system is completely independent 
of electrical power supply and probably represents the 
simplest type of refrigeration system. 

When making an installation of motor operated refriger- 
ation equipment, carefully observe the following section 
of Fire Protection Standards for Motor Craft, NPA No. 
302, National Fire Protection Association:

Absorption type refrigerators are made in a wide variety 
of sizes for every boating requirement, the two and three 
cubic foot sizes being the most widely used. They range 
in price from $100 for the smallest unit to $182.50 for the 
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three cubic foot model. A two cubic foot model is illus- 
trated in Figure 13. This unit as supplied by Morphy- 
Richards, 232 S. Van Brunt, Englewood, N. J., has a 95 
watt heater unit. Under normal operation on a 70 degree 
day the heater is on about 70% of the time. On an 80 de- 
gree day the heater will function about 80% of the time. 
With temperatures of 90 degrees and above the heater will 
operate almost continuously. — G

LTHOUGH MOST DEEP-WATER sailors are en- 

thusiastic users of the U. S. Navy's Hydrographic 

Office Pilot Charts, few give more than a passing 
glance to the inscription at the top of each one. Yet behind 
that inscription lies the intriguing story of a man who made 
those charts possible and saved his nation’s maritime com- 
merce untold millions of dollars—only to become, a short 
time later, a man without a country. 

At the time of Matthew Fontaine Maury’s birth in 1806, 
the “art” of navigation was largely a matter of by-guess- 
and-by-gosh. Although sailing ships were at the mercy of 
the elements, little was known of the laws that governed 
winds and currents, and sailing routes were based pri- 
marily on tradition rather than knowledge. 

In fact, little progress had been made in improving this 
situation even by 1825 when young Maury entered the 
Navy as a Midshipman; although he first came into per- 
sonal contact with the problem while serving as Sailing 
Master of the Sloop-of-War Falmouth in 1831. Falmouth 
had been ordered to the South Pacific, and it occurred to 
Maury that such a lengthy voyage could be considerably 
shortened by setting his course for the most favorable 
winds and currents. 

After a search through all available navigational books, 
however, and after questioning all of the experienced sailors 
who would listen to him, Maury was able to draw but one 
inescapable conclusion—no wind or current data was avail- 
able, and without it there was no way of determining the 
quickest and safest course from one point to another. The 
situation was appalling, to Maury’s way of thinking, and 
he found it difficult to believe that no one had made an 
effort to provide this basic information so badly needed 
by the sailing ship master. 

The routine duties of a naval career left little opportunity 
for special interests, however, and his first opportunity to 
rectify the situation came in 1842 when Maury was made 
Superintendent of the Depot of Charts and Instruments at 
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Washington, D.C. There, in the forerunner of today’s 
Hydrographic Office, he found hundreds of old ship’s log 
books which had been forwarded to the Depot and stored 
away untouched. It was a priceless treasure of wind and 
current records from all the oceans of the world, but use- 
less except to the man who was willing to delve into the 
books and painstakingly extract and transcribe the usable 
information. 

Fortunately, Matthew Fontaine Maury was just such a 
man, and he was soon developing from those old records 
wind and current data that would be of untold value to 
future mariners. It quickly became obvious, however, that 
even with the mass of data available serious gaps existed 
in the information. In order to fill in these gaps, Maury 
began distributing blank charts to sea captains, asking them 
to fill in certain data such as ship’s track, direction and 
strength of wind and ocean currents, air and water temper- 
ature, and barometric pressure. In return for their co- 
operation, masters providing the information would: be 
furnished, free of charge, pilot charts and hydrographic 
bulletins issued by Maury’s office. 

At first response was poor. Then, in 1847, Maury pub- 
lished his first “Wind and Current Chart of the North 
Atlantic” along with a companion pamphlet entitled “Sail- 
ing Directions.” The chart recommended sea lanes to 
follow between various ports so as to obtain the most 
favorable winds and currents, while the “Sailing Direc- 
tions” explained the basis of his work and the use of the 
chart. Maury freely predicted that the use of his proposed 
sea lanes would result in saving many days sailing time; 
and although some scoffed, reports from masters using the 
charts verified every prediction Maury made. Soon days 
and even weeks were being cut from voyages, and demand 
for the chart and sailing directions mounted. Sailing time 
from New York to Rio de Janeiro, for example, averaged 
55 days before Maury’s first chart appeared. Ship captains 
following his sailing directions reduced their sailing time

to an average of 35 to 45 days, and as these reports spread, 
more and more captains began sending in observations in 
order to obtain the free charts and bulletins. 

Within a few years the average sailing time from New 
York to San Francisco had been shortened by some six 
weeks, and Maury’s fame spread rapidly. Honors were 
heaped upon him—President Fillmore mentioned Maury’s 
achievements in an annual message to Congress; Columbia 
University awarded him an honorary degree of Doctor of 
Laws; and, most important of all to Maury, by 1851 over 
a thousand ships were making use of his charts. 

To further promote the collection of scientific informa- 
tion throughout the oceans of the world, Maury suggested 
an International Conference which was called in Brussels 
in 1853. The United States, Belgium, Denmark, France, 
Great Britain, The Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, Russia, 
and Sweden met and agreed to collect nautical and mete- 
orological data and to freely exchange the information for 
the good of all. The spirit of goodwill engendered by 
Maury resulted in such enthusiasm that Australia, Brazil, 
Chile, Prussia, Sardinia, Spain, the free cities of Hamburg 
and Bremen, and the Papal States joined in the agreement 
after the conference closed. Thus most of the world came 
to accept Maury’s plans, and his shipping lanes were used 
by some 95 per cent of the world’s commercial carriers. 

Success and international prestige were not enough to 
save Maury from the injustices of petty politics, however, 
when Congress passed an act “to promote the efficiency 
of the Navy.” The screening board convened under this 
act in 1855, struck Maury’s name off the active duty list, 
although he was permitted to remain at the Depot of Charts 
and Instruments. Maury himself had little to say concern- 
ing the matter, but the clamor of indignation from the 
many who recognized an obvious injustice forced recon- 
sideration. As a result, the board’s action was finally over- 
ruled and some three years after his name had been struck 





from the list Maury was advised that he had been restored 
to active duty. 

Although Maury’s primary interest was in the sea, he 
also proposed establishment of a weather observation sys- 
tem on land. Urging a plan whereby farmers would make 
daily observations of wind and weather as well as condition 
and yield of crops, he envisioned a central office where 
the data would be processed into land charts similar to his 
sea charts. The land charts would then be available for 
use by farmers throughout the nation. As a further re- 
finement he also suggested telegraphing weather informa- 
tion periodically to all parts of the country to furnish 
advance warning of storms and severe weather such as 
freezes and droughts. Although his ideas were not adopted 
at that time, they represented, of course, the basic plan of 
what would one day develop as the United States Weather 
Bureau. 

His interest in land observations never deterred Maury 
from continuing his researches on the sea, and as his 
information developed his charts became even more use- 
ful. Soon he was issuing several types including track 
charts (giving general types of wind and weather to be 
expected), pilot charts (showing wind directions), trade 
wind charts (covering both trade wind regions and areas 
of dead calms), thermal charts (furnishing ocean water 
surface temperatures), and storm and rain charts (provid- 
ing data on prevalence and types of storms in particular 
areas). Along with the charts, his sailing directions con- 
tinued to expand and improve, and each edition furnished 
additional information of value to the mariner. 

Maury’s fame had reached a pinnacle of success when 
suddenly the threat of civil war overshadowed all else. 
Maury himself attempted to hold the Union intact by 
suggesting that Pennsylvania act as mediator between the 
northern and southern states. When all efforts failed, how-

ever, and Virginia passed an ordinance of secession, Maury’s 
conscience allowed but one choice. Resigning his commis- 
sion in the United States Navy, he left the scientific work 
he loved to offer his services to his native Virginia and 
her Confederate sisters. Although both France and Russia 
offered refuge to Maury so that he might continue his work 
in peace, he declined the offers in order to remain in the 
service of his beloved South. 

In retrospect it appears that Maury’s great mind and 
tremendous energy might have been put to good use by 
the Confederacy. Once again petty politics invaded Maury’s 
career, however. At the time that his name had been re- 
moved from the active Navy list and then later restored, he 
had earned the enmity of one Senator Mallory who had 
helped author the act to promote the efficiency of the Navy. 
Now this same Mallory turned up as the Confederate Sec- 
retary of the Navy and successfully relegated Maury to a 
minor role in the South. Eventually he even managed to 
have Maury assigned to England as a purchasing agent 
of ships for the Confederacy, and there he remained for 
the duration of the war. 

Finally departing England in May of 1865, Maury 
planned on returning to his beloved Virginia and settling 
down again with his family. Arriving in Havana on his way 
to the United States, however, he found waiting for him nu- 
merous letters from his many friends advising that he not 
return. Even his daughter Betty wrote that General Robert 
E. Lee had sent word that he was not to return for his own 
safety. As small as his contributions to the Confederate 
effort had been, he now found that they had made him a 
man without a country. Technically, the amnesty that had 
been granted following the war did not apply to persons who 
had served the southern cause outside of the Confederate 
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states. It was a technicality that had been generally ignored, 
but some northerners were particularly opposed to Maury 
because of the prestige that his name had lent to the south- 
ern cause; and there was little doubt that he would have 
been jailed had he set foot in the United States. 

An outcast from the land that had once honored him, 
Maury turned to Mexico and took up service with the Em- 
peror Maximilian. Appointed Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion, he laid plans for a system of emigration from the 
South to Mexico so that those southerners who had lost 
their homes and livelihoods during the war might make a 
fresh start. The plan began spectacularly, then faltered, 
and ultimately failed. Maury returned to England until the 
wartime tempers had cooled and friends were able to as- 
sure him that it was safe to return to his native country. 

Once again a man with a country, Maury returned to his 
native Virginia in July of 1868; and, after receiving several 
offers from institutions of higher learning, accepted the 
Chair of Meteorology at Virginia Military Institute. There 
he continued work on a series of school geography books 
that he had begun in England, and by 1871 the books were 
being used by some 5000 schools throughout the South. 
Once again Maury had proved himself a master in any task 
to which he set his mind. 

When Maury died in 1873 he was buried in Richmond, 
Virginia between the tombs of two former presidents, John 
Tyler and James Monroe. Although the science of meteor- 
ology has advanced well beyond his contributions, his mem- 
ory remains as America’s pathfinder of the seas; and his 
most lasting memorial is the statement at the top of each 
Hydrographic Office Pilot Chart—‘Founded upon the re- 
searches made in the early part of the nineteenth century 
by Matthew Fontaine Maury, while serving as a Lieutenant 
in the United States Navy.”— G&

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ENGINES FOR 
SAILBOATS 


Here's how to select, 
install and maintain an 


auxiliary power plant

OWERING A SAILBOAT is an entirely different 
Prove: from putting an engine in a power cruiser. True, 

your requirements are simpler. And, of course, you 
won't be relying entirely on your engine. Still, as boats are 
cruised and even raced nowadays you need more than ade- 
quate power, and you do want dependability. The actual 
selection of the engine should, in a way, be easier, and the 
basic cost of the unit considerably less. But against this, 
the installing can be more difficult, involving certain prob- 
lems that the power boat owner isn’t up against. Too, the 
installation is likely to be far costlier in relation to the engine 
price. From there on, getting complete and lasting satis- 
faction from any engine rests largely on how it is operated, 
serviced, and maintained. Concerning them all, though, the 
sailboat’s engine is at a disadvantage as compared to the 
power plant of the modern cruiser. 

Some rules are: (1) Select your engine intelligently BUT 
be a crank as to how it is installed. (2) Follow through by 
giving your engine every chance to do its best. Don’t baby 
it or hesitate to use it for it’s disuse rather than actual run- 
ning that’s responsible for so many engine ailments. Just 
see that your way of using it and of looking after its needs 
offset those disadvantages inherent to a sailboat installation. 

Much the same applies where you already have an engine, 
whether it’s a new one in a boat you've just bought or an 
engine that’s well along in years. Few of us pretend to be 
mechanics, but we’re all inclined to curse an engine if it 
misbehaves. Actually, it’s likely that some point of the instal- 
lation would stand correcting. Or a certain adjustment may 
be off, something simple that you should have learned to 
service, There’s even a good chance that your maintenance 
has been slipshod, that the plugs should be replaced, or that 
a hard-to-get-at fuel filter should be drained and properly 
cleaned. 

The best engine in the world will give constant trouble if 
the installation is badly planned or improperly carried out. 
Naturally, in buying a stock boat, one must pretty much 
assume that the engine is well put in. Even so, it pays to 
be able to check a boat in this respect. If instead you're 
thinking of putting in a new engine, say re-powering your 
boat, you may be largely on your own even though you'll 
hire the job done. In many sections the trouble is to find a 
yard or mechanic that’s familiar with sailboat installations. 
Mechanics only used to working on power cruisers just can’t 
be trusted with the planning or installing of an exhaust sys-

tem or line at all complicated. Nor is the average engine 
dealer likely to be up on the finer points of sailboat installa- 
tions. You can, however, get worthwhile advice from the 
engine’s manufacturer. I’ve found that the average manu- 
facturer will plan the entire layout for you, if you'll supply 
him with the hull plan and particulars of the boat. Many 
have booklets on sailboat installation. 

First, a brief rundown of the basic requirements. Then 
we can see what the different jobs entail. 

The beds must be properly strong and rigid, and the 
shaft true and properly held, before the engine can be lined 
up right or trusted to keep in alignment. The compartment 
or engine space should protect the installation from the 
weather. The fuel and cooling systems must supply the 
engine its running requirements, functioning properly with 
the boat heeled. All-important, the exhaust system must be 
trouble proof. As far as possible, the installation should be 
insulated against transmitting vibration, heat and noise to 
the rest of the boat. The fire hazard must be kept in mind 
and guarded against. All considered, the engine should be 
easily accessible from any side for maintenance or repairs. 
The same should apply for connected units—tanks, feed 
lines, strainers, valves, etc. Too, it should be possible to get 
the engine out without literally tearing up the boat. The 
whole thing is a big order and if only because of the usually 
limited space a certain amount of compromising must gen- 
erally be done. Just don’t sacrifice some worthwhile feature 
to gain in some less important respect. 

Possibly the worst sins are committed in trying to have 
the engine completely out of sight. That’s all right but only 
if the arrangement permits decent access to the running 
engine and allows plenty of air for combustion, and also 
affords sufficient ventilation to combat the condensation and 
dampness occurring during non-use. 

In repowering, where an engine that’s more powerful 
than the original one is invariably put in, the temptation is 
to use the old exhaust line, the water lines, and so on. Even 
a half-inch reduction in the exhaust system is pretty sure to 
spell trouble eventually. The backpressure resulting can rob 
any engine of power plus eventually resulting in real trouble. 
Even a properly installed engine has a hard enough time 
fighting this backpressure. By the same token, if you have 
any choice, as in planning the installation for a boat abuild- 
ing, step such parts up. That is, use say an inch larger 
exhaust line, oversize water lines, fuel tubing, etc. As I've 
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said, one seldom repowers with the same size engine, invari- 
ably wants more power. 


BEDDING THE ENGINE 


Ordinarily the hull shape—the deep Vee—complicates 
the fitting of the wood beds and makes it difficult to fasten 
the usually high members rigidly. Made-up metal outside 
tie brackets, cast in bronze or welded up of steel, help 
immensely. 

Have tops of beds low enough to take a three-quarter inch 
strip of oak plus the metal shims used in getting the final 
alignment. One can be really up against it, should he have 
to raise the engine off its beds to chop them down. Rubber 
mounting of a sailboat’s engine only complicates the install- 
ing, out of proportion to what's gained. 

Use hanger bolts, not ordinary lagscrews, for holding the 
engine down. Get bronze ones, which will last indefinitely. 
Ordinary or commercial brass can’t be trusted. 

Visualize keeping the bilge clean, and the time to do it 
is before actually putting the engine in. A metal drip pan 
is worthwhile. An improvement when there isn’t room for 
a pan, is to concrete the space beneath the engine, shaping 
the fill-in sump fashion. Pitch used for this purpose won't 
stand oil. But pitch finally topped off with an inch or so of 
cement is perfect. 

Right at this point you can avoid most of the messiness 
and work of changing the engine oil by fitting a drain line 
of some sort using the drainplug fitting you'll find at the 
low point of the pan. Too, it will permit doing a more thor- 
ough job of the changing. Usually it’s impossible to use this 
drain—there isn’t room beneath the engine. The trick is to 
put in a street ell and a long enough piece of pipe so that 
the end can be fitted with a valve and is accessible. A shal- 
low container can be used for drawing out the old oil. This 
pipe fitting should be done before dropping the engine onto 
its beds. 


THE PROPELLER HOOKUP 

Likely you'll be relying on a rubber-bushed outside bear- 
ing and the conventional inside stuffing box with packing 
nut. Equally good is the flax packed type inside, with an 
outside one too. Again, use hanger bolts rather than lags. 
Usually those holding the stuffing box enter the end grain 
wood of the shaft log, which can be bad, particularly as a 
boat gains age. A leak here, between the flange of the stuff- 
ing box and the wood, can be a mean one to correct. In a 
bad case it may be necessary to braze plates to the flange 
permitting extra fastenings. By the some token it pays to 
originally use a four-bolt stuffing box rather than the usual 
lighter two-bolt type. 

The shaft alley itself may be lead lined or bare wood. 
Packing it with hard grease is good practice, if outside bear- 
ing is flax packed. With the rubber type, no. Introducing 
paraffin, pouring the melted wax into the alley is a good 
idea. The turning shaft heats the wax sufficiently so that a 
new seal is formed each time the engine is stopped. It’s sensi- 
ble to at least have the stuffing box tapped to take a grease 
cup, which if turned down occasionally will both lubricate 
the bearing (stuffing box) and help keep water out. The bit 
of grease that seeps back won’t harm the rubber of the 
outside bearing. Definitely, it’s advantageous to be able to 
get at the stuffing box with the engine running. 

The shaft must, of course, be the size the engine specs 
call for. If you do have to use a smaller diameter, as in 
repowering without being able to enlarge the alley for taking 
new, larger bearings, it’s sensible to rebuy in Monel, figuring 
that the extra strength over bronze will get you by. A simple 
safeguard against what can happen—the shaft and prop 
being backed out of the engine coupling—is to put a split 
collar on the shaft just enough ahead of the stuffing box not 
to interfere with turning down its gland. In any case drill 
slightly to give those shaft coupling set screws a proper 
hold, don’t just turn them in. Also drill holes in their heads 
so you can wire them against backing out. 
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A flexible coupling is well worthwhile IF: (1) it’s a 
“good” one; (2) it is used against merely minor misalign- 
ment or any slight change of alignment. That is, it shouldn’t 
serve as a sort of universal joint. Otherwise, in coupling up 
the engine rigidly “perfect” alignment is essential. That 
means the flange of the shaft half must pull into place truly, 
then the pair hug uniformly tight for the entire circumfer- 
ence when checked with a thin feeler gauge or pieces of 
writing paper. 

Should the propeller be a two-bladed or a three? The 
first is, of course, better from the sailing standpoint, the 
three more efficient power-wise. Some compromise here. 
We, during our twice a year hauling, put our two-blade on 
in the spring, figuring that during the summer we'll be using 
sail mostly. In fall hauling we substitute the three-blade 
since one relys almost entirely on power for the inland 
waterway trip. On day-long runs the difference—an evener 
beat and less vibration—it quite apparent, and no doubt 
there is a gain in actual driving power. 

Of course, you can get around wheel drag by using a 
feathering wheel or a folding type. In racing where any gain 
performance-wise can make the difference, O.K. But not 
in cruising where the engine will be used quite extensively. 
One must consider the possibility of the greater vulnerability 
to damage and the difficulty of getting any repairs made. 
Again, some compromise. Several friends who race their 
boats in northern waters during the summer, but follow the 
southern circuit in the winter, switch props and use a solid 
three-blade for the Waterway. They put on the costlier 
feathering or folding one upon arrival as a part of tuning up 
for the actual racing. 

Another problem one can run into in repowering occurs 
where the aperture astern is too small for the diameter pro- 
peller you’re advised to use with the new engine. There 
should be the accepted one-inch clearance between the tips 
of the blades and the wood. If not, a propeller manufac- 


turer may be able to offer a solution. Sometimes it’s a matter 
of reducing the diameter suggested, upping the ratio of pitch 
accordingly. But the advantage of dealing direct with the 
propeller manufacturer is the chance of his being able to 
provide a wheel with greater blade area for the given 
diameter. 

Be sure that it is possible to change the propeller—to get 
it free of the shaft end without damaging the thread there. 
If the wheel has to be quite close to the stern bearing don’t 
worry. Check to see if there is room for using an ordinary 
wheel-puller. If not someone, sometime, will hammer the 
hub unmercifully, which won’t help any. When one cruises 
out of the way sections it pays to carry a wheel puller, if 
only so that your strange-railway man will have one to use. 
Even more important, where an ordinary puller won’t work 
have a device made that will, and carry it aboard. Any 
good mechanic can make you one out of a couple of stout 
steel bars and a few bolts. 


THE EXHAUST LINE 

Two points must be guarded against: (1) backpressure, 
(2) water of any sort; sea water, or water from the cooling 
system, or condensation, getting to the innards of the en- 
gine. Great strides have been made in working out exhaust 
line layouts that are more or less standard yet each installa- 
tion is likely to present some particular problem. In most 
cases it’s the engine being so low in relation to the water- 
line, with the head at waterline level, if not just below it, 
that’s bad. At the same time a very shallow draft hull can 
often pose problems. A catboat with its low topsides and 
stern and huge cockpit, for example. 

However it is managed, the exhaust line should have a 
high spot above the waterline so that the remainder of the 
line can be given a downward slant in discharging through 
the transom or counter. Sketch 1 shows a typical layout of

this nature. Notice, commencing from the manifold, that 
there is a Tee pipe fitting with a six inch nipple closed by 
a pipe cap. Or it could be fitted with a drain valve. This is 
a cheap and effective safeguard against condensation, which 
can form in the line. With the engine off, excess condensa- 
tion can sometimes be siphoned into the engine. 

Next comes a piece of flexible exhaust hose used to make 
the slight bend. Or use pipe. In any part of the line avoid 
sharp bends. That is, instead of using a 90 degree elbow 
use a couple of 45’s and a short nipple to make the bend 
more gradually. Follows a long water-jacketed section. Or 
it could be pipe, only in which case, it would be hot since 
water cannot be injected into the actual line until beyond 
the high point. It it’s hot pipe you'd likely want to lag it 
with asbéstos, keeping it a couple of inches clear of any 
woodwork. Even so insulated it would heat up the after end 
of the boat. You'll notice that there is a hatch here to draw 
off such heat as there is. A straight section of waterjacketed 
pipe like this is not too costly to have made up: it’s the odd 
shapes that run high. 

You'll notice the cooling water is led from the water- 
jacketed section into a standard water-cooled muffler, even- 
tually discharging the water through the short length of 
heavy hose connected to the through-hull fitting in the tran- 
som. Using hose like this often simplifies getting into some 
hard to reach section. Notice that the entire line, muffler 
and all, is well supported, the whole thing being quite heavy. 

I’ve shown a shutoff valve towards the outboard end of 
the line although here there should be no need of it. This 
can be a peace-of-mind feature, when sailing with a strong 
wind and steep following seas. At least it’s more positive 
than using a wood plug in the exhaust outlet at such times. 
Notice that there is a six-inch deckplate permitting opening 
and closing the valve which should be a gate type. As with 
using a plug, there should be some safeguard against at- 
tempting to start the engine with the exhaust closed off. On 
one boat having this feature those few times I used the valve 
I hooked the engine’s ignition key to the handle. Then if 
the key was missing from the switch I'd remember and in 
retrieving it would open the valve. Otherwise I'd avoid any 
valve or trick arrangement of the sort that’s supposed to be 
remembered before starting the engine. Or worse, that’s 
intended to be turned off before stopping it. You'll eventu- 
ally forget the first some time when you want to get the 
engine started in a hurry. With the latter you'll likely be in 
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trouble if the engine quits without warning. Notice while 
still looking at this installation that there’s a drain cock at 
the low point of the waterjacketed section. While this is a 
safeguard against freezing in cold weather, permitting drain- 
ing the line, it’s surprising how much gunk will come out. 
If so, it’s a good idea to connect up to the opposite end 
outlet with a water hose to flush out the jacket. 

Sketch II shows use of a Maxim model TR silencer. This 
is designed especially for sailboat use and actually combines 
in a single unit the features of muffler, water trap and stand- 
pipe. If there is room to get the unit well above the engine, 
as here, putting in the exhaust line is greatly simplified, 
since the remainder can be run up or down. It may have 
humps as required by the peculiarities of the installation, but 
by rights there shouldn’t be a low point that might hold 
water to freeze in cold weather. If unavoidable, a drain with 
shutoff could be fitted at such a point. Hose could, of 
course, be used for this entire after section of the line since 
it is well cooled. Hose, incidentally, is not as easily harmed 
as is pipe by trapped water freezing. 

With some engines there is the option of having the ex- 
haust outlet at the forward end of the manifold, which in 
the occasional installation can be advantageous. Then, of 
course, mufflers come in different shapes, some being more 
compact than others because of the metal used. Monel as 
against the old cast iron, for example. Or the new rubber 
mufflers, another wet type, are light in weight and are very 
satisfactory even in diesel service. Then there are direct 
systems which discharge more or less directly through the 
side of the boat. Some even use mufflers made to order by 
a local metal shop. The most popular system of this nature 
is called the North Sea type, which is particularly popular 
for double-enders. There are different applications but the 
principle is to keep the high point and muffling device or 
standpipe just aft of the engine, then lead the twin discharge 
lines to just above the waterline, one either side. This avoids 
the faults of the single-side type: water isn’t as likely to get 
into the engine when under sail as one line drains the other; 
one of the pair is always discharging in the clear, and there 
is not as much tendency for fumes to sweep across the 
cockpit when powering with the wind abeam. 

What should be used for exhaust lines? Undoubtedly, 
iron—ordinary steel pipe—is best for next to the manifold, 
and it may as well be ordinary black, not galvanized. Brass 
and copper do not stand up to the intense heat well. Soil 
pipe, which is actually iron, will last almost indefinitely 
when used for the dry exhaust system of a big diesel. Other- 
wise I'm all for brass or copper, or for very costly made-up 
monel. Waterjacketed sections made of ordinary pipe are 
entirely satisfactory for fresh water service, and although 
they'll stand up to salt water better than you might suppose, 
their safe life is three to five years. This could mean replac- 
ing the line during the engine’s usable life. Where brass or 
copper is used, the line will undoubtedly remain safe for 
your time of using the engine, whether it’s five years or ten. 
Using heavy hose (double clamp the ends using stainless 
steel clamps) simplifies the installation and undoubtedly 
has some quieting effect. It also helps when the time comes 
to replace the line. Ordinarily one has a union in the line, 
or if it’s big enough, bolted flanges, to provide for replace- 
ment but nonetheless you generally end up hacksawing a 
nipple. 

The cooling water lines should be reasonably accessible 
so that you can take an occasional look at them. A faulty 
intake line can easily sink a boat and everything about it 
must be right. Use bronze pipe and fittings plus heavy hose, 
shoving ends of latter well onto pipe and double clamping. 
The intake should definitely have a seacock, which should 
be opened and closed occasionally to check working order. 
Personally, I like two intakes, one each side the keel, lead- 
ing to a common line to the engine. It’s so easy for a single 
intake, even where protected by a slotted scoop, to suck up 
a jellyfish or a leaf, to starve the engine of water and over- 
heat it badly. Here too, I like lines oversize, not only for 
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their extra capacity, but for when-and-if I put in a new and 
larger engine. I want a standard water strainer.in the intake 
line, rigidly held where I can get to it. However the dis- 
charge water is handled, some or all of it to cool the exhaust 
line, the various lines should, if necessary. be able to handle 
the entire volume. Water backpressure is almost as bad as 
exhaust backpressure, for it can mean an overload that the 
pump won't handle for long. 

The fuel tank arrangement should not only supply the 
engine under any working condition but be super-safe. More 
so than for other parts of the installation, safety approved 
ways of doing things have become standard. The necessary 
information is readily available, say from your tank manu- 
facturer or the engine folk. Monel, stainless, or galvanized 
—whatever the tank is made of, it should be strong enough 
to take the surging load of gas. I’ve seen locally made 
stainless fuel tanks that were so lightly fabricated that they 
required being cased with wood. Usually this happens where 
the cost of a special shape must be kept down. The trouble 
with a stock-shaped tank is that it holds comparatively little 
fuel for the given space occupied. One made-to-fit would 
likely hold half as much again. However, if I had to save 
money on tanks I'd use the standard factory-made cylin- 
drical ones. Copper fuel tanks are pretty much obsolete. 
displaced by stainless steel ones, which are rather costly. 
The heavy galvanized type are cheap and very strong, and 
with ordinary precautions taken against getting water in the 
fuel don’t rust badly. They are safe for up to ten years. 
They do put a whitish powder into the gas but it is not as 
much a nuisance as the gum usually encountered with a 
copper tank can be. A good strainer, kept decently cleared, 
will catch the chalky stuff. 

Needless to say, water in the fuel can be blamed for a lot 
of engine letdowns, and sailboats are more prone to water 
trouble than cruisers. Water is generally slopping around 
on deck, so make a habit of smearing a little cup grease on 
the threads of the fill screw-cap after fueling up. If you 
cruise out-of-the-way waters, be on your guard in fueling 
at small docks. Better still, do all your tank filling through 
a big funnel fitted with fine gauze screen. It’s surprising the 
small trash and water that you'll catch. The mesh may not 
be entirely proof against the latter but it will allow you to 
detect any considerable amount in the dock’s fuel. A good 
fuel strainer is, of course, your best safeguard against dirt 
or water. “Good” means the extra capacity marine type, 
not the glass-bowl automotive sort. Mount it rigidly, where 
it will be accessible for cleaning, but don’t rely on it 
exclusively. 

You should have positive type fuel line valves (such as

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the Kerotest packless type), not mere shut-off cocks. One 
at each tank, and for a long line to the engine, another is 
sensible. If possible, lines should be oversize. They should 
be well supported and without low spots to encourage plug- 
ging. If it’s the usual copper tubing, replace everything 
every five years. The new flexible fuel hose is a worthwhile 
improvement especially for handling hard-to-hold diesel 
fuel. 

The fuel fill-line should run tight to the deck. The piece 
of hose likely to be used to simplify connecting to the deck 
plate and to absorb any shape-changing and vibration should 
preferably be neoprene. Ends double clamped, of course. 
Try to keep the line straight enough to permit stick-checking 
the tank’s quantity of gas. Again, have everything here 
oversize, if practicable. Modern fuel pumps deliver gas 
fast and if a busy attendant has to cut down the nozzle flow 
he’ll kick or be careless. The tank’s air vent is of more 
importance than you may think. The line must be proof 
against water entering, and the outlet should be in a safe 
place, where a smoker is not apt to get too close. See that 
the tubing hasn't been flattened in making the bend and 
screen the outlet in some way against nest-building insects 
entering. 

For my money, the simpler the ignition and electrical 
systems the better. Water and electricity don’t mix and at 
the best a sailboat’s below deck spaces can be damp with 
the boat unoccupied. Get the best! The same goes for ex- 
tra equipment, a faulty or poorly installed side item can 
easily be the weak link in your engine-safety chain. The 
battery(s) should be close to the engine to make for short 
hotter leads. It should be -accessible for servicing and held 
securely in a lead- or fiberglass-lined tray against shifting 
or spilling acid. There should be a master switch for dis- 
connection of electrical connections upon leaving the boat. 
If you really want to play safe, have the ignition key or the 
starter button located where you can’t help but take a glance 
at the engine—and more important smell for gasoline va- 
pors—before pushing that button. It should be possible to 
reach the button from outside in case the engine stalls in 
docking. On one boat I had a short stick with cupped end 
kept handy for that. A proper bilge blower is fine, but the 
records show that the boats that “go up” often have one, 
also that the fireworks commence when that button is 
pushed. 


ENGINE CONTROLS 


Engine controls must be positive in their working with 
nothing apt to let go at an awkward moment. Poorly located 
controls—the reverse lever and throttle—are a nuisance. 
Yet, if located to be really convenient, they'll be in the way 
sailing. So, you compromise. But in planning the hookup 
you should visualize operating the boat under difficulties. 
What’s to be avoided particularly aboard a cruising boat that 
will be used under power, is having the reverse lever and 
throttle placed so that you practically have to leave the 
tiller unattended—so that you can’t see ahead properly— 
during the several seconds of reaching ahead or down to 
shift. Anything can happen within that time if you’re work- 
ing about a crowded dock or edging into or out of a narrow 
tide-swept slip. 

However it’s done, the arrangement should be proof 
against too much water getting below should the boat be 
boarded by a sea and the cockpit flooded. The same goes 
for the mounting of the instrument panel. A sailboat friend 
recently criticized an outboarder member of our little club 
tor outchering tne side walls of his boat’s selfdraining water- 
tight motor compartment in leading the steering and other 
controls, etc. through it. With conditions right—or wrong 
—about as much water could get below, escape around the 
reverse lever deck plate or through the low-down instru- 
ment panel cutout of my friend’s own cutter as would go 
down the tiny cockpit scuppers. Gasketing a panel of 
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Plexiglas over the let-in panel may make it a bit harder to 
read the gauges, but it makes a cockpit more truly water- 
tight. 


OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE 


Few of us care to be slaves to an engine. In fact, the less 
one tinkers unnecessarily with his engine the better: get it 
running right, then leave it alone. If there is anything wrong, 
have the fault righted, of course. But be careful who you 
let work on your engine. When you do need help, pay the 
bit extra it may cost to get a good marine-engine mechanic. 

Make it a habit to start the engine before leaving the dock 
or mooring even though you'll be getting away under sail. 
Or weekly if merely visiting the boat or staying put in har- 
bor. Just run it long enough to see everything is functioning 
properly and limber it up in case the engine be needed in 
a hurry. What makes a sailboat engine’s lot particularly 
hard is that it’s run wide open immediately after starting, 
rather than being given a chance to warm up first. 

For any testing have the boat made fast to a dock so you 
can operate the engine in gear or under load. After having 
a Certain job done, even a major tuneup, spend the bit extra 
it will cost to take the mechanic out for a short trial trip. 

Where a yard is to winterize the engine and do the spring 
recommissioning be sure it’s a reputable one, and have your 
name on their list early. If you propose doing both, read up 
on such work, and unless you're truly competent have a 
mechanic give the engine a spring tuneup to get you started 
off right. 

Then and/or as required during the season do such serv- 
icing or maintenance as: checking or cleaning the flame ar- 
restor; changing the oil cartridge along with replenishing 
crankcase oil; checking the engine’s alignment, in the spring 
and later in the season; checking the reverse gear adjust- 
ment, seeing at least that it clicks into the different positions 
and sticks there; checking the water and fuel filters at proper 
intervals and doing your draining or cleaning before actu- 
ally necessary; oiling the generator and starter motor at 
regular intervals; giving, each time you start, the water 
pump’s grease cup a twist, and replenishing its supply as 
necessary; looking after the stuffing box, including adding 
packing when necessary. Try to maintain that adjustment 
which permits the gland to leak a few drops while running. 
Undoubtedly, a new owner’s best way to get onto such care 
is to start out by having a mechanic go through the entire 
procedure, explaining how each step should be done and 
the reason for it. 

Keep the engine instruction manual and parts list aboard. 
Carry such tools as may be needed. Also, plenty of spares 
—extra sparkplugs; small ignition system parts, including a 
spare condenser and even an extra coil; a fuel pump dia- 
phragm or complete fuel pump (a tough thing to repair by 
emergency means); a spare fuel filter bowl, if yours is made 
of glass; packing material for the water pump and stuffing 
box, and preferably a cylinder head gasket. If you cruise 
seriously, have to depend on out-of-the-way places should 
anything go wrong, having the needed part aboard may 
save you up to a week's time over someone's having to order 
it. One inlet and one exhaust valve spring; a generator drive 
belt, if your engine uses one; some fuses; a Bendix drive 
assembly for your starter—are some of the extras that come 
to mind, remembering our past experiences of being broken 
down in the hands of back-country mechanics. 

In any case, have enough engine oil aboard so that you 
can keep going should a serious oil leak develop. And don't 
underestimate the sensibility of the junk stuff that you see 
aboard the average cruising boat—the bits of wire, pieces 
of tubing, patches of gasket stuff, friction tape, assorted 
nails, screws, bolts. And so on. You too will learn to im- 
provise. 

I’m not the salty sort. In cruising if our speed drops below 
a couple of knots I turn the engine on. If in following a 
difficult channel it’s blowing hard I feel better if the engine 
is going. — G 
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Build A Ladder 
For Flying Bridge 


F ANYONE is looking for an inexpensive way to put a 

ladder on his boat in order to get up on his flying bridge, 
I would suggest you stop in at a hardware store and pur- 
chase some of the aluminum tubing sold for railings, and 
make a ladder yourself. 

It is very simple to do. Only tools required are a hack 
saw, ruler, screwdriver and drill. The elbow flanges and 
steps are all put together by a lock which is inserted in the 
tube air locked by means of tightening a screw. 

For those wishing to do so, the aluminum can be bent 
to form a curved top to the ladder. You can also give it 
a coat of galvanic paint, and then paint it chrome or any 
desired color. 

This ladder may be built in several hours, and the cost 
is around $12.00.

Stay Away from My Tow 


A commercial pilot, deeply concerned with safety, 
gives his ten rules for safe boating on the river

and warm. A good day for towboats, too. Towboats 

like the Valley Transporter, down, with 41 barges and 
6,000 horsepower. The pilothouse talk was as light and 
pleasant as the day as the Transporter neared Robinson 
Crusoe Light. Capt. Haynes poured it on as he drove the 
Transporter and her 41 barges hard into the bend. The 
water sucked away from the bank. A section of bank and 
three tall willows crashed into the river. The 1,400 foot 
long, 40,000-ton tow was now committed to the narrow 
twisting channel. Now there could be no stopping, no 
turning back, no second guessing, short of disaster for 
the Transporter, her crew, and her tow. 

A sudden chilled silence filled the pilothouse. There on 
a bar now exposed by the rapidly falling river was a family 
picnic. An outboard cutting a curved white arrow reversed 
its course to pass across the bow of the tow. Capt. Haynes, 
with words more prayer than curse, blew for a starboard 
passing. This bend was going to be almost full of tow. 
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| WAS A WATER SKIER’S day—bright, blue, calm

Outside the channel were snags, caving banks, the terrific 
swell of the tow, and almost certain swamping or grounding 
of the whining outboard. 

The outboard operator, his wife and a very small boy 
pulled a young girl skier. All waved gaily. Another fast 
sharp turn across the Transporter’s bow. This would put 
them on the starboard and, if they didn’t change their 
minds, and if they could turn the head of the bar before 
the Transporter caught them, they might just make it. 
Several deckhands with ringbuoys in hand watched the 
situation develop. It was going to be close. 

This swing of the outboard brought the picnickers close 
enough to get a real good look at the size and speed of the 
tow bearing down upon them. The woman screamed and 
pointed excitedly to the tow. 

“Now he knows,” said Capt. Haynes grimly as the man 
drove his outboard frantically toward the only possible 
point of escape at the head of the bar. The long arc 
described by the skier threw the long legged girl up on

the bar, which started caving off. The girl lay crumpled 
up on the bar. It didn’t look like the caving bank would 
reach her. 

The man could now feel the surge of the tons of water 
being displaced by the leading barge. The wake was huge 
and black. He got a quick look at the terrific turbulence 
cast by the twin 120” screws of the Transporter. The 


woman held the boy in her arms. No gay laughter in the 
boat now. No laughter in the white pilothouse either— 
only the throb of the engines below and the keening of 
the outboard as all eyes judged speed, and distance, and 
water, and a snag, and the current, and the head of the bar. 
The radio operator was asking the dredge Burgess 15 miles 
downstream to prepare for the Transporter’s passing. 

“He may make it if he doesn’t capsize,” said the pilot. 

“It’s the best we can do for him,” said the Master. He 
spoke into the speaking system. “Ready with ring buoys 
on deck.” 

Deckhands leaned on the guardrail making frantic 
motions for the man to cut hard around the head of the 
bar. He shook his fist at the Transporter. He took one look 
at the approaching stern wave and whipped the outboard 
about in a tight turn. For a perilous moment the boat stood 
on edge, then found itself and skittered forward and out of 
sight behind some willows before the stern wave caught it. 

All over the Transporter went the word, “He made it! 
He made it!” The pilothouse was warm and sunny again. 
The smell of strong coffee preceded Oscar, the cook. “How 
about some hot coffee, Captain?” 

“Thank you, Oscar,” said Captain Haynes, “we can. use 
some.” 

“This happen often, Captain?” I asked. 

“More often all the time. You know how many out- 
boards are in use? Millions! And too many of their own- 
ers think you can pull a towboat with 20, or 30, or 40, or 
even 50 barges over to the bank like an outboard. I have 
had them come longside and ask for gasoline. They will 
criss-cross right before the head of my tow. They ride my 
wake. Why, I have met them right in the channel at night 
—with no lights!” 

“But, Captain, that’s suicide. And, after all, these people

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The two men look small in comparison to the twin 10-foot 
wheels which drive the Valley Transporter. These wheels 
create a mighty turbulence that boatmen should avoid. 
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come out for pleasure, not death. Or are people just plain 
ornery?” 

“No, these are nice folks. But millions of them are on 
the lakes and rivers for the first time in their lives. They 
just don’t know what to do, or not to do, or how dangerous 
the river can be.” 

Here are Ten Rules For Safe Boating On The River 
which Captain Haynes suggests: 

1—“Please do not cross close in to the head of a tow. 
A boat like the Valley Transporter may be coming down 
the river driven by 6,000 horsepower and a five mile cur- 
rent. The tow may be 80 feet wide and 1,400 feet long and 


drawing 9 feet of water. If I reverse my engines, it may be 
60 seconds before any difference can be noticed in the tow’s 
progress. Decisions for steerage on a big tow are taken 
several miles away. 

2—“Avoid the area immediately behind a towboat at all 
costs. The Transporter is driven by twin 10 foot wheels. 
The turbulence is terrific. Don’t get caught here. 

3—*“Don't cruise alongside a towboat. The tow and boat 
is displacing tons of water. It will toss a boat like a chip 
of wood. 

4—“If you are meeting a tow and you have little free- 
board, make for the bank—fast! 

5—“In narrow channels, avoid the river bends for fishing 
or launching. Modern towboats drive the bends. Don’t 
make a pilot choose between endangering his tow and crew 
and swamping a small boat. Often, even at the price of his 
tow and his reputation as a pilot, he cannot save you. 

6—“If your boat is under power, head into the wake. If 
you are trapped without power, get your passengers on 
the bank. Make every effort to let the pilot know you are 
in trouble. Wave your hands, outstretched, palms down, 
crossing them in front of you. The pilot will do everything 
he can to avoid swamping you. 

7—‘The pilot is not just saying hello when he blows his 
whistle. One blast means a starboard passing; two blasts, 
a port passing; four blasts, a distress signal. If you don’t 
know the standard signals, make for the nearest bank. 

8—“Avoid being out on the river at night. If you must, 
be sure you having running lights. Remember that the 
commercial pilot is navigating by river charts, channel re- 
ports, searchlights and radar. The river at night is just no 
place for a small boat. 

9—“Never anchor in the channel at night. Always show 
an anchor light wherever you are. Know where the channel 
is—and stay outside the buoys.

10—‘Learn and use ‘The Pilot Rules’ and ‘Motorboat 
Regulations’ issued by the Coast Guard. This can be a 
matter of life and death to you.” 

“Well, Captain, I’ve been thinking about getting a boat, 
but you scare me.” 

Capt. Haynes laughed. “Did I sound that grim? Actually, 
river people are deeply concerned about this problem. You 
get serious quickly about life on the river. But almost any- 
one can have a lifetime of fun on the river—if he will only 
learn a little about the river and his boat.” 

“Is there any other advice you would give a new boat 
owner, Captain?” 

“Yes,” said Capt. Haynes, “there are three things which 
I would like to see every boat owner, new or old, do. 

“Get a copy of ‘The Pilot Rules’ and ‘Motorboat Regula- 
tions’—and study them. 

“Keep your boat properly equipped and in good con- 
dition. 

“Join a local group which is active in promoting safe 
boating—the Propeller Club or a Coast Guard Auxiliary 
unit for example. 

“And, finally, please remember that the commercial pilot 
is usually a friendly and considerate man. He will never 
endanger your life or your property intentionally because 
his job and his reputation depends on his record.

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Join Lines With the Short Splice 


Step-by-step instructions, photos show 


LL boating enthusiasts should learn 

the art of knotting and splicing, 
and so forth. Nowadays, the tendency 
is to use more and more metal and less 
cordage. The deadeye and the laniard 
have taken a backseat. The toggle is 
supplanted by the shackle. Yet, when- 
ever these modern appliances break 
down, as they will at times, then the 
old seaman’s craft in knowing how to 
pass a lashing or a seizing, and to knot 
and splice, are invaluable. It may 
make all the difference between safety 


1 Unlay the strands of the 

rope for a distance equal 
to three circumferences. The 
illustration, above, shows 
the left-hand rope dark and 
the right-hand light to better 
demonstrate the subsequent 
moves. Marry the ropes to- 
gether so that the dark 
strand comes between two 
light strands. 


strongest way of joining rope 


and disaster in an emergency. 

The adage “How long is a piece of 
string?” could be jockied with the re- 
tort that it depends upon the number 
of joins in it. A more practical ques- 
tion is, however, “How strong is a 
piece of rope?” And that really would 
depend upon the type of joins in it. 

Knots cut the tensile strength of a 
rope to approximately 50%. In other 
words, a rope designed to take a work- 
ing pull of say 5,000 pounds, when 
joined by a knot could be safely used 


2 Whip the strands togeth- 

er with a section of mar- 
line. Although this opera- 
tion is not absolutely neces- 
sary, it will make for a 
neater job in the learning 
stages. Tie down the left 
set of strands shown below 
a little off center to facili- 
tate the handling of the free 
strands. 


If you must 
have strength in the join, then splice. 
Below is a table showing the effi- 
ciencies of a few common knots and 
splices:

Bowline 50

3 With the fid, open any 

light strand next to the 
marrying point as illustrated 
above. The opening in the 
light rope should be large 
enough to permit passage 
of the single dark strand. 
Fids are often made of the 
hardest wood obtainable 
and, in some cases, they are 
fashioned from whalebone. 
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Right, the splice is complete except for cutting 


the ends. Above, roll splice under foot to work in. 


percentage of hauling strength which 
the join has, as compared with the 
actual strength of the rope being 
joined. These figures will vary, some- 
what, with the individual join. 

This table shows that the strongest 
join is performed by the short splice. 
Its main disadvantage being that it 
doubles the rope size and is, therefore, 
not suited for pulley work. It is also 
subject to chafing and wear. Never- 
theless, if it is strength you want, learn 
the short splice.—GoORDON S. SMITH 


4 The nearest dark strand 

is passed through the 
opening having first passed 
over a light strand. This 
operation, below, is per- 
formed against the lay of 
the rope. After passing the 
dark strand through the 
opening, pull the dark strand 
firmly to insure a neat and 
secure splice. 
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5 Tuck the remaining two 

dark strands, shown 
above, in the manner de- 
scribed in step 4.

FITTING OUT 
with Jim Emmett 
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RATLINE CLAMPS 
CHARTER BOAT captain friend 
is enthusiastic over his latest way 

of attaching the ratlines to his sport 
fisherman’s rigging. He has tried them 
all, he says, and so have I. The tra- 
ditional tarred hemp or other rope rat- 
lines sag badly and have the fault of 


letting go without warning. Wood 
steps lashed on tend to slide down, 
whether held by marline or wire. My 
friend’s thought was to try and do the 
job right even though it meant extra 
work and expense: he wanted ratlines 
that would remain dependable and re- 
quire no attention. The end clips he

had made up, bent out of flat brass and 
drilled as shown. The wood parts he 
made himself, out of locust, made in 
pairs, and with the varying lengths to 
suit. These lengths are best figured, he 
explains, by laying out or drawing the 
run of the rigging full size on your 
dock, working from mast height, beam, 
and lower spread measurements. 

As he points out, the “steps” are 
held in three ways. In fastening the 
wood part, with the clips about the 
shrouds, enough clamping pressure is 
applied so that the stove bolts will pull 
the throat of the clip tight to the wire. 
That, of course, is the reason for the 
shaped ends of the step being made un- 
dersize for the wire diameter. Then the 
tapered spread of the shrouds, their 
leading to a more or less common 
point aloft, means that when the clips 
are pulled in line to secure the step, the 
lower edge of each tends to bite into 
the wire. Finally, there is the hole 
drilled to take a sawn-off machine bolt 
used set screw fashion. If the rigging 
is stainless steel wire, it’s sensible to 
have a pair of such holes for each clip, 
the captain advises. If you’re set up 
for the job it’s not difficult to do this 
in making up the couple of dozen 
clips likely to be required. 


In fact, with a new boat or one being 
more or less entirely revamped below 
decks, installation of the toilet may 
actually be simplified by using a chlori- 
nator. This is particularly the case with 
sailboats, where the toilet’s bowl is 
likely to be at or below the waterline, 
requiring a high U-bend in the dis- 
charge line. The sketch shows how 
this is done on a friend’s 36-ft. cutter. 
Note that the original discharge sea- 
cock is used and that the treating unit 
has been installed on the bottom shelf 
of a locker back of the toilet fixture. 
Although there is not much weight in- 
volved the shelf should be properly 
braced and the unit clamped against 
shifting. Boring the holes for the hose 
lines well oversize simplifies position- 
ing. In my friend’s case a removable 
panel conceals the unit and its bottle, 
permitting such servicing as is re- 
quired. And there’s still plenty of room 
left in the locker for ordinary storage.

After all, one 
advantage of using fiberglass is that 
you can conceal and seal-in certain 
changes that it would be impractical 
to make were you re-covering with 
Canvas. 

Harry's cabin had what he calls the 


old-fashioned look. Its height and 
squareness were accentuated by the 
heavy trim, the clumsy handrails and 
the highness and squareness of the 
companionway slide and hatch cover. 
With the old canvas stripped off and 
pretty much everything removed, his 
first job was to round the edges, re- 
sinking the fastenings there deep 
enough to permit dressing a pleasing 
round. The seams there are sealed in 
the fiberglass, which is carried a couple 
of inches past the round for sanding 
smooth with the cabin sides. Two 
thicknesses of fabric were finally used 
because of the cabin’s top being tongue 
and groove cedar. 

The handrails, 


which were poorly 











Simple engine 
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shaped, were scrapped and more mod- 
ern looking grabrails finally put on. 
Although easier to hold than the orig- 
inal ones they were fastened with #16 
screws through into the beams. That 
alternative, screw fastening from be- 
low, might have sufficed but as Harry 
says cedar is pretty soft wood. Note 
that the rails have small drains about 
18 inches apart. 

The hatch cover was also scrapped. 
The new one is made with its frame 
just heavy enough to take a sheet of 
half-inch Plexiglas, which is well bed- 
ded and fastened with r.h. screws, and 
washers, and holes oversize in the ap- 
proved way. While he was at it the 
old coaming was re-worked, cut down 
a good inch. With the slide, substi- 
tuting plywood for the old tongue and 
groove wood and rounding all corners 
before fiberglassing similarly added a 
“low look.” 

The ports were oversize but did let 
in good light. Rectangular ones might 
have been substituted or even the tight 
window type, but I agree with Harry 
in that there’s a certain point beyond 
which one shouldn’t go in modernizing 
a boat. Anyway a friend with a ma- 
chine shop shortened the spigots of the 
original bronze port-lights. Notice that 
they extend about two-thirds through 
the opening. This permits rounding its 
corners or edges. With edges painted 
the white of the cabin sides, that old 
bullseye look is done away with. The 
trick in having such ports tight against 
their flanges is to not only bed the 
flange well but to taper the opening 
slightly to permit caulking about the 
spigot. 


SIMPLE ENGINE PAN 
DRIP PAN of some sort beneath 
the engine is a fine idea, but the 

problem usually is how to install one 
with the engine already in place. John 
Jenkins of Charleston, South Carolina 
has a simple answer. He used a sheet 
of stiff metal, crimping the three edges 
as shown. The trick, he explains, is to 
have the pan wide enough that it must 
be dished slightly in forcing it in place. 
Then the spring of the metal will hold 
it securely. John admits that a little oil 
may fet past those edges but most all 
of the engine’s drippings are caught 
and carried down to the small remov- 
able pan wedged below the flywheel 
end of the engine. Since there is 
enough oil around to prevent any rust- 
ing most any piece of reasonably heavy 
sheet metal can be used. Actually, he 
cut up an old metal sign, just to try 
out the idea. It’s still in, though, and 
doing the job.

ERE IS a cartop carrier that en- 
ables one person to easily handle 
his boat on or off the car. In addition 
the carrier described here permits a 
boat to be carried on a regular soft top 
convertible! 

The carrier consists of two main fit- 
tings or supports. The front support is 
held in place by two specially bent 
sheet steel brackets. The ones shown 
are fitted to the Ford convertible top 
frame at a point about eight inches 
back of the windshield on each side. 
An easy way to determine the shape 
needed is to bend and fit a piece of 
coat hangar wire, with pliers, to the 
exact shape of the top frame on which 
it will rest. Then use this wire as a 
pattern for bending the sheet steel 
bracket. The brackets are made from 








CARTOP CARRIER, ONE-MAN-LOADING, 





FOR CONVERTIBLE OR ANY CAR 
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two pieces of 16 gauge sheet steel 
4x14”. These will hold the 2x 4, 
which they support, high enough to 
clear the cloth top. Remember that 
the top blows or bulges upwards two 
inches or so when the car is under 
way. No fastenings are required to 
hold the brackets in place. They can 
be adjusted right on the top frame to 
snap into place firmly. The 2 x 4x 55” 
is bolted to the brackets at each end 
with 6 x 242” carriage bolts and wing 
nuts. The 2x4 is provided with two 
2 x 2x4 blocks to prevent side move- 
ment of the boat. Two pieces of 
1x4x4 foam rubber are cemented 
into place on the 2 x 4 and against the 
blocks to protect the boat. 

The front support just described is 
only for cars with convertible tops. 
For a hard top car a single standard

bars is used instead of the 2x4 and 
the special brackets. 

The rear support is made up of 
2x 2’s and is bolted to two regular 
lightweight bumper trailer hitches that 
may be had at Sears for about $1.85 


each. This support is a three-sided 


frame made of two pieces of 2x 2x 
33” on the sides and a 2x 2 x 36” for 
the top. The top is held to the sides 
by two 4x 1% x 4” right angle steel 
brackets. Wood may be used in place 
of these corner brackets if desired. To 
the bottom of each side a 4x12 x 
10” bracket is bolted. Each of these 
parts have a two-inch right angle bend 
on the lower ends where 42” holes are 
drilled to take the short 2” machine 
bolts that hold the frame to the bump- 
er hitches. A fourth piece of 2x 2x 
46” is fastened to the top member of 
the frame with a single %6 carriage 
bolt, in the center, to permit it to 
rotate. A locking bolt is dropped 
through a drilled hole to hold the top 
piece in place when the bolt is being 
carried. At each end of this top piece 
a pair of small right angle brackets is 
secured with screws to take the fittings 
that are fastened to the boat’s gun- 
wales. The boat fittings are held be- 
tween the brackets with %%« carriage 
bolts and wing nuts. The holes to take 
the bolts should be drilled about “44” 
oversize to allow for easy use. 

To load a boat from the ground it 
is first turned bottom side up, behind 
the car, with the stern toward the rear 
of the car. The stern is picked up and 
put in place on the top 2x2 of the 
rear support frame and fastened with 
its two %¢ bolts. Next the bow is 
lifted and walked forward and put into 
place between the blocks on the for- 
ward 2x 4 support and resting on the 
rubber pads. A tie-down strap or 4” 
rope is run from the bow ring and tied 
firmly to the front of the car. Then 
two more straps or ropes are run from 
the center thwart of the boat and fas- 
tened to the lower part of the rear 
support frame. These two tie-downs 
prevent any forward or rear move- 
ment of the boat while underway. 
Drop locking bolt into place. The boat 
is removed by reversing the loading 
process. 

The cost of the carrier is as follows: 
2 bumper hitches $3.70, steel for 
brackets $2.00, bolts $1.50, wooden 
parts $1.50, rubber pads 25¢, black 
paint 50¢. A total of $9.45. 

The writer stores his cartop boat at 
home by hanging it on four rubber- 


covered hooks from the garage ceiling 


” 


above the car. The hooks are bent 4 
water pipe and are covered with rub- 
ber hose to protect the boat. The load- 
ing or unloading process at home is 
most simple. The hooks are hung just 
high enough to give clearance so the 
boat is quite close to the car top even 
when stored. — G

ILL water skiing be recognized 

by the Olympics? The question 
has been discussed by various Ameri- 
can Water Ski Association committees 
and other interested parties for a num- 
ber of years and the findings are usu- 
ally the same. William Clifford, Exec- 
utive Manager of the American Water 
Ski Association, gave his views on this 
question in a recent issue of THE 
WATER SKIER. He states water ski- 
ing will not be recognized by the Olym- 


pics, certainly not in the near future, 
because water skiing requires a me- 
chanical means for power which ap- 
parently is objectionable. 

He believes the objection may also 
be one concerning the factor of speed 
and the considerations involved in its 
absolute control. Mr. Clifford suggests 
that skiers can best serve the interests 
of their sport by continuing to organize 
and perfect it on a national and world 
basis until it has become so recognized 
that popular demand will dictate that 
it be officially accepted as an Olympic 
event. 


HE Masters Water Ski Tournament 
will be held June 24-26 at Ida Cason

Georgia. The Masters which is invita- 
tional is expected to entice the upper 
crust of the nation’s tournament skiers.

FITTING OUT BY 
FORD YACHT CLUB 
ECENTLY the Ford Yacht Club 
of Grosse Ile, Mich. issued the 
following fitting out suggestions for 
readying your engine: 

1. Air engine compartment. 

2. Refill cooling system and check 
water jackets. Clean water intake 
strainer. 

3. Reconnect water 
tighten drain plugs. 

4. Check and tighten all lines and 
piping. 

5. Fill crankcase with recommend- 
ed engine oil. 

6. Replace oil filter element car- 
tridge. 

7. Remove old grease and refill 
grease cups or fittings. 

8. Oil generator cups. 

9. Use steel wool or light file to 
clean battery terminals and cables. 
Tighten clamps and lightly smear with 
Vaseline or grease. (Do not put Vase- 
line on first.) 

10. Clean ,all distributor contacts 
with .00 sandpaper. If points are pit- 
ted, replace them with new sets. Clean 
distributor. 

11. Check top of pistons in spark 
plug holes to see that there is no excess 
oil standing on top of pistons. Clean 
and regap spark plugs. (All plugs 
should be tested for proper spark ca- 
pacities before replacing. ) 

12. Tighten bolts, nuts, screws, and 
electrical connections. 

13. If you have failed to do so in 
the fall, dispose of the old gasoline 
and refill tank. 

14. Prime water pump. 

15. Be certain there are no possi- 
ble causes of fire—rags, gas or oil

your case this may be around the 2,600 
rpm speed. 

One of the factors affecting propul- 
sion efficiency is the pitch/diameter 
ratio of the propeller. Within certain 
limits, this ratio should be as high as 
possible, consistent with other factors. 
The 12” x 9” propeller has a P/D ra- 
tio of .75, and the 12” x 11” propeller 
a P/D ratio of .916. Since the larger 
pitch propeller has the lower slip, a 
more efficient P/D ratio and permits 
operating the engine at its extreme 
maximum torque, it is the better se- 
lection. 


RELOCATION OF MAST 
HAVE A 20’ centerboard sloop with 
a 7’6” beam. When going to wind- 
ward in a strong breeze, there is too 
much weather helm which cuts down 
some speed. If | move the mast for- 
ward and put a bowsprit on, would 
this eliminate some of this rudder 
drag? 
Would a hollow mast be as strong 
as a solid one of the same dimensions?

A mast is located with regard to the 
center of effort of the overall sail plan 
and the center of lateral resistance of 
the boat. When a boat employs a cen- 
terboard there may be considerable 
change in the center of lateral resist- 
ance depending on whether the board 
is up or down. A mast location that 
would materially reduce the amount 
of weather helm in a strong breeze 
might be detrimental to performance 
when sailing under other conditions. 
There are many factors to be con- 
sidered in a mast. Figuring only on 
strength in compression, a hollow mast 
of equal size to a solid one would 
have but 10 per cent less strength, but 
would weigh only half as much as the 
solid mast. The hollow mast requires 
careful consideration in the placement 
of shrouds and stays, and in some in- 
stances, special reinforcement at points 
of great thrust

For coastal cruising a twin motor 
installation will give you a greater 
feeling of security. However, the new 
large motors have an excellent record 
of reliability. If both motors in a twin 
installation rotate in the same direc- 
tion, the steering problem is much the 
same as with one motor. This can be 
overcome somewhat by distributing the 
weight in the boat to offset the torque 
effect of the motor. This effect is less 
noticeable in a heavier cruiser carrying 
considerable load than in small run- 
abouts with a single person aboard. 

Considering your boat weight and 
the added load of the motor plus your 
planned gas tank installation, it would 
seem that a tandem trailer would be 
the better choice. Most boat dealers 
now offer a complete rig consisting of 
boat, trailer, and motor. Often the 
trailer has been designed to go with a 
particular boat. As a rule it is best to 
follow the dealer’s advice in selecting 
a trailer for a particular boat.

Signaling ammunition for 
this pistol is obtainable from W & J 
Tiebout, 1 Butterfield, Larchmont, 
N. Y. I would suggest that you check 
with your local police department to 
make sure that you are not running 
afoul of gun restrictions. It is under- 
stood that there has been some conflict. 


SAILING RAFT 


WOULD LIKE to rig a seven man 
I raft as a cat boat. How could a cen- 
terboard be installed?

It would seem that a centerboard in 
the raft you describe would lead to all 
kinds of complications. Why not use 
leeboards. These would eliminate the 
problem of constructing a centerboard 
well. They attached to the side of the 
raft. The board on the lee side always 
being lowered. When you come about 


drop the board on the new lee side and 
raise the board on the windward side. 
Leeboards are used extensively in the 
North Sea, particularly on certain 
boats of Dutch design. The idea is 
almost as old as sailing. 


CORRODED TACHOMETER

CRUISER POWER 


| OWN A 26’ cruiser which | pur- 
chased in 1946.

same reduction. Power was later re- 
duced to 115 by installation of a new 
cylinder head and crankshaft. Top 
speed has always been 11, and cruising 
speed 10, although a number of pro- 
peller diameters and pitches have been 
tried. How can I get 15 mph? 
Edward J. Turnbaugh

It would be utterly impossible, with- 
out detailed information concerning 
your boat, to make any recommenda- 
tions as to changes in motor or drive 
that would be necessary to increase 
your speed to 15 mph. Since the many 
changes you have made resulted in no 
increase in speed it would appear that 
your hull has very little planing ac- 
tion. This might be an inherent feature 
of your particular hull. Minor hull 
changes, discernible only to the ex- 
perienced eye, can result in major dif- 
ferences in performance.

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Buying A New Boat? 


Here's how to write an ad to sell the boat 


you have, or locate the one you want 


By Jack Grenard 


UTTING YOUR SLOOP up for 

sale? Or are you looking for a 
chrome-plated, double-planked, vee- 
bottom, 24-foot cruiser? There are at 
least three ways you can find the boat 
you want or sell the boat you own. 
Take a look at these suggestions, and 
then decide for yourself which way is 
best for you. 

Talking about the boat you want, 
or walking the waterfront, is one way. 
If you're loaded with personal contacts 
boatwise, you can probably buy or sell 
through casual conversation, without 
resort to other methods. Example: 

Jim heard about a swell runabout 
up at Manhasset; George knows an 
owner who’s thinking of selling his 
24-footer this fall. Or, if you're sell- 
ing, maybe Jim has been eyeing your 
sloop with lust all these years. Let him 
know you want to peddle her, and he'll 
open his wallet. 

Most of us use publications for find- 
ing or selling boats. One Sunday 
toward the end of the season, the 
guess-I’d-better-sell-her gloom covers 
the waterfront. You find yourself 
scrawling out a newspaper or magazine 
ad. What you include in that ad can 
make all the difference between keep- 
ing the boat over the winter or selling 
right away. 

If you're looking for a boat, and you 
use the BOAT WANTED ad, you can 
receive calls or correspondence about 
the boat of your dreams—not some- 
thing almost good enough, but just 
what you want. Selling or buying, you 
need to give all the information, and 
give it correctly. These are some tips 
on writing that better boat ad. 

1. Help the reader. Lead the -boat 
ad reader into your succinct gem with 
the most general term first. Then be- 
come more specific. For instance, 
here’s a good starter, found in the 
BOATS FOR SALE column: 


SAILBOAT, 18ft, centerboard 
cruising sloop. 


You could have said, “18-ft. cruis- 
ing sloop,” but then the reader looking 
only for motorboats would have had 
to read into your ad until he came to 
“sloop.” Simplify it for the reader 
your potential buyer. He’s interested 
in a sailboat about 18 feet over-all. 
But maybe he’s new to sailing and 





isn’t sure what a sloop is. You don’t 
have to tell him, but you do have to 
grab his attention at the start so that 
he knows it’s a sailboat ad_ he’s 
reading. 

A man reading the want ads is like 
no other kind of reader. He scans 
down and up the columns, stopping 
at ads which have something to do 
with what he wants. If he’s after a 
24-foot runabout, he by-passes all 
sailboat ads, and all motorboat ads 
for boats out of his class. He'll read 
your ad even if it’s poorly written, 
but his chances of calling you are 
lessened if you've left out an important 
detail. 

Suppose you neglect all pertinent 
dimensions except length. The power- 
boat man can make a good guess what 
beam and draft a 24-footer will have. 
But if you're trying to sell a 24-foot 
sailboat and don’t include these di- 
mensions, you'll be answering unneces- 
sary questions on the phone. And 
there'll be some potential buyers who'll 
pass you up because they were sure 
of something better in an ad which 
told them what they wanted to know. 

That sailboat buyer may be a basket- 
ball player. When you say your 38- 
foot ketch has standing headroom, do 
you mean for midgets or for tall peo- 
ple? Writing “6-ft. headroom” costs 
as much as “standing headroom.” 
Why not be concise? That also means 
leaving out a three-letter abbreviation 
which means nothing and costs you 
money: “etc.” Even the term, “well- 
found” is vague. Tell what equipment 
the boat carries. Details, not adjec- 
tives, will sell your boat—or find you 
what you're looking for. “Two 30-lb. 
Danforth anchors” is better than “com- 
plete ground tackle’—and only one 
word more. 

2. State the price. Some would-be 
boat salesmen believe they can lure 
a reader to the telephone by not tell- 
ing him what he wants to know. These 
misguided ad men don’t mention price 
in their description. To see the fal- 
lacy of this, ask yourself how many 
ads—boat or otherwise—you'’ve passed 
up because no price was listed. A man 
in search of a boat hasn't time to play 
games. The classified ad without a 
price in it catches as many fish as an 
unbaited hook. 
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get some really good shots 
of your boat this year! Read

4. Address, too. At the end of the 
ad include your address as well as your 
phone number. This should be done 
even in a newspaper ad, because the

party out of your region. 
5. One boat per ad. If you have two 


| Or more boats to sell, list them sepa- 
| rately. 


Remember that your readers 
are pulled into your ad by the first 
few words. A racing enthusiast look- 


| ing for a Penguin won’t notice you’re 


selling the kids’ boat if you don’t de- 
scribe your Lightning first. 
Here’s an odd-ball from the columns 


| of a Sunday metropolitan newspaper:

Wonder what kind of shape a 24-

to sleep two? Well... 

What does a good boat ad look like?

MARINE LUBRICANTS 
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Here’s How to Have 


More Fun in Boating 


"Inject new life and more pleasure into the 


sport by combining other hobbies with it' 


By Harold Hennig 


RE YOU getting your money’s 
worth from your boat? 


Many new boatmen fall into 
a routine. Just riding around or the 
usual Sunday outing can become bor- 
ing for the beginner with limited hori- 
zons. Lack of variety can cause you 
to lose interest in this wonderful pas- 
time. 

Thousands of boatmen, however, 
are finding they can inject new life 
and even more fun into their sport by 
combining other hobbies with it. 

Boating is an outdoor activity, but 
many boatmen fail to take advantage 
of the lore connected with it and the 
possibilities surrounding them. Those 
who have a love of nature will find 
bird watching, tree and wildflower 
identification and wildlife observation 
worthwhile and fascinating. Good bin- 
oculars are invaluable for spotting ob- 
jects at a distance. Use them also for 
close-up study. At close range, color 
and structure are clearly delineated. It 
almost seems that you can reach out 
and touch the subject under observa- 
tion. Illustrated books to aid in identi- 
fication are worth having aboard. 
Pocket sized guides can be bought at 
most magazine racks. The Golden 
Nature books are excellent; they have 
adequate descriptive text and are hand- 
somely illustrated in color. With these, 
even a novice can soon learn to 
identify birds, trees, wildflowers and 
animals, and, of course, fish. 

Practically any river or lake in the 
country is the habitat of some kind of 
wildlife. The immediate vicinity of a 
large city may be almost barren due 
to too much human invasion or hunt- 
ing pressure. However even here, 
wildlife relies on camouflage and in- 
stinct to remain hidden from intruders. 
It isn’t necessary to trek to wilderness 
lakes and rivers to indulge in this 
hobby. Many wild creatures can be 
seen near cities by persons who have 
the patience to anchor and quietly 
watch. 

Birds are in abundance everywhere. 
There are a total of 650 species in this 
country. Our Missouri and Mississippi 
River valleys are famous migratory 
flyways. Many boatmen visit these 


valleys in the spring and fall to view 
the great waterfowl migrations. 
Throughout the summer, great varieties 
of songbirds can be seen. Goldfinches, 
warblers, wrens, orioles, red-wings, and 
others compose their special songs in 
leafy bowers along the streams. Water 
loving birds like gulls, sandpipers, plo- 
vers, egrets and herons are engaged in 
a constant search for food. Hawks 
soar in sweeping glides over the woods 
bordering the water. 

Wildflowers grow in profusion along 
the banks of the Mississippi River and 
adorn its many islands. Lush back- 
water sloughs and bayous can be 
reached by boat. Hibiscus, arrow- 
head, golden and purple asters, Joe 
Pye Weed, sunflowers, thistle and In- 
dian Paint contribute a rainbow of 
hues. An unforgettable sight is a vast 
bed of golden lotus bedecking the sur- 
face of a tranquil bayou. Each section 
of the country has its own varieties of 
flowers and is accessible from some 
convenient body of water. 

Trees are probably our most impor- 
tant natural resource; timber and wood 
by-products contribute much to our 
economy. Forests help to control floods 
and prevent erosion, and provide food 
and shelter for wildlife. Wooded areas 
of our country are favored for recre- 
ation, and there are so many forests 
that people take them for granted. Yet 
trees are complex living things and 
well worth studying. Over 800 species 
of native and naturalized trees grow 
wild in the United States. There are 
two major groups of trees; deciduous 
(leaf shedding) and conifers (ever- 
green family). Giant Sequoias of Cali- 
fornia are the oldest and largest living 
things. The General Sherman tree is 
273 feet high, 115 feet around and 
over 3000 years old. Different vari- 
eties of trees are identified by the shape 
of the leaves. Some species have dis- 
tinctive forms and can be recognized 
at a distance. 

Many artists include marine scenes 
in their paintings. Boating families 
with artistic talent can get a different 
perspective by sketching while drifting 
offshore. Subject matter is endless.

caught his first fish. Or your tent 
snugly pitched under a graceful arch- 
ing tree makes a good subject. Capture 
the brilliant colors of songbirds and 


wildflowers with crayons, pastels, or | 


color film. And combine hobbies by 
sketch while you fish. 

Waterscapes of majestic beauty are 
everywhere in the evergreen woodlands 
of the northern and western states. 
The Upper Mississippi is a scenic river. 
Sharply rising bluffs are covered with 
graceful maple, stately oak, slender 
birch and symmetrical cedar trees. 
Rock ramparts rise vertically, eroded 
and worn through eons of time. Land- 
scapes along the Cumberland River 
winding through Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee are very similar. Sandstone 
bluffs lining the Wisconsin River near 
the Wisconsin Dells are weather worn 
into strange and picturesque shapes. 

“Rockhounds” are increasing in 
number and are forming clubs to learn 
more about this marvelous activity. 
The field of geology is so vast that few 
individuals hope to gather a sample of 
every rock and mineral in existence. 
Beginning collectors soon develop a 
preference for certain kinds of speci- 
mens and concentrate on building up 
a complete collection. Specialized col- 
lections are the most distinctive and 
satisfying. 

A boatman can make 
from the categories of rocks, fossils, 
minerals or gem stones. Even then the 
collector can limit his search to one 
mineral, such as calcite, which occurs 
in 300 different forms, Agate, a semi- 
precious stone, is eagerly sought by 
many individuals who set up small 
basement lapidary shops and turn out 
beautifully cut and polished jewelry. 
Agates can be found on gravel bars 
along the Mississippi and other streams. 

Fossils, the remains or impressions 
of animals that once lived on earth, are 
found in sedimentary rocks. Such rock 
is built up of accumulations of mud, 
sand, mineral or gravel. Rivers carry- 
ing sediment are not only sculptors of 
the landscape but transporters of ma- 
terial that will become minerals and 
rocks. Study with respect the rock 
bluffs beside your favorite river; they 
are millions of years old. A true col- 
lector is impressed by the great age of 
any specimen he finds and values it 
highly. Collecting by boat is much 
easier than struggling afoot across 
ploughed fields and through brush and 
bramble. 

Our many waterways and lakes offer 
countless locations for camping and 
outdoor cooking. You can indulge in 
this recreation on your favorite stream, 
or trailer your boat to other waterways 
on weekends or vacations. Cruise a 
river far enough away from cities and 
towns and you find complete privacy 
and solitude. — G
